Wrat is Pascal celery? A variety of beautiful green celery, 
which now constitutes the bulk of the celery sold in this country, 
in contrast to a few years ago when all available celery was 
bleached. The joy of a good bunch of celery is that every part 
of it is usable. The leaves may be added to the stock pot (don’t 
let the market man cut them ofl, as they are prone to do when 
you're not looking), the big outer ribs cooked, and the hearts 
served fresh, stuffed, or plain. Refrigerated, covered in a poly- 
ethylene bag, fresh celery keeps extremely well. Available 
throughout the year. As a change from the ubiquitous parsley, 
occasionally use a bouquet of celery leaves as a garnish. 


I, a stalk of celery the same thing as a rib? No. A rib is one 
part of a stalk. A stalk and a bunch are one and the same. 
When a recipe calls for a “stalk of celery,” it really means a rib. 


Tse do you judge the freshness of celery? Like beans, a rib 
should snap easily; all the heads should be fresh, crisp, clean. 
Soft, pliable branches indicate pithiness; very hard branches, 
that it may be stringy or woody. If you’re suspicious about the 
interior, separate the branches and look inside. 


Wry does chicken, meat. or fish broth sometimes turn sour 
almost the minute your back is turned? Because it’s allowed to 
cool too slowly in too warm a temperature. The faster you can 
cool off broth (stock or bouillon), soups, sauces, gravies, etc., 
the less danger there is of bacteria multiplying. The cooling 
process starts from the outside and works toward the center. 
If there is a large quantity, such as broth or soup, in a large 
kettle, the center remains hot a long while, and it takes a good 
long time for cold to penetrate to the center. Ideally, chilling 
should be done immediately and, if possible, in small quanti- 
ties, giving the liquid an occasional stir to speed things up. 
Setting the pan of liquid in a large pan filled with ice and 
water (the way you chill Champagne) does the trick quickly 
and effectively. The treacherous holding zone—and it is treach- 
erous—is from 45° to 120°, when bacteria thrive. A warm 
kitchen would probably register anywhere from 70° up, ob- 
viously within the danger zone. Broth that has been refrigerated, 
or even frozen, should always be brought to a hard rolling 
boil and allowed to boil several minutes before being used— 
again, to inhibit any lurking bacteria. 


y hat is wheat germ? It is the germinating part of the wheat 
seed which, because it contains wheat germ oil, is discarded in 
milling white flour. A rich source of the B vitamins, vitamin E, 


iron, phosphorus, potassium, and other essential nutrients, it is 
used as a breakfast cereal, but it is also used in cooking.

A WINE 
PRIMER 


By CREIGHTON 


Wine, the fermented juice of the 
grape, has been a source of pleas- 
ure for man since Biblical times. 
Today, with such an endless vari- 
ety of wines available, the begin- 
ner can hardly be blamed for be- 
ing perplexed. New to the world 
of wines, hesitant to plunge into 


a sea of confusing labels and in- 


hibited perhaps by the “wine 
snobs” nesting, like jealous set- 


ting hens, on their sophistication, 
he may feel it is all too much for 
him—and never begin. 

Yet there are in the world of 
wines a few easily learned guide- 
posts, which are charted below.

about two inches wide, and hold 
six to eight ounces. In serving 
wine, the glass should never be 
much more than half filled. This 
concentrates the bouquet and 
brings it to the nostrils. 

2. Bottles bought for serving on 
a specific occasion should, if fea- 
sible, be allowed to stand upright 
in a cool place for a few days. 
Wines are harassed by journeys, 
however short. A little quiet rest

3. Red wines are better if aired 
(uncorked) about an hour before 
the meal. Very old red wines 
should be decanted: Pour the wine 
slowly and carefully into a de- 
canter. Stop when the wine starts 
to show cloudy signs of dregs.

Wines of Spain and Portugal 


Iberian wines are made from indig- 
enous grapes and by old-fashioned 
methods. The reds require much 
aging to come into their own. One 
and all, their low cost is probably 
their greatest merit (except for Por- 
tuguese rosés, which are outstanding). 

The best reds of both countries are 
usually labeled Reserva. Other terms, 
meaning “very old” or “selected,” 
generally indicative of quality, are: 
Carrafeira (Portuguese) and Fsco- 
gida (Spanish). 

Portugal excels in rosés and white 
Vinho Verdes, the latter tart and re- 
freshing. Dao reds are passable, 
everyday “table wines’”—harsh when 
young, but softer with age. 

Indisputably the best wines of 
Spain (even so, easy on the pocket- 
book) are from the northern Rioja 
region. The finest bear the trade 
names of traditional houses (bode- 
gas). Beware of inferior Riojas Ja- 
beled with quasi-French names: 
“Spanish “Claret,” “Chablis,” etc. 
They may or may not be bargains. 

Vintage years for both countries 
are not guideposts to quality—only 
the year of a Reserva is meaningful. 


Wines of South America 


South American countries make 
(and drink) tremendous quantities 
of wines, but the only country that 
exports them in any quantity (or 
quality) is Chile. Chilean reds 
(named varietally) include Pinot 
Noir (Burgundy) and Cabernet ( Bor- 
deaux); but Chile really excels in 
clean, dry whites and rosés. Good 
producers are Undurraga, Carmen, 
Conchali, Concho y Toro, Tocornal, 
and Santa Rita. White Pinot Char- 
donnay, Sylvaner, and Riesling are 
all excellent bargains. Chilean quali- 
tative label terms include Reservado, 
Especial, and Gran Vino—the highest. 

Except for bottles labeled “Rhin” 
(Rhine), Chilean generic types (1i- 
pos) are to be avoided. 


Wines of California 


California produces almost 90 per- 
cent of all U.S. wines. They are classi- 
fied as generics (carrying European 
names such as “Burgundy” and 
“Chablis”) or as varietals (‘Pinot 
Noir,” “Riesling”). Under California 
law a varietal may be so labeled if it 
contains as little as 51 percent of the 
juice of the grape concerned—but the 
best producers tend to make them as 
a pure product. 

Especially if made in the Napa. 
Sonoma, or Livermore Valleys, or in 
regions surrounding San Francisco 
Bay, the varietals are much in de- 
mand, and many of the finest are 
never found outside the state. While 
not identical to their European coun- 
terparts, certain of them compare 
quite favorably: Cabernet Sauvignon 
(with age, comparable to a fair Bor- 
deaux); Semillon and Sauvignon 


(Bordeaux whites); Chenin Blane 
(Vouvray); Gewiirztraminer  (Al- 
sace). Other excellent ones, more 
individualistically Californian, are 
Pinot Noir, Gamay, and Zinfandel 
(red); and Johannisberg Riesling, 
Pinot Chardonnay, and Sylvaner 
(white). Good rosés are made from 
the Grenache and Gamay grapes, 
though often labeled simply as Vin 
Rosé. Among the more notable pro- 
ducers of California wines, both va- 
rietals and good generics, are Beau- 
‘heu, Inglenook, Charles Krug, Souve- 
rain (all in the Napa Valley) : Buena 
Vista (Sonoma) ; Wente, Concannon 
(Livermore); Almadén, Paul Masson 
(Santa Clara-San Benito). Califor- 
nia varietal producers usually put 
years only on bottles of which they 
are proudest. 


Wines of New York and Ohio 


Like California wines, wines from 
New York and Ohio are also labeled 
both as generics (“Burgundy,” “Cha- 
blis”) and as varietals. The most suc- 
cessful varietals (made from non- 
European grapes) are Niagara 
(white), Delaware (red and white), 
Isabella (red), and Catawba and Di- 
ana (both white). In the last decade, 
spectacular developments have been 
made in New York in growing Euro- 
pean wine grapes—though as yet the 
wines from these grapes are still in 
very limited production. The six out- 
standing producers in the East are: 
Gold Seal, Widmer, Taylor, Great 
Western and Konstantin Frank-—all 
in the Finger Lakes district of New 
York—and Meier in Ohio. 


Sparkling wines 


Most French Champagnes are fer- 
mented white juices of both red and 
white grapes, usually 
wines of two or more years. To gain 
their sparkle, they are refermented 
in the bottle (méthode champenoise) 
and blended by secret formulas of 
the individual Vintage 
Champagnes—those with a year—are 
considered the best. also the most 
expensive. They are made only in the 
infrequently very good years. 

Champagnes and the other Euro- 
pean sparkling wines are graded in 
order of dryness: Brut (the driest) ; 
Extra Sec (dry); Sec (sweetish) ; 
Demi-Sec, Demi-Doux (sweet). Other 
meaningful terms are Blanc de Blancs 
(very dry, made exclusively from 
white grapes); Premiere 
(from the first and best pressing of 
grapes); English Cuvée or English 
Market (producer’s best quality). 

Other sparkling wines—French 
(mousseux), Italian, Portuguese, and 
Spanish—may be good, less expen- 
sive substitutes for Champagne, The 
best are Lacryma Christi and Asti 
Spumante (Italian) ; Raposeira ( Por- 
tuguese); Castellblanch (Spanish). 

California and New York State 
Champagnes often compete in quality 
with many imported — sparklings. 
Among the better ones are Kornell, 
Almadén, Korbel, and Paul Masson 
(California) ; Great Western, Taylor, 
and Gold Seal (New York). As a 
rule American Champagnes are made 
only in two grades: Brut (dry) and 
Extra Dry (sweeter). @

About camping vacations—the refreshing adventure of living close 


to morning mists and starry nights in America’s great outdoors 


Camping brings out the best in you, according to America’s 
dedicated fraternity of regular campers, said to number 
more than 16 million a year. They claim that all sorts of 
untapped virtues spring to life once you’ve pitched your 
tent by a sunset lake. People are kindlier, families grow 
closer, children wax healthier, and Father’s status is supposed 
to acquire unimaginable gloss when it is shown that he can 
lash down a tarpaulin and make a fire burn. 

Be that as it may. to dwell for a while close to the endur- 
ing wonders of nature can be a reassuring refreshment when 
the world of bricks, mortar, and tensions seems too much 
with you. Whether your preference is for ferny forest. purple 
desert, alpine meadows, or lonely seashore. there are 20 
million acres of National Parks waiting to work their therapy. 
14 million acres of true wilderness under the aegis of the 
Forest Service, and uncounted thousands more in state parks 
and private camping grounds in virtually every state in the 
union. The beauty is there for the taking, fees for the use 
of developed campgrounds rarely exceed $3 a night. and 
in many cases there is no charge at all. Developed grounds 
can offer such cushy comforts as hot showers. restaurants, 


commissaries, laundries, and concrete foundations for pitch- 
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ing tents, to say nothing of whole areas for trailer camping. 
Most government-controlled campgrounds are available on 
the basis of first come first served, but privately run sites 
must be reserved in advance. 

The camping gamut ranges from the primitive to the down- 
right sybaritic. Back-packers are those die-hard, rugged. 
hiking ones who carry their gear on their backs and settle 
down wherever the view or their fancy invites them. The 
sybaritic coterie travels by land yacht, owned or rented, 
a conveyance that is at once car and thoroughly equipped 
living quarters. which lets you cruise and stop where you will. 
running water, ice cubes, cooking utilities, and cushioned 
sofas all laid on and sometimes commodious enough to 
accommodate six or seven adults. 

Most campers ply a middle ground, and with great diver- 
sity of accommodation and equipment. Regard the sometimes 
confusing wealth of camping equipment on the market, and 
you ll get an inkling of the many modes you can choose from. 
The mind boggles at the variety in tents alone. from the 
puppiest pup tents to Jordan-almond-colored masterpieces. 
regal enough to suggest Camelot or the scalloped pavilions of

Not since the ebullient days of the 18th Century has British home-furnishing design 


so vigorously burst the seams of convention with such assertive inventiveness. Youth 
has taken over the home scene in a design revolution every bit as forceful as the 
fashion upheaval on Carnaby Street, and perhaps even more far-reaching. A covey of 
young designers—none is over 40—are having done with staidness, oatmeal color, and 
the worship of the antique for tradition’s sake. With bold, heady color, rollicking op 
patterns, with chrome, plastics, plywood, paper, and forms that solve perennial prob- 
lems with materials of our own time, they are filling the homes of contemporaries 
and young-in-heart elders with liveliness and experiment. 

Astonishingly. public awareness of this New Wave dates back little more than three 
years to the opening of Designer Terence Conran’s first Habitat shop in Chelsea. Its 
refreshing innovations—bare brick walls. dashing pop fabrics, surprising furniture 
in bleached and painted woods—made it an instant success.

Above: From the dining table, view through the windows 
is south to woods. It’s cool and shaded—a pleasant atmo- 
sphere for summer meals. In winter, the table is often 
moved before the small fireplace behind the stairs (see 


previous page). Both locations are convenient to kitchen. 


Left: Space is no problem in this trim kitchen, as you see 
in the plan below. All cabinets and drawers are built with 
rough-cut cypress boards, as are the walls and doors 
throughout the house. Equipment and counters are sheathed 


in stainless steel, and the chopping block is of maple. 


Opposite: A massive masonry core and huge Douglas fi 
roof beams combine to make the central room in this house 
as magnificent as the great hall of a European castle. In 
summer, the space is remarkably cool; in winter, reassur- 
ingly secure. Within the brick are three chimney flues 
and a utility room. Curled around the masonry are steps 
to the second-level bedroom. Triangular clerestory win- 
dows capture daylight from beneath the roof hoods, and 


simultaneously trace the outlines of the two roof slopes.

ON A 50-FOOT PLOT

Shakespeare suggests that great virtues can abound within the limitations of 


little spaces. A small space indeed was the slender, densely wooded plot that

Architect George IF. Reed found shouldered between two existing neighbors in 
suburban Coconut Grove. Florida. Low in funds and just starting a family, he 
accepted his modest property's legion of limitations and set out to pluck the virtues 
from them. proving along the way that Shakespeare was right. as usual. What he 
achieved is a unique. subtropical microcosm of high-walled open courts and roofed 
pavilions—complete with total privacy and a free-living control of the native 


environment—all for a cosi of less than $20.000. 





The lush old grove of oak. pine, palmetto, and cabbage palms was a leading 


factor in establishing environmental control. The trees made building more dif- 





ficult. but Reed removed only those few that stood in the way of structure—the 
rest were pul to work as parasols to temper the heat of the sun and cast infinite 
shadow patterns on the weathered concrete block walls that were woven among 
them. The airy. graveled courts are covered with canopies of fiber-glass screen- 
ing to thwart insects and falling leaves. These shimmery, outdoor ceilings create 


a soft filtering of aqueous light throughout the compound, and allow even the 


gentlest breezes to wash the interior space with balms of cooling air. The con-

The Young hxcitement in Music

ones. Fate smiled on Van Cliburn when he won the 
Tchaikovsky Competition in Moscow in 1958; he had 
been just as able a musician before that time, but 
that prize and its attendant fame drastically shortened 
the road he had to follow toward success. 

Fate’s smile is not easily earned, however. Van 
Cliburn was lucky because he happened to be sent to 
Moscow in 1958, but he also had the talent to justify 
his being there. Leonard Bernstein was lucky to have 
been called in as an emergency replacement at a 
Philharmonic broadcast concert in 1943, but he was 
called in because he had the talent to be the orchestra’s 
assistant conductor at the time. Getting the breaks 
is a big thing in launching a musical career, but 


deserving the breaks is even more important. 


a as 


Three young American pianists have gotten their 
share of breaks in the past few years, and each one 
of them is now in the busy process of showing the 
world that his big chance was deserved. In each case, 
fate’s smile took a different form. For André Waits. 
it was another writing of the Cinderella story—the 
chance to be called in as a last-minute replacement. 
For Stephen Bishop, it happened because one of the 
world’s most honored teachers and musicians heard 
him during a visit to California. For Peter Serkin, it 
was the break of being born into a family with a noble 


musical name. 


But each makes a different kind of music, and each 
has a different story to tell. Watts is the dazzler, the 
latest descendant in the long line of natural, instinctive 
virtuosi that includes such names as Liszt, Rubinstein 
(Anton, Nicholas, or Artur—take your pick), and 
Horowitz. He is all over the keyboard when he plays: 
body swaying, head bobbing, fingers stretching until 
each of them appears to be ten feet lone. He is the 
personification of flair. 

Bishop is cool, in the classic rather than the hip 
sense of the word. His playing has an ease that is 
a bit deceptive, covering thinly as it does a remark- 
able sense of inner eloquence. External virtuosity does 
not seem to attract him as naturally as it does Watts. 
While watching him, one thinks not so much of a 
Liszt or a Horowitz, but of one of the great unostenta- 
tious nobility of the keyboard, Walter Gieseking, per- 
haps, or Myra Hess. He radiates a joy in playing. 
as does Watts, but it is a quieter, more mellow joy, 
remarkable in a young man of 26. 

The young Serkin who, like Watts, is just on the 
brink of his 20’s, is by far the most individual of 
them. Tall and lanky, he tends to slouch at the key- 
board and to weave over and around it with an oul- 
ward projection of uneasiness. Only half in jest. 
George Szell once threatened to dismiss him as soloist 
with the Cleveland Orchestra unless he sat up straight. 
Serkin is the intellectual of the three, just as happy 
puzzling out the inner patterns of a sonata at his 
desk as he is propounding them at the piano. When 
he plays, he frowns; fingers are only incidental to 
the great mental exercise that music represents to him. 

Taken together, the three offer a varied picture of 
the way the young musician approaches the piano: 
the gleaming virtuoso, the soft-spoken lyricist. the 


scholar. Their careers so far, too, offer a variety 
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in the methods by which they achieved their success. 
Watts provides the most dramatic story at the 
moment. His is the kind of success that makes eood 
movies: son of an American GI and his German war 
bride, first lessons at home, winner of one of the 
New York Philharmonic’s Young People’s Auditions. 
and then the sudden zoom when illness forced Glenn 
Gould out of the Philharmonie’s schedule. But that 
was in 1963, and since then he has come to realize 
that hard work is needed to live up to those glamorous 
first reviews. Like Cliburn after Moscow, he has been 
working slowly and carefully to build repertory and 
wisdom, giving concerts only when he feels really 
ready. It was over three years after that first Phil- 
harmonic triumph that he braved a full-scale recital 
in New York, and the critics reported that he had 
been wise to bide his time. 

For Bishop, matters built slowly from the begin- 
ning. His early appearances in his native California, 
while still in high school and then in college, had been 
well received but not remarkably so. Then he was 
heard by Myra Hess, who had the wisdom to recognize 
his exceptional ability still deeply imbedded inside. 
She lured him to London, where he became her last 
major student before her death. She allowed his debut 
recital only after several years of painstaking study 
and soul-searching. She was right, because his audi- 
ences immediately sensed a musical maturity seldom 
found in a debut recital. 

When he finally decided to brave his native land 
with a full-scale concert tour this past winter, there- 
fore, it was as a musically significant and rounded 
musician already highly popular and praised in his 
adopted country. His patience in waiting so long for 
this return enabled him to bypass the usual hardships 
of the beginning artist, the innumerable whistle-stops 
fees. He

For Peter Serkin, a distinguished family name 
promised fortune’s smile—and frown. He is just 
now reaching the point. he feels, where audiences 
hear him as himself, rather than as Rudolf’s son. 
When he made his first appearances in his early 
teens, it was in two-piano work with his father, and 
this brought audiences that he might not otherwise h 
reached for years. His father, though proud of the

A glass cube which, despite see-through views and 
reflections that threaten to dissolve the visibility of 
the structure, holds its form by a nearly imperceptible 
tint in the glass (like a Bausch and Lomb dream). 
Layers of Plexiglas that carry vastly enlarged dots 
from a photographic reproduction: the blow-up turns 
any object or person in the world into an almost 
abstract code. A scatter of pink-squared canvases, the 
plastic surface given a cobra-skin finish and with 
sequins stuck on for lustrous highlights. Swarms of 
people, some of them like our view of other people, 
some of them like descendants of the more primitive 
German children’s books, painted on Plexiglas in 
hard-flowing outlines. 

These are four works by young artists, all good in 
my opinion, all of them irreconcilably unlike one 
another in their esthetics. The cube is by Larry Bell, 
who divides his time between his native Los Angeles 
and New York; the second artist is French, Alain 
Jacquet, living in New York now at, of course, the 
hotel that European artists flock to, the Chelsea. Al 
Brunelle, who lives in Brooklyn, did the pink squares: 
his separate canvases add up to one painting titled 
“Jayne” (you recognize the spelling). The crowd 
scene is by Gladys Nilsson, a member of the Chicago 
group called The Hairy Who. 

These four examples, a moderate choice of the 
possible range, make it clear why you can no longer 
answer the question “What is modern art?” by citing 


Picasso or Jackson Pollock or Andy Warhol. For one

thing, each of the three represents one particular style, 
one personal set of values that are embodied in his 
art; for another, each belongs to a different genera- 
lion. Some years ago somebody made a movie about 
Lindbergh’s flight across the Atlantic, only to discover 
that nobody in American colleges knew who Lindbergh 
was or what he had done. Tab Hunter did an emer- 
eency lecture tour to identify Lindbergh (someone 
may soon be needed to identify Tab Hunter). ve 
heard a Midwest college class declare its separateness 
from Pollock because he was just too old; he died 
eleven years ago, aged 44, 

With such divisive forces, therefore, of stylistic 
diversity and of generation consciousness, art is no 
longer a single unified package, but varied and cul- 
turally discontinuous. Today an artist can work in 
any style; all moves are possible. History has become 
too complex to simplify the artist’s decision by show- 
ing him the one true tradition to join. In this article, 
I want to list some of the possible choices facing 
artists now. The scene is more like open prairie than 
the linear-routed landscape of Pilgrim’s Progress. 

The scene: Keane, Wyeth, and Pollock 

If there are readers who prefer Mop Art to Pop, 
1 think it’s fine (Mop Art: from Moppet Painting, 
meaning Keane and cheap imitators). As a matter of 
fact, ina report on the Keanes in a magazine, of the 
people interviewed only four admitted to liking the 
Keanes: Joan Crawford, Kim Novak, Andy Warhol. 
and this writer. But a taste for Keane is spontaneously 
generated, a cultural reflex, whereas the works to be 
discussed here are the ones that have to be approached 
with intelligence and speculation as well as with senti- 
ment. There have been lines all around the museums 
where the Andrew Wyeth exhibition was shown, but 
it was not Wyeth, nor was it Keane, who put American 
art on the map. It was the abstract painter Jackson 
Pollock, the first man to paint by pouring, splashing, 
and dripping paint onto canvas laid on the studio floor. 
He provided a point of reference for the originality 
of other American artists and fascinated European 
artists, first as rumor, then in reality when the paint- 
ings were shown over there. 

Even using the early 30’s as the “young” age ceil- 
ing, there is a crowd of artists who can be included. 
The ones mentioned here must symbolize an immense 
number.

i hat are cornichons? French gherkins, miniature pickles

What is chine bone? According to the Random House Dic- 
tionary of the English Language, “The whole or a piece of the 
backbone of an animal with adjoining parts, cut for cooking.” 
Interestingly, no other source at hand—cookbooks, other dic- 
tionaries, or books dealing specifically with meats—carries this 
information. With ribs of beef, the rack or crown of lamb, and 
loin of pork—where the chops are all in one piece—you should 
always have the chine bone removed by the butcher. Some 
butchers tie it back onto a loin or crown to seal in the juices, 
and it is removed before serving. As a matter of record, the 


ribs must be cracked between for easy carving and serving.

Vat is meant by freezer burn? It’s a term used to designate 
yods, particularly meats, that have dried out in the freezer, be- 
ause they have not been wrapped and sealed properly. Al- 
rough the food is still edible, it will lack flavor (may even be 
f-flavor), and the texture will be stringy. A grayish-looking 
arface is the sign to watch for. Frost-free freezers are more 
pt to bring this about because they are kept free of accumu- 
ited frost by fans which, as must be obvious, are drying. Hence 
ie very special need to use proper materials or containers, well 
saled.

The current mingling of the old. the renascent. and the new on Beacon Hill 
is reflected in Architect Eduard H. Bullerjahn’s top-floor apartment in what 
was once the New England College of Pharmacy. On the opposite page and 
the four following. examples of how. within old walls. modern concepts are 
combined with a cumulative collection of furnishings formerly used in the 
family's country house. 

To bring to the city apartment as much of a country atmosphere as possible, 
skylights were introduced, so that interior gardens could flourish under direct 
sun. As a practical touch for these green-thumb spots. slate flagging or tiles 
are substituted for the prevailing parquet. In the arched window openings that 
face four ways. large plate glass substitutes for the original small panes. Arches 
in the new partitions reflect the same curves. 

Almost everywhere. white walls to bounce the light. with here and there the 
original brick left for its rustic look. In appreciation of the pleasure of having 
so much light. such long vistas to lure the eye. the windows are kept unveiled 
by day. and the furniture is placed with consideration for the sun and the view. 
In the living room. with architectural daring. the light itself is treated as a 
luminous wall. three of the arched windows becoming niches. holding sculptured 
heads of Mrs. Bullerjahn and the two young sons. Hardly interrupting the 
views, these pieces nevertheless point up the happy fact that this remarkably 


scenic room is a family gathering place.

In this Beacon Hill rarity (because of its 

height), left, the twelve arched windows across the top 
identify the Eduard Bullerjahns’ floor-wide apartment. 
Beyond the bright pink tulips, opposite page,

Through living-room arches, top right, a glimpse 
of the greenery in the slate-tiled west atrium, called 
the winter garden, and of the open stairs curving up 
past an original brick wall to a terrace on the roof.

Rarely do the privacy of hilltop living and the beauty of a water's view 
meet in a crowded city. but for Mr. and Mrs. Peter Lewis, who live at 
the crest of Telegraph Hill in San Francisco, there it is. With children 
erown. they have come back, like many others, to this often misty, always 
magical city. At the top floor of a small new building. designed by 
Architect Gardner Dailey, the Lewises. aided and abetted by Decorator 
Anthony Hail. have created all the pleasures of old-fashioned comfort 
and hospitality in the contemporary spaces of a window-walled apart- 
ment. Fabrics—traditional and luxurious—are silks and velvets and 
chintz and linen. Wood and silver are polished to a fare-thee-well. Here 
and there. Mrs. Lewis’s collection of porcelain. and all about (on the 
fabrics. too) masses of flowers and greenery. Outside, in contrast to the 
calm of the apartment. toots and pipings from the boats and, occasionally. 
the mournful horns, regretfully announcing the approach of San Fran- 


cisco’s fog. which comes suddenly—and lifts just as suddenly. More 


Lush green splashes of fernery on white fabric 
in the foyer, above left, create the impression of a 
garden room.

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The city. fine furnishings. delicate color, 
and children have long since been con- 
sidered incompatible.

In the manner of a sophisticated 

family room, the living room, shown here 
and opposite, performs variously as music 
room, library, and game room, Music- 
playing equipment, TV, book and record 
storage are enclosed in a massive wall case 
of Madagascar ebony, the same wood that 
veneers the doors and window frames. An 
easel holds a rotation of favorite paintings.

The apartment is perfect—at first glance. The neigh- 
borhood is good, the building close to all the delights 
of the city.

Viewed from the bay, the buildings closely resemble a small 
New England village. clustered on the slope of a gentle, am- 
phitheatre-shape rise above the cove. Trees, shrubbery, and | 
patches of lawn weave in and out of the structures. And each 
family is privileged (at no extra fee) to make use of a large 
communal sun deck that surrounds and is slightly above their 
private beach. There is also a glass-enclosed common meeting 
room overlooking the bay, and below that, boating lockers. a 
sauna. and showers for the exclusive use of tenants. 

Here, families with boats can use the docking facilities. take 


advantage of a launch service, and join the sailing club. 
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A vacation community ? Sounds like it. but Glover Landing 
is situated about 15 miles north of Boston—well within com- 
muting range of the city, and is peopled by quite a number of 
Boston executives and their families. Suburban apartment liv- 
ing, if you will. The advantage of a pleasant town like Marble- 
head without the responsibilities of maintaining a house. And 
that’s what’s happening—everywhere. 

Center city, long the mecca for apartment dwellers. has 
already given ground to the suburban. and near-urban. apart- 
ment explosion. The Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment notes that in 1962. 54 percent of apartment con- 
struction was within the central city. By 1965—latest figures 
available—this had dropped to 41 percent. while near-urban 
and suburban building rose from 39 to 46 percent. 

Even more surprising, perhaps, is the apartment activity 
completely beyond the metropolitan centers. In years to come, 
you may be able to pick any U.S. community. no matter how 
small. and expect to find an attractive apartment development. 

Typical is a new complex that has sprung up on 700 acres of 
rolling fields and woods in Southbury. Connecticut. Designed 
by Charles Warren Callister & Associates of Tiburon. Califor- 
nia, there will eventually be 2.000 apartments and attached 
townhouses. None are over two stories. and all are carefully 
sited to produce the effect of a rustic Connecticut town. One 
hundred acres of woodland will be left virtually untouched to 
provide the residents with riding and nature trails. 

Named Heritage Village by its developers. this apartment 
community is a taste of what is going to happen on more un- 
developed U.S. land every year. It practically has to happen. 
Our population is swelling. The demand for and the cost of 
land is going up. The economic answer is to build more living 
units on less land. Thoughts of this coming to pass stir anx- 
iety in some people. fear in others. Before passing judgment 
yourself, consider what took place at Heritage Village. 

The developers had quite a fight on their hands. The pros- 
pect of 2.000 new families in a hamlet with a population of not 


much over 600 took on the proportions of a catastrophe for 


109 


many townspeople. Moreover. in this community of private 
homes and farms, the word apartments elicited a quick neg- 
ative reaction. Owners pictured tree-topping brick boxes, 
row upon row. scarring the landscape. 

Today. owners who vociferously opposed the project are its 
warmest supporters. What won them over? Good design. for 
one thing. The buildings are low, long. wood-clad and beauti- 
fully proportioned. They are well separated. and worked into 
the un-bulldozed land as if they had grown there. Huge seg- 
ments of the land remain exactly as they were before the proj- 
ect began. In short. the character of the land hasn’t changed. 

Will this be the pattern in all new apartment communities ? 
Of course not. Some are bound to be commonplace. But the 
design levels. on the whole. have been exceedingly high, and 
there are good reasons to believe they will continue to be high. 
One explanation: The size and complexity of the project de- 
mand the services of an architect. While this doesn’t auto- 
matically guarantee a successful design. the chances are con- 
siderably better than for a development of single-family homes 
ground out by a construction-oriented builder. sans architect. 

There was more to the fears of Southbury homeowners than 
good design. however. Money was involved. Residents were 
afraid that shoddy. unimaginative structures would depress 
land values, and that apartments would bring in hordes of 
school-age children—the signal for taxes to go up. Both are 
legitimate concerns. The quality of Heritage Village design 
soothed owners on the first point. The more-taxes fear was 
eliminated when residents learned that only families with 
children over 17 would be permitted to settle into the project. 

While intelligent planning and design can conquer appre- 
hensions anywhere over shaky land values. the Heritage Vil- 
lage solution for no new school taxes will hardly work in 
every community. Families with young children aren’t going 
to evaporate. In fact. the Bureau of the Census continues to 
report that an increasing proportion of our population is 


under 30. By the end of 1968, the median U.S. age will be

Living. thriving house plants bring to the contemporary habitat of man that 
elusive and wonderful sense of being close to nature. As urbanization takes 
more and more of us away from the land, our need for the beauty and fresh- 
ness of plants increases. When the right plant is selected for a place in- 
doors, it can be the delight of both decorator and gardener. Here we intro- 
duce an important selection of plants that can be grown indoors where the 
light is bright but not sunny. If you were to trace the ancestry of these, 
you would find that most of them came from the tropics. where they carpeted 
the floors of rainforests or grew as small. shrubby plants under canopies 
of vines and shade trees. Sizes vary from thimble-size miniatures to tower- 
ing palms.

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BEER 


A Draught of Mild Midsummer Magic 


By WILLIAM CLIFFORD 


“Our victuals being much spent. especially our beer.” wrote 
one of the Pilgrim Fathers after a rough 64 days at sea. the 
Mayflower dropped anchor near the tip of Cape Cod insiead 
of pressing on to her original destination near the mouth of 
the Hudson River. 

The first child born in the colony of New Amsterdam grew 
up to found a brewery on Wall Street, New York City. 

William Penn built a brewery adjoining his house in Bucks 
County, Pennsylvania. 

The Boston revolutionary. Samuel Adams, was a brewer. the 
son of a brewer. 

George Washington wrote out in his own hand a favorite 
recipe for making beer, and he lamented the short supply of 
same to troops during the War for Independence. 

If these notes from our Colonial history appear to portray 
the American ship of state launched on a foaming sea of 
fermented barleycorn, remember that a small draught of mild, 
generally homemade beer was long needed and consumed in 
place of unsafe drinking water. Beer has been the everyday drink 
of northern Europe for thousands of years, as wine is the daily 
beverage of the sunnier grape-growing Latin lands. Seals and 
jars and written records reveal that men learned to make beer 
before they ever learned to make war—at least there’s no proof 
of organized combat back in the Bronze Age. In fact, the art of 
fermentation was mastered long before it was understood. Louis 
Pasteur finally explained ii (the action of yeast) less than 
a century ago. But it still remains one of nature’s magic tricks, 
like baking bread or making yogurt——which can be controlled 


though not synthesized by man. 


In our generation, beer has shifted its role in the American 
way of life. Before Prohibition, three-quarters of the product 
was shipped in barrels and sold on draught in public places. 
Remember the beer gardens? They appeared when the waves of 
19th-century immigrants brought the new German process for 
making light, sparkling beer and lagering or storing it a few 
months to improve the flavor and aroma. The immigrants also 
brought a taste for a Seidel of lager at the end of a day’s work, 
and theirs was the thirst that made the fortune of many a beer 


baron, such as Matthew Vassar of Poughkeepsie. 
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“Full well we know/That all we owe/To Matthew Vassar’s 
ale.” still sing the Vassar girls after more than a century. 

During Prohibition, beer found its way into the American 
home. one way and another, and since then it has stayed there. 
Today the pre-Prohibition ratio is reversed. about three-quarters 
of our beer being bottled and canned, intended mostly for 


drinking at home. 


Nine-tenths of all the beer we drink is lager, a mild. refresh- 
ing. carbonated brew that is light in color, taste, and alcohol 
(usually about 384 percent). Next in popularity comes light ale. 
sometimes not too easy to distinguish from lager, though made 
with different strains of yeast and fermented differently. (The 
yeast settles to the bottom in low-temperature beer fermentation; 
in ale. which is fermented faster, at higher temperatures, it rises 
to the top.) American ales are generally a little more pungent 
and paler than beer, though just about all variations are pos- 
sible. One of the finest of them. Ballantine’s India Pale Ale, is 
dark amber, aged for a full year. high in alcohol (nearly twice 
that of ordinary beer and ale). exceptionally full-bodied and 
bitter. This sounds as though it might be the spicy nut-brown 
ale of English literature. and indeed the English have long 
distinguished spiced ale (flavored with spices and herbs as well 
as hops) from common ale. defined in Samuel Johnson’s Dic- 
tionary as “A liquor brewed from malt. to be drunk fresh.” 

No lagering. then. for traditional English mild ale. and the 
English are so used to it this way that whenever they are con- 
fronted with lager beer. they're likely to make a mixed drink 
out of it by adding a dash of Rose’s lime juice. Perhaps lager- 
and-lime makes as much sense as black velvet (stout and Cham- 
pagne) or a shandy (ale and ginger beer). English ales range 
from the weak fresh drink sold in every pub under the name 
“mild.” through best bitter. to bottled strong ale or barley 
wine. Porter is a darker. sweeter variation of ale, while stout 
is generally still sweeter. darker. and heavy with malt flavor. 
Guinness. the best-known of the stouts, is a bit drier and more 
bitter than average. 

Besides light lager beer and ale, we as a nation drink a small 
amount of dark beer, also lager, often a bit sweeter and heavier 


with malt flavor than light lager. Bock beer is a somewhat 
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sweeter and heavier type of dark lager that used to be made each 
winter for sale only during the spring. Today it often appears 
before the end of February, and supplies can be found in some 
stores for many months. A few breweries turn it out all year. 

We also drink a great assortment of imported beers of 
premium quality. Your corner delicatessen may have them from 
England and Ireland, Denmark and Norway, Holland and Ger- 
many, France (Alsace) and lialy, Greece and tsrael, the Philip- 
pines and Japan, Mexico and Colembia, and, of course, Canada 
—a veritable United Nations of beers. Most of them are lager 
beers (there are also a few ales, including porter and stout), 
of which the prototype is perhaps the original Pilsener Urquell 
from Czechoslovakia. The word “Pilsener” used on other beers 
indicates they are meant to be of the same lager type as the 
Czech beer from Pilsen. This one also reaches the American 
market, and it is a bit heavier and more pungent than most of 


its imitators. 


Most imported beers are very good, as indeed they ought to 
be, for they are usually the best each of their countries has to 
offer and they sell at premium prices. Recently there has been 
an increase of lower-priced imports from Norway. Denmark, 
and Germany. Oddly enough, beers that originate 10.000 miles 
apart can sometimes seem remarkably alike. This is surprising 
if you consider the variables. First, there’s the choice of grain— 


and the 





barley predominates, with adjuncts of corn and rice 
way these grains are made into malt. Then the amount and 
quality of hops; these contribute the tannins and resins—the bit- 
terness. Then the strains of yeast. Then the type of water—that’s 
what made Milwaukee famous for more than one beer. And 
finally the art of the brewmaster. With the interplay of all these 
factors producing hundreds of different beers, every man can 
find something to his taste. 

Or, more accurately, two out of every three men, for that’s 
the number who drink beer. For women the proportion is lower: 
two out of five. For both, it’s a youthful group, mainly between 
20 and 40. These figures haven’t changed very much in the 
generation since beer came home. but something else has. Today 
were in the early stages of a packaging revolution. and the 
next few years may see radical changes in the beer poured 
ai home. 

Down through the year many imbibers have concluded that 
draft beer tastes better than bottled beer—fresher and softer, 
perhaps, and not so highly carbonated. The scientific reason 
for the difference is simply bacteria. From the time it leaves 
the aging tank and goes through filters into the barrel. draft 
beer stays under constant refrigeration, until it goes down the 
gullet no more than a few weeks later. On the other hand, 
bottled beer is neither shipped nor kept in cold storage. It may 
lie on a warm shelf for months before it is finally chilled and 
drunk. Therefore, beer in bottles has always been pasteurized 
to kill bacteria that could otherwise grow and ruin it. Recently, 
however, a new process was developed to-filter out the micro- 


organisms without harming the beer. The new “real draft beer” 


in bottles and cans needs neither pasteurization nor refrigerated 
storage, and it does come a good deal closer to the fresh taste 


ol beer from the barrel. 


You can enjoy genuine beer from the barrel on tap in your 
kitchen refrigerator, thanks to Reynolds Metals’ new “Tapper.” 
a refillable aluminum keg now distributed in many different 
parts of the country by four of our larger breweries. Like 
full-size beer barrels, the Tapper must be kept refrigerated 
at all times, but if you want to put it out on the patio or take 
it along on a picnic, portable accessories and refrigerants are 
available. The popular 2',-gallon Tapper holds the same amount 
of beer as a case or four six-packs of twelve-ounce bottles. It 
weighs 26 pounds when full, and proportionately less after you 
and your friends have drunk up its 18 pounds of beer. A full 
Tapper sells in some localities for the same price as a case of 
bottles, in others at a premium, and there’s a refundable deposit 
on the aluminum container. 

The Tapper is fun at a party and well suited to our penchant 
for gadgetry and elaborate outdoor living. If enough of us 
can find space for it in our giant yet always jam-packed 
refrigerators (Reynolds made a survey to show that it would 
fit into 98 percent of them, but they didn’t say what to get rid 
of to make room). then the Tapper may well revive the Eliza- 
bethan tradition of small beer at all hours of the day, all day 


long. That’s something to think about. 


Other new conveniences in beer packaging are mainly efforts 
to help people who have trouble using conventional bottle 
openers or who can't ever seem to find the beer-can opener. 
Beer bottles are now available with tamper-proof aluminum 
screw caps. the same as wine, soft drinks, Macadamia nuts, 
baby food, and Pepto-Bismol. Aluminum cans now have flip 
tops or tear tops with a choice of ring or teardrop opening. The 
convenient six-pack has edged up to eight, then mushroomed to 
twelve, and we may one day expect to see an old friend with 
a new name: the handy carry-home case of 24. 

Meanwhile. in the midst of all this to-do over the wrapper, 
the distinctive-tasting content, the pungent drink that’s roughly 
as old as agriculture goes on pleasing many tastes, complement- 
ing a wide variety of foods. and contributing to the preparation 
of several outstanding dishes. Everyone knows beer goes with 
cheese. but how long is it since you’ve eaten a Welsh rabbit— 
that masterfully simple dish of melted Cheddar, seasoned, and 
blended with beer? 

Living as they do just a shade too far north to grow wine 
erapes. the Belgians have invented a superb beef stew with beer 
called carbonnades. The name suggests that the meat was 
originally charcoal-broiled, and you can certainly add to its 
flavor by browning it that way if you want to. The normal way 
is to brown cubes or small slices of beef well in butter or 
suet. then lightly brown a large quantity of chopped or sliced 
onions, add seasoning. moisten well with beer, cover, and stew 


gently until tender. Escoffier’s recipe (Continued on page 152) 




















LEASE AND QUIET 


Rejoice if you live in a problem-less apartment. They do exist. But it’s fair to say that many apartments have 


annoyances at least, in the form of construction flaws or lease restrictions. Here’s a compendium of ways to cir- 


cumvent such difficulties as noise from next door, no-wallpaper rules, and never-quite-right temperatures.

Nothing in this world is perfect. Apartments—most people 
would agree—certainly must be included in that comfortable 
dictum. Problems arise because of the nature of apartment 
construction. or as a result of the landlord’s nervous appre- 
hensions (which translate into restrictions in your lease). 

Collected below are solutions to four major problems of 
apartment living: how to cut down noise from adjoining 
apartments; how to hang paintings and other wall decora- 
tions: how to install wall paneling: and how to maintain a 


comfortable temperature-humidity level. 


CUTTING DOWN NOISE 


Perhaps the most vexing problem is noise transmission 
through common, or so-called party walls. and through floors 
in apartments. Happily, this occurs less often in new build- 
ings because technological advances make it easier and 
cheaper to sound-deaden relatively thin walls. However. that 
“won't help you if youre facing this problem now, in your 
present apartment. The most effective way to gain some quiet 


is to have a second wall built. as illustrated below.

Because the new wall is an addition to the existing wall. 
youll lose a 312”-wide strip of floor space. Installation may 
run as much as $1 per square foot. and unless you own your 
apartment (as in a condominium). you would need to get 
the landlord’s permission to remodel. But there’s no question 
the system will reduce sound transmission. Normal house- 
hold sounds from behind the wall will disappear. And even 
the sounds of a lively, crowded party next door should be 
trimmed at least to whisper levels. if not erased. This par- 
ticular technique is recommended by Owens-Corning. Other 
manufacturers —Bestwall Gypsum. for example—suggest the 
use of less-thick insulation in combination with a 14”-thick 


sound-deadening board. Tests show that both these methods 
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produce approximately the same level of noise reduction. 
There is a second wall system aimed at deadening noise. 
You would turn to it if space in your apartment is more 


precious than sound reduction. As you can see in the sketch

below, the two panels build out your wall no more than 1! . 
a span that conserves floor space and delivers a nominal 


increase in quiet.

Applying this system would probably keep out noises made 
by the everyday comings and goings of your neighbors. but 
its likely you would still hear very loud voices. 

If you want to muffle sound flowing between two connect- 
ing rooms. replace the existing door with two solid. folding 
doors. Even when the doors are ajar, as shown below, there 


is a considerable reduction of noise.

Less permanent techniques of sound-deadening walls aren’t 
as effective as the systems described above. but some noise 
reduction is better than none. And those listed below are 
more suitable if your lease is for only a short time. 


e Almost anything soft that covers the wall is of some value. 


~ 


A heavy tapestry, for example. Or consider decorating with 
colored felt stretched over wooden frames that are then 
attached lightly to the walls. Even better. tack a fabric 
around insulating board, and mount the boards against the 
wall. These are ideas that have been used successfully by 
Decorator Beryl 5. Austrian. 

e If there is space in your apartment. and a need for 
storage, you can sound-deaden and gain shelf or closet room 
simultaneously. The shelving er closets ought to be free- 
standing, floor-to-ceiling. and backed by panels of hardboard, 
plywood or insulating board. The units should be positioned 
so that the back panel isn’t touching the party wall. 

® Room air conditioners help, on the theory that one rel- 
atively pleasant and consistent sound tends to cover up 
annoying and erratic noises. 

What can you do about thumps and bumps that reverberate 
between floors? You can have your own floors treated so the 
neighbors below will remain friendly. If youre able to sign 
up for an apartment before a new building is completed. 


specify this construction: 





When the insulating boards go down over a new concrete 
(or wood frame) floor, door saddles and doors can be 
ordered to fit. Unfortunately. this system is clumsy to use 
over existing floors. To muffle your footsteps in a finished 
apartment. put down heavy padding and wall-to-wall carpet- 
ing, or the new sheet-vinyl. cushioned flooring (by Arm- 
strong, Congoleum-Nairn, or Flintkote). 

Noise coming into your apartment from above is more dif- 
ficult to stop. There’s always the chance you can persuade 
your neighbor upstairs to put down padding and carpet. But 
if that tack fails. the landlord refuses to do anything. and 
youre losing sleep, the best soluticn is to move. 

Nexi best is a second ceiling. Owens-Corning recommends 
furring down, packing the space with insulation and finish- 
ing with more gypsum board. Even so. the company warns 
that some noise will get through. There may also be a problem 
due to building-code regulations. Acoustical ceiling tile— 
excellent for softening sound within rooms—will nol stop 
noises penetrating from above, 

Street noises can be curtailed somewhat by heavy drap- 
eries, the hum of an air conditioner. or weatherstripping 


around windows. Or, more lasting, thicker window glass. 


HANGING PAINTINGS 


There may be a restriction against hammering too many 


nails into the wall, or the plaster may be too old to support

a heavy art object safely—two of the reasons for finding a 


way to hang paintings. plants, sculpture, or photographs with- 

out touching. or at least seriously damaging the walls. 
Borrowed from art galleries, the idea of mounting a 

painting on a 1” by 2” wood frame is a good one and worth 


repeating here. 


apply glue to this surface 





For additional peace of mind, you could glue the top of 
the frame to the ceiling. Width of the rectangular frame and 
the width of the painting ought to balance visually. 

An even easier way to hang your paintings starts with a 
single tension pole. A number of these poles are slotted to 
take shelf brackets (one by Knape & Voet. for example). The 
vertical slots are about 1” long and perhaps 1/16” wide. An 
“S” hook, purchased. or bent. will handle a light painting. 
Or you could insert the nail through a conventional picture 
hanger. bend down the pointed end of the nail, and drop 


nail and hanger into a slot.

Ideally, the panel is cut to fit 
snugly between ceiling and floor. 
If your ceiling is higher than 8’, 
rest the panel on the floor and 
screw a panel-wide furring strip 
to the top before adhering the 
strips to the wall. Otherwise, po- 
sition 4”-long furring strips at 
each corner and at the center of 
the panel. Use a good strong glue. 

Three more suggestions: Rest 
your favorite oil on a decorative 
easel; move it wherever you 
want in the room. Build into 
free-form shelving a shape that 
will just surround the painting, 
which you would then frame sim- 
ply and slide into the opening. 
Or you can hang your decora- 
tions from the built-out walls de- 
scribed earlier, or the paneling 
shown below—no harm whatso- 


ever to the original wall. 


Installing wall paneling 


While most landlords probably 
wont object to wall paneling 
once it’s up—installed in the nor- 
mal way—the paneling becomes 
the property of the owner in 95 
out of LOO cases. 

Question: How do you put up 
wall paneling temporarily? One 
way is illustrated below. 

Screws go into the wall only to 
hold the “C* channel. And by 
nailing through the wood floor- 
ing joints and into the subfloor- 
ing, the molding can be_ stabi- 
lized without damaging the floor 
surface. Suggested and tested by 
U.S. Plywood, the system avoids 
panel warpage (bound to occur, 
since the plywood panels are all 
but freestanding) by bowing the 
panels out ever so slightly at the 
center with a horizontally- 
mounted furring strip. Careful 
cutting is required for a clean 


butt at the panel joints. 






































A system that never touches 
the existing wall is shown above. 
Square, matte-finished aluminum 
tubing, fitted with levelers, sup- 
ports 144” plywood or hardboard 
paneling between flanges. Of 
course, the aluminum shows to 
the room, but it’s quite attrac- 
live, serving as a pleasant foil 
for the  wood-grained boards. 
With corner, end, and connecting 
tubes, it’s easy to panel one wall 
or turn the corner and panel 
more than one. There’s no simple 
way, however, to panel above a 
window or door. The tubing is a 
new product by Amco Engineer- 
ing Company of Chicago. 

A third way is recommended 
by Velcro, makers of the nylon 
tape fastener used often in  up- 
holstery and women’s wear. A 
commercial, extra-strength tape, 
called RCU Hook Velcro, is te- 
nacious enough to hold up panel- 
ing. One 4 by 8 panel could be 
attached with a short strip. of 
tape at each corner and a longer 
strip in the center. Hook tape is 
glued to the wall, and pile tape is 
glued to the back of the panel. 
For information on the tape, 
write to FL Schumacher & Co., 939 


Third Avenue, New York, N.Y. 
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Wallpaper falls into the same} 
category as wall paneling for 
many landlords. If you move, 
you'll most likely be asked to 
pay for stripping the paper and 
preparing the walls for paint 
again. You can avoid this by 
coating the wall first with Resis- 
tane Wallpaper-Release Coating. 
The paper is hung conventionally 
with Resistane paste. Whenever 
you move (or want to change the) 
wallpaper). you. can_ strip the 
paper dry from the wall, and the 
apartment owner can paint with 
no further preparation, 


Temperature and humidity 


If there’s no 220-volt circuit in| 
your apartment, the size of the 
room air conditioner you can in- 
stall is automatically reduced. 
But you can still have some cool- 
ing. There are many 115-volt 
conditioners on the market— 
some that draw no more than 7.5 
amps. It would be wise to con- 
nect the unit to a separate 115- 
volt circuit to put less strain on 
the fuses (the law, incidentally, 
in some cities). 


You may find it inconvenient 


or impossible to use windows as 


the mount for air-cooled room 
air conditioners. In that case. — 
have a KoldWave, water-cooled 





unit installed within your apart- 
| 


ment—anywhere at all, so long 


as water supply and drain lines 


are available. 


Or you can keep an apartment

Soil. The plants illustrated and 
discussed in this article grow 
best in a humus-rich, spongy me- 
dium. If you mix your own, com- 
bine equal parts garden soil. peat 
moss, and sand. Prepared mixes 
are the answer for most indoor 
gardeners. These have been pas- 
teurized so that pest and disease 
are much less likely to occur. 
Transplant to fresh soil and a 
size larger pot when roots fill the 
old soil. Rejuvenate large plants 
in tubs or planters by removing a 
few inches of the old soil at the 
top and replacing with new. 

Containers. Selecting suitable 
containers for your house plants 
can be one of the most enjoyable 
aspects of gardening indoors. If 
a container designed specifically 
for growing plants is not suitable 
from a decorative viewpoint, you 
can place the plant in a standard 
clay or plastic pot, fitted with a 
saucer to catch excess moisture.

Watering. For some 
the mystery of when and when

Remove yellowing and 
drying leaves regularly. These 
measures help prevent pests. In 
the event of insect attack, use a 
convenient aerosol of house-plant 
pesticide. 

Feeding. House plants need bi- 
weekly or monthly feedings of a 
diluted liquid house-plant fertil- 
izer. Apply to soil that is slightly 
moist. Mix exactly according to 
directions on the fertilizer con- 
tainer,

People, Places, Pleasures 


By DUNCAN MaceDONALD 


Widely known for her radio interview programs from New 
York, Miss MacDonald is an acute observer of the many 
worlds of esthetics, entertainment, travel, and the home. 


Autumn and spring are the cousins of our seasons and share 
a pleasing afhnity. At both turns of the wheel, creative people 
seem to be explosively renascent. anticipating and sometimes 
projecting the future: William O. Douglas looks to the future 
of our conservation interests, John Diebold speaks of computers, 
Mildred Robbins sees women in a changing world, Andrew 
Hepburn and Moshe Safdie consider new directions for the ar- 
chitecture of our houses. 


FOR THE NATION: Supreme Court Justice William O. 
Douglas has long been in the forefront of the fight to preserve 
some of the present world’s natural beauty for the world of 
tomorrow. He has written more than twenty books, several of 
them dealing with the preservation of our natural resources. 
One is A Wilderness Bill Of Rights; more recently, Farewell to 
Texas: A Vanishing Wilderness. 

The Douglas prediction for the future: “We are going down- 
hill very fast. Our rivers—the Missouri and the Merrimack— 
are nothing but open sewers. The fish are gone. The wildlife 
is gone. All the Great Lakes are threatened. Lake Tahoe is be- 
coming a stench pool. This is happening all over the country 
in almost every river and every lake.” 

When I asked Justice Douglas what could be done, he re- 
plied, “I would like people in every state to do what we are 
trying to do in the State of Washington with the Wild Rivers 
Bill. This bill names the rivers that shall be forever wild... 
so we'll always have a river free of pollution. The swimming 
holes, the fishing, the canoeing will be there in 100 years.” 


INNOVATION: Moshe Safdie, the Israeli architect, took 
oversize children’s blocks, piled them up into an apartment 
house that he calls Habitat 67 because it is part of Expo 67 
at Montreal. This is an intimation of apartment-house dwell- 
ing in the future. he suggests, because the basic pattern is sub- 
ject to infinite projection without loss of the original -values. 

If Moshe Safdie gives voice to the views of the innovators, 
one might expect Andrew Hepburn of Boston and Concord to 
speak for the traditionalists. Known as one of the great ar- 
chitects in restoration of Early American treasures, Mr. Hep- 
burn is supervising architect of Philipsburg Manor, the Sleepy 
Hollow Restoration at Tarrytown, New York. He seems to cling 
to the values of the old, while embracing the new: “Architec- 
ture will come around, of course, but not in full circle. Rather 
a kind of spiral that will recover for us the classic propor- 
tions, though not necessarily the classic detail.” 


SENSATION: There had been some discussion of Moshe 
Safdie’s cubes when the question was raised, somewhat irrele- 
vantly, as to the possibility of people living under the ocean. 
Mr. Hepburn’s eyes lighted up. “I don’t see why not. It’s possible, 
and would surely produce a new architecture influenced by 
tides and mean currents. Moshe Safdie’s ideas might be es- 
pecially applicable

feeders instead of bird feeders, sea ferns in your garden, and 
sea anemones in your underwater corral.” 


ORGANIZATION: All of the technological advances are cer- 
tain to affect the status of women. Mildred Robbins, president 
of the National Council of Women, sees women moving into 
new positions of advantage. She stresses the increased use of 
able people in all areas. “People with special drive or skills 
may be detoured but not for very long deterred.” 

Millie Robbins feels that our international relations will be- 
come increasingly complicated. “With the communications sat- 
ellite, our knowledge and understanding of each other will grow. 
Some misconceptions will be erased, but new ones will arise, 
for just as it will be easier to make known a point of view, 
it will also be easier to be misinterpreted.” 


AUTOMATION: If one wants a prediction about technolog- 
ical change and automation, why not talk to the man who 
coined the word—John Diebold. At the age of forty-one, he is 
a pioneer in the field, advisor to governments and to many of 
the world’s most important business leaders. 

A man who continually projects his thinking into the next 
century, John Diebold’s concern is not with the machines them- 
selves, but the human problems that will face us. He sees in- 


formation technology producing enormous social change. “As — 


the quality of life is changed, as the rate of learning, informa- 
tion, travel and communications all change, we will see a major 
change in living patterns, in hopes and desires; in short, a 
complete new environment will exist.” 

Mr. Diebold tells us that we are already living in an auto- 
mated world where computers prepare our bank statements and 
examine our income tax returns. 

Mr. Diebold speaks of “a device ... a small television screen, 
a keyboard, and built-in copying equipment. You ask a ques- 
tion, you see the answer on the screen. If you want a copy of 
the answer, you simply push a button.” He told me that by 
the early 1970's, such equipment would be routine for offices; 
equipment for home use would follow shortly thereafter. 

Within a few years we will be able to dial a central agency 
to get information on just about any subject: medicine, nu- 
trition, menus, and recipes. A central computer will be shared 
by numerous homes, following the procedure already in use 
at some of our major universities, where teletype machines and 
long-distance telephone lines take care of the needs of many 
thousands of people. The development of the time-sharing sys- 
tem will make it possible not only to obtain information on 
the spot, but also to figure household accounts or estimate re- 
pairs or project family budgets. 

More and more, machines will participate in the details of 
everyday living, with instructions given to “turn on the air con- 
ditioning at 7 A.M., put on the coffee at 8 A.M., open the garage 
door at 9 A.m., and at 10 A.m., feed the dog.” When a person 
is away from home, dialing a number will set it all in motion. 

Mr. Diebold says: “We have left the push-button age. We 
are now in the age where the buttons push themselves.” 

Among the 30,000 computers buzzing away every day in the 
United States, there are those tied into a box-office network. 
Through a burgeoning business called Ticket Reservation Sys- 
tem, it is possible to obtain reserved seats—whether for the 
theatre. symphony, or sports events—by stopping at one of their 
terminals coast to coast. If you are in the Midwest and plan 
to attend a theatre performance in New York, you will have a 
confirmation or refusal in 30 seconds. 


GENERATION: Looking to the future through some knowl- 
edgeable and imaginative eyes, perhaps we can see, at least dim- 
ly, the broad outlines of the world of tomorrow. @

combination with crystallized ginger over ice cream, or mixed 
with whipped cream and served over fresh gingerbread, it makes 
a delicious sauce. Next time you feel a cold coming on, use 
ginger brandy to make a hot toddy. It is as effective as any pill. 


Wort are pomegranates like and how are they used? They’re 
about the size of a big apple or orange, with a thin, tough rind 
which should be bright red, with crimson flesh. They have an 
enormous number of small seeds, each surrounded by a juicy 
pulp that has a spicy taste. In the Middle East the seeds are 
sprinkled over salads. If you want to try this, freeze the seeds 
to preserve them. Pomegranates are closely associated with 
grenadine, since the syrup was originally made exclusively 
from this fruit (grenade is the French word for pomegranate, 
and granada, the Spanish). They can be halved and eaten with 
a spoon; or the pulp and juice can be made into a syrup, per- 
fumed with rose water, and frozen into a sherbet as is done in 
the Levant. 

In choosing pomegranates, they should feel heavy for thei 
size, have a thin skin, bright and colorful. Available from the 
end of September to November. If fully ripe, refrigerate and 
use within two to three days. To make pomegranate juice: Cut 
in half and squeeze the fruit on a reamer as you would to make 


orange juice. 


W hat is the best way to make iced coffee? If you like iced 
coffee with lots of authority, freeze coffee in your ice-cube

In Mrs. D. A. Lin- 
coln’s 1883 Boston Cook Book (she preceded Fannie Farmer 
at The Boston Cooking School), the recipe for vegetable hash 


is given as follows: “Equal parts of cabbage, beets, and white 
turnips, and as much potato as there is of all the other vegeta- 
bles. Chop all very fine, add a little salt and pepper, put a 
spoonful of drippings in the pan and when hot, add the hash 
and cook slowly until warm through.” Note, the beets are not 
cooked with the corned beef, but separately the day before and 
“pickled” overnight in vinegar. @

A PLANE 
IN EVERY 
GARAGE

It's not surprising that no one believed four-year-old Grant 
Story when he first told his nursery-school class that jets landed 
in his back yard. The funny thing, though, is that he was telling 
the truth, because his home is only a few hundred feet from 
| the main runway of the Sacramento (California) Airport in 
an aviation-oriented subdivision called Fullertown. 


Designed to meet the unique requirements of flying families, 





Fullertown is laid out so that three sides of the rectangular 
development adjoin the airport, and special taxiways along 
these perimeters permit aircraft owners to bring their planes 
home. Thus, a resident can park his aircraft in a hangar or 
planeport at the rear of his home and go out his front door 
to a normal city street. 

One of the most elegant homes at Fullertown was adapted to 
| house people plus aircraft from plans published in House 
BEAUTIFUL in June, 1958, as “House of the Year, Mark 58,” 
and looks like two attractive homes connected by a_ walled 
| garden. Its owner, Evan Edwards. uses his plane to keep track 

of business interests that range from Canada to Mexico. A 

broad lawn just beyond dramatic wrought-iron fencing pro- 
vides a buffer zone to the taxiway for Edwards and his neigh- 
bors and doubles as a football field, baseball diamond, and 
croquet green for the neighborhood children. Surprisingly, the 
noise level from the airport is low. As another flying resident 
of Fullertown, Jess Tucker, points out, there is less noise 
beside the runway than there is at spots farther away but in 
line with the air traffic pattern. 

When one considers that there are almost a hundred thou- 
sand private aircraft in the United States (and, according to 
the Federal Aviation Agency, this figure is expected to double 
by 1977), it is easy to understand the flyer’s desire to keep 
his airplane “in the back yard,” just as boat owners design 
homes on shore property. 

Real-estate developments catering to flyers do have special 
problems, of course. First, there must be a runway of turf, 
gravel, or asphalt, at least two to three thousand feet long, 
that will rigid Federal Aviation standards.

But 
sharing it with them, helping 
them find satisfaction in hard 
work, watching their divergent 
interests emerge, has made it far 
more enjoyable for us. Uncon- 
sciously they have absorbed im- 
pressions of odor, texture, and 
color that should make them 
highly sensate adults. We expect 
their children will find it quite

How to Judge 


ANTIQUES 


the Way a Dealer Does 


by PHILIP C. FLAYDERMAN

Is it genuine? Is it worth the 
price? Should I scrape it down 
and refinish it? These are three 
typical symptoms of Antique 
Buyers Doubt. There is a cure. 
Look at the piece from the deal- 
ers matter-of-fact point of view 
and leave emotion out of it. Atti- 
tude is important. So is knowl- 
edge. Despite the vast libraries 
of books containing all the in- 
formation needed to be a real an- 
liques expert, you can easily learn 
certain secrets of the trade, se- 
crets that will enable you to 


judge antiques as a dealer does. 


These so-called secrets are real- 


ly a set of basi principles. For 


the sake of conciseness, I will

deal with furniture, perhaps the 
commonest and most expensive 
type of antiques, but the same 
lessons apply in great part to 
antiques of other materials. 

\ dealer judges an antique on 
four basie points: originality, 
pedigree, patina, and quality. 

1. Originality means that the 
piece is genuine from top to bot- 
tom, inside and out. The finish or 
decoration should be well pre- 
served. None of the ornaments 
should have been replaced. Any 
refinishing, replacement, or res- 
toration immediately alerts the 
dealer to other things that may 
be “wrong.”

About a traveler's treasure that never seems to wear thin, the place where 


beauty waits inexhaustibly, shimmering timelessly between the sea and the sky

I had 
always wanted to build a house, and sud- 
denly I felt sure that this was the moment. 
Sensibly, someone else might have given up 
guests or allowed the gardens to de-land- 
scape themselves. But these were part of 
our Rockmeadow life, and we couldn’t. For 
us, starting over was the only solution. 
For Dick. as for most men, change is at 
best uninviting, even when the end result is 
an improvement. Giving up Rockmeadow 
_ seemed to him like selling one of our

Although I have always been drawn to 
indigenous materials — the travertine in 
Rome, the white marble of Greece, Jeru- 
salem’s honey-colored stone, the rugged 
fieldstone of New England—strangely, per- 
haps, I had never given the house in my 
head a specific “skin.” As far as shape was 
concerned, | could survey the Connecticut 
countryside and see a great deal of what I 
didn’t want in the rising crop of Colonials 
and saltboxes. For me, contemporary 
architecture’s freedom to design for a way 
of living without conforming to any preset 
style has always had a much stronger ap- 
peal. So, in my 1963 notes, the rather ten- 
tative statement, “Would love to have it 
look a little like a Palladian villa.” was fol- 
lowed by a very important “but”: “but I 
want to start with the inside.” What I cared 
about most was having a place that not 
only looked beautiful but worked with the 
least possible day-to-day care—from me or 
from anyone else. And while | realized that 
building it would be expensive, the reduced 
cost of its upkeep would be tremendous, 
in terms both of money and of personal 


wear and tear. 


ime was important. the location of a 

site imperative. We had, of course, pic- 
tured a place with magnificent trees and a 
great sweep of view—but not if finding it 
meant leaving the Southport-Fairfield area 
where we had come to feel at home and 
liked and trusted people: our doctor. the 
plumber, the television man, the storekeep- 
ers, and our wonderful gardener, Paul 
Heetmann. 

In the ensuing search—led by a real-es- 
tate man who knew every inch of local land 
and whose soul was nine parts caution and 
one part glint in the eye—we toured and 
trudged along the Connecticut coast. Then, 
after following many false leads and cov- 
ering hundreds of acres, we found our land 
—barely four miles from Rockmeadow. 
We were terribly lucky. Unlike a wealthy 
friend who says, “I always buy to the hori- 
zon,’ we would have only ten acres of 
farmland, protected on one side by a wild- 
life preserve which would remain leafy and 
undeveloped forever. We would have our 
trees—among them some beautiful old 
oaks: it was comparatively high ground— 
350 feet above sea level; and. since this 


was farmland—three meadows divided by 


trees and stone fences—the ground was al- 
ready adequately cleared. 

From first look, | thought it wonderful ; 
but any decision, Dick and I agreed, 
should wait until our architect, John Stone- 
hill, had seen it, too. Only an architect can 
tell you whether the house you hope for 
will actually fit the property you’ve found; 
and if so, where it should be placed and 
which way it should face. 

Our choice of John Stonehill as our 
architect was in every way a fortuitous 
one. Friends had assumed we would use a 
“name” architect. Yet it seemed to us that 
a name would, of necessity, have to put his 
stamp on whatever he designed—whereas 
we wanted only our own. In my 1963 
notes, these words appear: “I would enjoy 
working with John Stonehill, if he would 
be willing. He is gifted, young, flexible, and 
we have great rapport.” “Gifted” is an 
understatement; a graduate of the Yale 
School of Architecture, John had won the 
Prix de Rome, spent a year at the Amer- 
ican Academy there. and eventually joined 
forces with a senior partner. Oliver Lund- 
quist. Although John had never done a 
house, I felt sure he would do ours su- 
perably. And, at the risk of being accused 
of nepotism, I felt that his being my cousin 
was nothing if not an advantage. John had 
visited us in the city and at Rockmeadow 
since he was a boy. He knew us and the 
kind of life we live. Furthermore, when 
he agreed to undertake the house, he was 
careful to remind me that I would have 
to work very hard, too. That was music 
to my ears. | was much too involved to 
be satisfied with expressing a few desires 


and then retiring until bill-payment time. 


o return to the land. there was one oth- 

er opinion besides John’s that I felt 
we should have: that of Alice Orme Smith, 
who was responsible for all the magnificent 
landscaping at Rockmeadow—aside from 
such impressive accomplishments as help- 
ing to design the gardens at Dumbarton 
Oaks and landscaping Connecticut’s Strat- 
ford Theatre. 

John and Oliver Lundquist considered 
the land ideal for us, and Alice Orme 
Smith said it would indeed be possible to 
“slip” the house in among some particu- 
larly lovely trees. just as we had hoped. 
We decided to buy. 

We required only one more helping hand 
—a contractor’s. As a rule, the architect 


completes his specifications and lets them 
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out for bids before a builder is selected. 
With all the subcontracting estimates in- 
volved, it's a process that takes many 
months. and would have precluded the re- 
motest chance of our getting into our new 
house the following year. Again, we were 
lucky. Mike Sochacki had built a house for 
friends of ours, and done one outstanding 
remodeling job for us at Rockmeadow. 
With John’s and Oliver’s approval. I took 
Mike to see the land and, to help us. he 
agreed to do a most unusual thing: He 
would start building from drawings. even 
before final specifications were drawn up. 
thus taking advantage of warm fall weath- 
er. If, he said, he could get the foundation 
in before frost, we would have a house to 
move into the next summer. For Dick, as 
for me, this news brought the project to 
life and induced a profound sense of 


exhilaration. 


ll that summer the air was full of house 
talk. We talked to each other. to 
friends, to John and Oliver. In the midst 
of it all, | was doing considerable talking 
to myself. [ asked myself questions. wrote 
myself notes, made lists and lists of lists. 
Wherever I went, a notebook and pencil 
went, too. And when I turned out the light 
they reposed on the table by my bed in 
case thoughts should go bump in the night 
—which they often did. 

Interior designers love to say——because 
it’s true—that to decorate a room success- 
fully. a woman must know herself. It’s the 
same, only much more so, when you're 
building a house. Too often people rush 
into building before they are really aware 
of how they want to live. While a house 
can change your life, it cannot make one 


for you. Shape and line and color are im- 





portant. but the essential self-knowledge 
when it comes to building—has to do with 
the way you like your house to run. All the 
storage and lighting and laundering and a 
thousand other necessary functions have to 
be considered. And it’s impossible to mar- 
shal thoughts in order of importance. As 
you watch, they go bounding wildly from 
bathroom to garage, from icemaker to 
clothes pole; all you can do is to try to 
get them down. 

Although there were many things we 
wanted to repeat from Rockmeadow, there 
were also—as in all existing houses—any 
number of things we did not: for instance, 
the uninsulated dressing room I could

never dress in because it steamed in sum- 
mer and congealed in winter. The object 
was lo sort out our favorite things and find 
better ways of providing for them. 

We began with the number of floors. In- 
stead of three. in the new house we would 
have one—which would mean no stairs to 
clean. or to climb carrying luggage or 
Thermos bottles or laundry. We did think 
it might be interesting to vary the level a 
few steps here and there. | wanted those 
high ceilings and tall doors because I think 
they add a sense of Space and elegance. ks- 
pecially, I wanted a high. airy look in the 
living room and the feeling. everywhere, 
of a house flooded with light and closely 
related to the outdoors. And I wanted an

the one we were leaving behind, with space 
for a dining area that could be closed ofl 
while tables were being set or cleared. | 
wanted a wall of books—we didn't really 
need a separate library.

throughout the living area for the sake of 
harmony. But I also wanted the room to 
have the beauty and warmth of wood. | 
pictured a pale honey-colored fruitwood 
paneling—not pickled or bleached, and 
not painted, which requires so much wash- 
ing and retouching. Besides, waxed wood 
has a lovely glow. We would use it for the 
bookshelves: for a fireplace wall in which 
the Hi Fi and television would be con- 
cealed: and for a storage wall between 
the dining area and the pantry. This mar- 
velous wall of mine would provide a prac- 


tical. graceful way to serve buffets. 


idden behind folding doors. a long 
serving counter with built-in warm- 

ing trays to keep platters and casseroles hot 
would be accessible from both the pantry 
and living room. It would be surfaced with 
the best-looking, heatproof, stainproof, wet- 
proof material we could find. At each side 
would be enough electric outlets for coffee 
pots. grills, and such. And inside the wall 
would be meticulously planned storage 
space to house all the paraphernalia a buf- 
fet needs. including two-way cupboards for 
china and glasses so they could be moved 
from the dishwasher into the cupboard on 
the pantry side and yet be accessible from 
the dining area when it came to setting ta- 
bles. On the pantry side, there would be 
slotted space for trays; shelves designed 
for serv ing dishes, bowls and sauce boats; 
and very shallow slide-out trays for table 
linen (the deeper the drawer. the more 
mussing, since what you want is always on 
the bottom). On the living-room. side 
would be space to store table tops and 
folding chairs for a large party. Some- 
where near. for drinks: a serving surface. 
a small disguised sink with running water 


and a small icemaker-refrigerator to pro- 


vide constant cubes and store a supply of 
chilled beer. 

The outdoor dining area would be part 
of a bigger indoor-outdoor room, part 
screened and part unscreened, but shaded, 
a place where we could spend a great deal 
of daytime sitting around the pool. | hoped 
it would be possible to have glass panes 
and heat in part of the space so that we 
could use one of our nice old French pieces 
there and perhaps an upholstered love seat 
and chairs rather than be restricted only to 
outdoor furniture. 

Both the indoor and outdoor sitting and 
dining areas would face the swimming 
pool, which would really be part of the 
architecture of the house. The pool itself 
would not be surprising in shape. since 
Dick and I don’t care much for swimming 
in kidneys or violins. But I'd heard of a 
number of schemes to make a pool less 
work to live with: a self-vacuuming sys- 
tem, for example, which would save many 
man-hours of work, and a marble dust 
that could be sprayed on and around a 
pool to provide a safe, semirough surface 
that would never need to be painted. A 


flagstone terrace, furthermore. would nei- 





ther bruise nor need mowing—an improve- 
ment over the grass and garden borders 
around Rockmeadow’s pool. 

One garden, I reasoned, should be sufh- 
cient for both cutting and looking; and the 
hanging baskets, the flowering shrubs and 
great tubs of flowers I visualized all around 
would require less meticulous tending than 
the old formal borders. There would be a 
greenhouse, and Paul Heetmann to make it 
flourish, a potting shed, a tool shed, and a 
cool place for flowers to “harden” over- 
night in a big pail of water (before the trip 
to New York). a place to store summer 


furniture, a shelter for garden machinery. 








q 





and enclosed spaces where firewood could 
be stacked and cases of empty bottles sit 
until the return trip to the grocery. 

We would have to plan for some kind of 
night lighting scheme; it would be pro- 
tective, of course, but it seems to me that 
when garden lights are well done they also 
add a pleasant kind of mystery—almost 
like that in a surrealist painting. Besides, 
as John Stonehill accurately observes, 
“Most city people waste the country after 
dark. Without garden lights, they might 
just as well sit in an apartment in town.” 

I planned to plant permanent irrigating 
pipes underground for the croquet field 
and, except for that area, to have the land 
covered in meadow grass—allowed, in fact 
encouraged, to look informal. 

We also decided on some kind of perma- 
nent surface for the driveway—because 
the loose gravel at Rockmeadow took two 
days a week just to rake—and a border, 


perhaps, of dogwood trees. 


f things worked out as we hoped. week- 
IL end guests would drive up to a door 
close to their rooms, so that carrying lug- 
gage would be little or no trouble. Aside 
from comfortable furniture, the guest- 
rooms would have built-in bookcases (a 
few shelves to provide a choice of mystery 
stories, poetry, a recent novel. humor or— 
for serious types—philosophy) plus storage 
space for clothes and luggage. 

My room would be blue and white— 
as it always is—and have a fireplace. This 
time there would be a dressing room | 
could really use, with, in addition to a mar- 
velous drawer and hanging space, a long 
rod for airing clothes. Dick’s bedroom, as 
before, would have space for reading and 
television-watching. a desk to work at, a 
bath, and the most beautiful view possible. 

Any woman who has kept house will 
understand when I say that one of the real 
satisfactions about the new house was plan- 
ning its backstage mechanics—unraveling 
trafic snarls, shortening carrying routes 
for groceries and laundry, and cutting out 
some cleaning chores entirely. Doorknobs 
of pewter, ebony, or brushed chrome 
would not need shining. and all the furni- 
ture brasses would be lacquered so they 
wouldn’t require hand-polishing to keep 
them bright. Throughout the house, the 
first principle would be to try to locate 
storage space for supplies and _ tools .as 
close as possible to the place where they 
would be used. Built into the sleeping area,

for example, would be a linen closet for 
Dick’s room and mine and another for the 
euest bedrooms; there would also be space 
close by for storing cleaning materials 
so that polishes. dust cloths, and mops 
wouldn’t have to be lugged to and from a 
kitchen closet every morning: and there 
would be shelves in or near the bathroom 
to store extra necessities. In the powder 
room and pool dressing rooms would be 
cupboards and shelves for soap and extra 
towels and a supply of lendable bathing 
suits and caps. 

But the major part of this behind-the- 
scenes efliciency planning was focused on 
the service area and its center, the kitchen, 
Basically, this included the kitchen itself. 
with a maid’s sitting and dining area off to 
one side. (In my dreams of the occasional 
winter weekends we might spend at the 
house, this would be a comfortable place 
for Dick to sit while I cooked: I wouldn't 
need to be exiled every time I fixed dinner, 
as I had been at Rockmeadow.) Beyond 
the sitting area, separated from the kitchen 
by a counter over which food could be 
passed, would be two maids’ rooms. a bath, 
and closet space, including one for the uni- 
forms and coats of maids who might come 
in to help. 

The kitchen itself would be the most 
beautiful in the world, in the sense that it 
would work with utter perfection. The ap- 
pliances would be marvels. A big ice-cube- 
making refrigerator, gas surface burners 
(so easy to regulate), and two of the 
miraculous new electric ovens that actual- 
ly clean themselves. I wanted a ceramic- 
tile broiler—the kind that makes steaks 
and chicken taste as though they'd been 
done over charcoal. Margot Larsen had 
told me about some wonderful warming 


drawers that keep hot foods crisp or moist 
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—without cooking them any further—for 
up to six hours after they ve been removed 
from the oven. Sunk in one of the coun- 
ters would be a motorized mixer base for 
snap-on attachments designed to beat, 
whip. chop, grind. and handle every kind 
of time-consuming kitchen chore. There 
would be a chopping block. a marble- 
topped table. a small desk with a white 
blackboard above it and—in both the 
kitchen and pantry—double sinks, each 
with one deep side for washing big roast- 
ing pans. There would, of course, be dish- 
washers in the kitchen and in the pantry. 
I would store pots and pans in a large 
closet. And in addition to the pantry, near 
the kitchen would be a larder (a walk-in 
closet with the kind of cool. dry climate 
that’s best not only for canned foods, but 
for storing vegetables, fruits. even eggs) 
and a wine closet, also uniformly cool. 

Vd want a utility room with a hamper, 
a washing machine. a dryer. drying racks, 
and ironing boards: storage space for soap 
and clothes-cleaning things. and a comfort- 


able. well-lit spot for mending and sewing. 


t first | thought the floor-waxer, vac- 
uum, and mops should be housed 
here, too; then I decided they would be 
handier in a closet of their own nearer to the 
main part of the house. At the same time I 
decided to stage a revival: I remembered 
an old-fashioned convenience with an ugly 
no-nonsense name. It’s been years since 
“slop closets” (closets with deep tubs set at 
floor level to make wringing out mops and 
filling and emptying pails easier) were part 
of the best house plans. But. it seemed to 
me. they still made a good deal of sense 
because I have never liked rinsing floor 
mops in the kitchen sink.

We would have a back porch like the 
one at Rockmeadow: a drying yard in spite 
of the indoor dryer because laundry hung 
out in a breeze smells so fresh and won- 
derful: a rubbish-collecting area: parking 
space with a shaded spot so that cuests 
cars would stay cool in summer: and a 
three-car garage with direct access to the 
house. That completed the list. 

We also did a good deal of mental wan- 
dering. We remembered the best-loved 
houses we knew: Edna Ferber’s “Treasure 
Hill.” with its lovely stone house. its mag- 
nificent view. and its peaceful farmland: 
the Alex Lewyts’ Sands Point place. a fas- 
cinating system of small contemporary 
houses linked by closed passageways: and 
the Leo Godowskys’ on a point in Connect- 
icut. with its Japanese-inspired lines. peb- 
bled gardens. and a swimming pool that is 
filled by the Sound. All these added large 
and small ideas to our store. But just be- 
cause each place, recalled or visited. was 
so right for its own family. it followed that 
none was exactly right for us. 

It was the same with the houses in the 
books on architecture for which I scoured 
the stores and libraries. There would be 
a wonderful floor in one picture (1 was 


particularly taken with comblanchien, a

shapes of Spanish tiles). an interesting 
window treatment in another. a roof line 
or a series of terraces that we thought 
attractive in another. Yet nowhere was 
there a whole house of which we could 
say. “There it is—that’s what we want.” 

Strangely. I seemed to find all this 
more exciting than discouraging—it simply 
served to reinforce my feeling that the 
house in my head existed nowhere else; 
and that if we were ever to live in it. we, 
with John and Oliver on the professional 
level. would have to create it ourselves. 


There was nothing I wanted to do more. 


nd I was having a glorious time. In 

architectural magazines. | studied ads 
and articles that told of miraculous new 
materials and contraptions. For example. 
one remarkable gadget was said to whisk 
away the dust of a whole house at the flick 
of a switch: though I couldn't figure out 
exactly where the dust would be whisked 
to, | decided we would certainly have to 
have that. There was also a system of vac- 
uum ducts that eliminated dragging a 
clumsy cleaner around. 

But the masterpiece was a scheme for a 
kitchen floor | dreamed up all by myself. 
It started off conventionally enough: Vd 
use one of the new no-wax vinyl coverings 
with a cushioned backing which would 
surely be comforting to the feet. (The new 
vogue for carpeting kitchens and bath- 
rooms makes me very uneasy.) But then 
my design took a new slant (literally): | 
planned to have the whole floor slope al- 
most imperceptibly from the outside edge 
toward acentral drain so that a hose could 
be attached to faucets in the baseboard. 
and the whole area flushed clean in min- 
utes. Then I had another vision—of a cook 
with wet shoes or bare feet: | abandoned 
the plan forthwith. 

There were still all sorts of points to be 
checked. Since we would not have heavy 
draperies or carpets in the living room to 
deaden sound. I wanted to find out about 
the effectiveness of acoustical plaster. It 
was important to keep the tone of Dick’s 
piano rich, but not too lively. Dick had 


tried the Lewyts’ piano in their Long Is- 


land living room—which also had tiled 


floors 





and thought it sounded fine. so I 
would probably start my research with the 
sort of surface they had used. 

There were questions and questions— 
and very few with answers attached. An 
electronic garage door? Snow-melters un- 
der the driveway surface? A built-in fire- 
fighting sprinkler system? Was there some 
plastic finish that didn’t give wood that 
nasty varnished look so I could consider 
having some wood floors? Should we have 
indoor planting? Could we plant herbs be- 
tween the flagstones of the terrace? And 
since the pool would be so close to the 
house, wasn’t there some way to keep the 
water warm in winter so we wouldn't need 
logs floating on top to prevent the pool 
from cracking? Jeremiah Goodman—the 
talented man who had done the drawings 


for my earlier book, My Favorite Things 





said he thought we should have the liv- 
ing-room draperies disappear part way 
into the walls at either side of the windows. 
so that. when the curtains were opened, 
they wouldn't cover large areas of glass, 
Mike Sochacki told me that in some houses 
he had installed insecticide tanks in the 
basements with outlets around the outer 
walls, so that a touch on a central button 
was enough to release a 50-foot fog around 
the house that was death to flies and mos- 
quitoes. Still, desirable as the immediate 
result was. it was the kind of thing I was 
really afraid to fool with—Rachel Carson’s 
brilliant hook, The Silent Spring. had made 
me leery of anything that might put nature 


off balance. 


eanwhile. John and I. armed with 

| pencils, pads, and lists and my 
scribbled notes, began setting down every- 
thing that seemed relevant to planning the 
house, from the linen closets to the croquet 
field. Generally. John’s sheets were divided 
into four categories. First came “Adjacen- 
cies’ —a rundown of rooms and areas to 
which any given space should be accessi- 
ble. The living-dining room. for example. 
should be adjacent to the entrance hall. the 
pantry, the porch, the patio. and the pool. 
“Storage” was the next item, and here

Architect Meier has given the Ren- 
fields a house of marvelous choices 
—for their own enjoyment and for 
the entertainment of their guests.

OIF 

PRESENT 
AND FUTURE

In a suburban Baltimore woodland, on a site steep as a ski slope, 
sits a house of dramatic, controversial form, surely a foretaste of 
what inventive, untrammeled architecture can bring to the 
future. Most importantly, in its owner’s view it is an unqualified 
success as shelter and esthetic satisfaction. J. William Ilmanen 
was the designer, given carte blanche by his client, a well-traveled 
and astonishingly nonconformist grandmother. Her only insis- 
tences: no trees to be felled in this flickering beech grove; for 
the living room, a cathedral ceiling, a fish pond, and a two- 
sided fireplace to be shared with the dining room; a guestroom 
with its own outside entry. These stipulations excepted, the 
house, rather like a Pinter play, started with no conclusions but 
became what it is as its plan went freely on its logical way— 
providing the practicalities of living space as it solved the 
problems of this most irregular 30-percent grade. Swerving 
around precious trees, skirting boulders, preserving a long lake 
view, while still keeping tiny vignettes of the wild, woody glen, 
trapping all possible light in this leafy green shadiness, the 
house evolves as a two-part structure—a trapezoidal, double- 
story living room and a rectangular sleeping-guestroom-garage 
building, both linked at ground level by kitchen and dining room,

News of the flowers of tomorrow, 


in colors that may dazzle 
or soothe, now being 
cultivated in hybridizers’ 
workshops the world over

This fall, for the first time ever, you can 
plant a peony that will unfurl satiny gold- 
en-yellow petals next spring. White formal 
daylily makes its debut this month, along 
with a snowy, frilly daffodil called Tril- 
lium. In October you can bring home a 
pink-and-white variegated poinsettia that 
will stay beautiful until spring. 

Look to 1968 in your garden and envi- 
sion boxes of bright, true yellow petunias 
on the patio, a bed of honey-scented mari- 
golds nearby; and for color in the garden 
with lots of flowers to cut, three fabulous 
zinnias in the Burpeeana class—Senorita, 
an attractive coral-pink, Aztec, a glowing 
bright orange, and New Snowman, a pure 
white. For a partially shaded, moist, cool 
place, imagine the excitement of growing 
the new red and white polka-dotted tuber- 
ous begonias! These may be either red or 
white with contrasting spots. Other color 
combinations will follow soon. 

By 1970 you can plant a camellia that 
has the pleasing fragrance of the sweet os- 
manthus. The flowers of Fragrant Pink 
are of loose peony form, dark pink, and 
the blooming season extends from early 
December to late June. Meanwhile the 


search continues for a yellow camellia. 


In the next two years, hybrid strains of 
hardy garden lilies, like the smoky First 
Love (shown in color, opposite page) will 
bring a whole new range of color and vig- 
or to the home garden. There will be the 
richly colored Purple Perfection, a trum- 
pet lily, and out of breeding work with Lr- 
lium speciosum x L. auratum var. platy- 
phyllum, has come a breathtaking new va- 
riety. as yel unnamed—the strongest grow- 
ing and most beautiful lily of hundreds 
of thousands. 

The great awakening to the spring-flow- 
ering bulbs will continue in the near fu- 
ture. but very soon we will be planting spe- 
cially treated tulip bulbs for flowers in 
five weeks at practically any season. This 
means that the spectacular—and often elu- 
sive—colors of tulips (for example, Apri- 
cot Beauty. shown in color, opposite page } 
can be used in ways never before possible. 
We will find tulips (and also hyacinths) as 
cut flowers at florists’ all year round. Soon 
there will even be tulips bred and selected 
specifically for gardens in the deep South. 


Many of the differences in tomorrow’s 
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flowers will be subtle—a slight change in 





the way a petal furls, a barely perceptible 
change in hue that forecasts a new color 
for the future. The feeling today is that it 
is possible to achieve what would have 
been thought impossible only a few years 
ago. Gardeners in another era could 
dream only of pink daffodils and del- 
phiniums, yellow peonies, and lavender 
roses. Now these are dreams come true, 
so we look forward to a pure yellow Afri- 
can violet, an orange gloxinia, and a blue 
begonia. The person who discovers that 
first pure-white marigold will be paid 


$10,000 by the W. Atlee Burpee Company. 


A true blue rose is the greatest dream of 
all. Now even the conservatives are begin- 
ning to have hope. This year a rose of 
“ageratum-blue” color was introduced in 
England, and U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture scientists report they are making 
progress toward a cornflower-blue rose. 

One significant development in the area 
of annual flowers will be here in 1966— 
annual, seed-grown geraniums. Three of 
the eight new colors for next year have al- 
ready been made All-America Selections. 
These geraniums come true to color, have 
hybrid vigor, grow compactly without 
topping or pinching. they are free from 
virus diseases, and—hbest of all—the 
flowers come in profusion. 

Petunias, already so refined that it is 
hard to imagine anything better, are being 
bred for larger and larger flowers on more 
compact plants. Already in trial grounds 
there may be seen new varieties half again 
as large as anything presently being culti- 
vated. Pale yellow petunias are common, 
a true yellow is here now. and it is safe 
to predict that before many seasons there 


will be a bright orange. 


The waist-high four-o’clocks of an- 
other generation have been bred down. to 
dwarf sizes for the gardens of tomorrow. 
In cultivation now. to be introduced soon, 
are miniatures that grow to only eight 
inches. In keeping with nationwide use of 
Daylight Saving Time, we can only guess 
that these up-dated varieties will be called 
“five-o’clocks.” 

Snapdragons have enjoyed increasing 
popularity since the heat-resistant Rocket 


series was first (Continued on page 160)

NEW FACES

BRICK 


Broad River black, treebark. Kingston Sequoyah, desert rose, 
French gray may sound like romantic names on tubes of oil 
paints, but they are really labels for some of the bricks you 
see on the opposite page. And what a change! A dozen years 
ago you could walk through a new neighborhood and expect 
to see three or possibly four variations in brick colors: red, 
buff. pink, and in some areas “antique” or used brick (like 
the brick immediately below the bright orange brick in the 
photograph). Now, as you can see. there is a rainbow of col- 
ors available. More than that—a choice of new and fascinat- 
ing surface textures. And still more—a range of mortar 
colors that match the brick. 

You'll find many of these colored and textured bricks in 
local building-supply yards. What you don’t turn up is prob- 
ably fired in a kiln less than a day’s delivery from your home. 
(Nearly all brick is produced regionally.) And bricks that 
are unavailable locally or regionally can easily be shipped 
cross-country, if necessary. 

In the past, the clay (from which the brick was made) de- 
termined its color. In each area the clay had a distinctive 
cast. For example. residents in Atlanta or Charleston could 
buy few but the red tones, since clay in Georgia and the 
Carolinas is red. But today, by mixing in color additives or 
giving the brick a sand finish. regional brick companies can 


turn out just about any of the unglazed shades. 


Not as many kilns bake glazed brick in the bright colors 
seen in our photograph. Represented here are the Belden 
Brick Co. of Canton, Ohio, and Boren Clay Products Co. of 
Pleasant Garden, North Carolina. More companies may be- 
gin making it. however. Until recently, architects have se- 
lected glazed brick primarily for commercial and institutional 
work. But glazed brick is increasingly finding its way into 
homes—as a single wall of accent color in a kitchen or den: 
as a panel or strip of color in a bath: as a bright splash of 
color in an entryway. We even discovered two custom-built 
homes in Denver that were given an exterior veneer of off- 
white, glazed brick.

There has usually been more than one size of brick avail- 
able (see photograph on page 178), and masons could al- 
ways select from half a dozen or so variations of the “bond” 
—the pattern made by the joints when the brick is laid up. 
But not until recently has there been such a wide choice of 
colors and textures. In fact. when worked out on a computer 
two years ago by the brick industry, the number of separate 
colors. shades, and face textures amounted to more than 
10.000. What this does. of course. is to give you and your 
architect enormous design freedom with a product that has 
traditionally been considered rather static. And that’s all 


to the good. 


Colored mortar has come on the scene in the last few 
years and makes a happy alliance with the new bricks. The 
mounds of powder blue. cream yellow. chocolate. and black 
mortar in our photograph are produced by Medusa Port- 
land Cement Co. of Cleveland. and represent only one-tenth 
of the colors available. Most of these mortar shades match 
the popular hues in brick, ranging from pale cream through 
the buffs and rusts to dark browns and black. The bright 
pastels probably won’t be stocked locally, but they'll be 
shipped quickly if you want them. 

Textured brick and unglazed brick in colors that vary from 
what is normal in your area are going to cost more than so- 
called “common” brick (which in some regions means a struc- 
tural brick used in backing up a masonry wall. and in other 
areas refers to the lowest-cost face brick). For example, in 
much of Ohio. common brick runs around $60 per 1.000, 
delivered to the building site. “Per 1,000” is the universally 
accepted way for pricing brick. One thousand brick, laid up 
in a wall. will cover 70 square feet. Or about 16,000 brick 
will completely veneer the exterior walls of a home 50’ long 
and 30’ wide. Also in Ohio, textured and colored, unglazed 
brick ranges between $100 and $125 per 1.000, while glazed 
bricks can go as high as $225. 

Taking the 30’-by-50’ house as an example, the difference

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TODAY IN INDUSTRY, 
TOMORROW AT HOME 


Industrial construction is the proving ground for many of the 


new materials and methods that will soon make (or have al- 


ready made) the transition from industry to home building. 


Here’s a preview of what you can expect in the years ahead.

Reflection of the surrounding countryside on 
the glass facade of this newest Monsanto 
building in St. Louis is significant beyond be- 
ing merely pretty. Glass, called Reflectovue, 
and made by Pittsburgh Plate Glass, turns 
away 70 percent of the sun’s heat and glare. 
An office worker seated near the window is 
as comfortable as someone located away from 
the glass. This product definitely appears 
to be headed for the private-home market. 


Roofing is punished by weather more severely 
than any other part of a structure—office or 
house. Moreover, new architectural shapes, 
such as the roof of the Famous-Barr depart- 
ment store in St. Louis, above, call for more 
flexible, adaptable materials. One that has 
proved remarkably weather-resistant covers 
this roof. The membrane is T/NA 200, a 
Ruberoid product, sheathed with Tedlar, a 
polyvinyl fluoride film developed by DuPont. 
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Most of the remarkable new products 
that will build the house of 1977 and 
1987 are already in use. Not in homes, 
but in schools, restaurants, industrial 
plants, and high-rise structures. For it 
is in commercial building that most 
new materials for the home begin life. 

Consider kitchen linoleum. The orig- 
inal material was a dark, heavy-gauge 
floor covering for plants, offices and 
laboratories. Then a way to add color 
was discovered, and soon thereafter 
linoleum became a covering for resi- 
dential floors. 

Or think of plastic laminate counter- 
tops. In 1913, this now ubiquitous ma- 
terial was being produced by a new 
company (Formica) as insulation for 
electric motors. Products that have 
more recently bridged the gap between 
industry and home include plastic pipe 
and epoxy paints and adhesives. 

What, then, is waiting for us next 
year? Or two decades ahead? While no 
one can be sure, we can make edu- 
cated guesses by examining today’s 
industrial and commercial products. 


A plastic-enclosed environment for 
house and grounds is on its way. Like

structures with acrylic canopies are 
already making this possible for com- 
mercial greenhouses, public (and pri- 
vate) swimming pools, dealer show- 
rooms, and, most outstandingly, the 
United States Pavilion at Expo 67. 
Acrylic is no stranger to homeowners, 
of course. It is commonly the material 
for ‘‘bubble’’ skylights, installed often 
over an interior bath or kitchen. Below, 
you see the application of a domed, 
acrylic skylight expanded somewhat— 
in the form of a 914’-diameter cover 
for a center well in a Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, home. But the concept of dom- 
ing over one’s entire property to 
maintain a constantly enjoyable tem- 
perature and humidity level beneath 
it may well be next.

When house roofs become as free- 
form as sand dunes, plastics will cover 
them. They will because, just as the 
word plastics implies, these materials 
are more flexible, more adaptable to 
unusual shapes than conventional roof 
materials. And most of these new man- 
made roof covers last longer. Essen- 
tially, that’s why commercial building 
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ownars are vliins to nav tne oremium 
for plastic (it is definitely more ex- 
pensiva). Taase businassmen are often 
more concerned with the cost of main- 
tenance than with first cost, and that’s 
where durable plastics pay off. 

Typical is the smooth, curved roof 
(photograph,

reflecting the sun, fades very little, 
and is even resistant to chemical at- 
tack. Also being applied today to non- 
residential roofs: butyls, liquid vinyls, 
liquid uretnanes, DuPont’s Neoprene/

These materials have been applied 
to conventionally shaped roofs, but not 
too many, since low-cost shingles per- 
fectly suit the simple, pitched roof. 
But we think curved residential roofs 
are coming. From a structural stand- 
point, the dome has always made more 
sense than the pitched roof.

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THE NEW 
CHEMICALS 
MAKE 

THE GARDEN 
BEHAVE 


By STANLEY SCHULER 


Author of the forthcoming book, 


“Americas Great Private Gardens.” 


Ever since man began to cultivate the earth, chemicals 
of one kind or another have been a mainstay of the 
gardener. Now they promise to eliminate—or at least 
minimize—the chores of weeding, pruning, disbud- 
ding, lawn edging, and watering. 

Clearly, we are in the midst of a horticultural revo- 
lution. Why, then, haven’t we heard more about it? 

The answer is that, while chemicals that control 
plant growth are not new, most have been restricted 
to the agricultural and commercial world. Today, 
more and more of these growth regulators are reach- 
ing the garden stores. Here are the important specific 
chemicals, or groups of chemicals, that you will be 
hearing more about: 

To inhibit plant growth. The proper name is maleic 
hydrazide, but this chemical growth regulator is more 
commonly known as MH. Developed by UniRoyal, 
Inc., in 1947, it sells in huge volume to highway de- 
partments, electrical utilities, parks, airports, golf 
courses, and tobacco growers; but the only way the 
homeowner can get it is to ask a garden store to place 
a special order. 

MH is a harmless translocated chemical that halts 
cell division in grass, trees, shrubs, and vines but does 
not interfere with cell expansion. This means that 
while it slows the elongation of grass blades and woody 


branches, foliage continues to grow thick and lush. 
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Plants that can be controlled with MH include well- 
established, three-year-old grasses (except St. Augus- 
tine grass) and nonblooming trees, shrubs, vines, and 
woody ground covers. (Used on flowering plants, the 
chemical inhibits bloom as well as growth.) The re- 
sponse of plants varies according to kind. Conifers 
generally show the least reaction. 

Treatment is made by diluting MH, which is a 
liquid, in water and spraying the solution on plants. 
This needs to be done when a twelve-hour dry period 
is anticipated and when plants are growing vigorously. 
As a rule, spring treatment is recommended, although 
northern grasses can be sprayed in the fall. 

Because MH does not inhibit the growth of all 
grasses to the same degree, treated grass may have 
a hummocky effect; and for this reason you should 
not use the chemical on lawns except to keep the grass 
short and neat in a narrow strip around the edges. 
But for meadows, orchards, and other rough-grass 
areas, the chemical is excellent. If these are sprayed 
in the spring when the grass is two to four inches tall, 
the grass will not exceed a height of six to twelve 
inches by the end of the fall and will not need to be 
mowed more than once, if that. For a few weeks after 
the grass is sprayed, it turns slightly yellow, but it 
recovers completely. 

When woody plants are treated with MH, they 
should first be pruned to the proper shape and slightly 
less than the desired size. The spray is applied a week 
or two later, when the leaves have expanded and the 
stems have put on a couple of inches of new growth. 
Hedges managed in this way remain trim and compact 
for the rest of the year and do not require clipping 
except to eliminate occasional long shoots which the 
spray did not reach. 

Since it is necessary to hit a branch with MH in 
order to keep it from growing, you can control the 
growth either for an entire tree or shrub or any part 
of it. For example, you can discourage a tree from 
growing upward by spraying the top; or you can keep 
it from growing outward by spraying the sides. What- 
ever your objective, the spray must penetrate deep 
into the plant in order to prevent inside shoots from 
growing out through the inhibited outer branches. 

To retard growth of flowering plants. Three regu- 
lating chemicals known as “growth retardants” may 
be used to limit stem elongation between the inter- 
nodes. This produces more compact, bushier plants, 
which require less pruning. Flowering is stimulated.

a HE new viburnums are called 
Mohawk and Cayuga. They adapt 
well to areas as far north as Ith- 
aca, New York. Both have abun- 
dant early flowering and are resis- 
tant to bacterial leaf spot and 
powdery mildew. 

Shawnee, the new pyracantha, 
was developed to combine the de- 
sirable characteristics of several 
varieties. It produces glossy, clear- 
yellow to light-orange fruit as 
early as August, and maintains 
this color until midwinter. The 
plant is resistant to both scab and 
fire blight. 

Vulcan, the new hibiscus, is a 
semitropical shrub with heavy, 
leathery red flowers. The brilliant 
red petals have ruffled edges with 
gold undersides. Vulcan is more 


resistant to insects than many 
other hibiscus varieties. 

Two new Chinese chestnuts, 
Crane and Orrin, are on the scene 
now for the first time. Both of 
these chestnut varieties are im- 
mune to the blight which de- 
stroyed the American chestnut a 
number of years ago. The new 
Chinese chestnuts make wonder- 
ful yard trees. They grow to 15 
shiny 


feet, display dark-green, 


leaves in summer, and produce 
large mahogany-colored nuts in 
September. Plant breeders at the 
Department of Agriculture’s Re- 
search Center at Beltsville, Mary- 
land, where the varieties were de- 
veloped, recommend planting at 
least two of the trees for cross- 
pollination. :

berries 
without pollen (no 
is generally the case with hollies) 
will be here soon. They bear mas- 
sive clusters of highly decorative 
berries around the year without 
the usual drain on the mother 
tree.

Om increasing interest and ap- 
preciation for good food means 
that there will be more gardeners 
growing the edibles—even if this 
means only a tubbed dwarf fruit 
tree or a potted tomato plant. 
There will be more dual-purpose 
vegetables—for example the high- 
ly ornamental but edible Dark 
Opal basil which has made a hit 
with gardeners and gourmets. 

A green cauliflower is in the fi- 
nal stages of breeding at Michi- 
gan State University and will be 
ready for commercial trial soon. 
This variety cooks green and is 
done in half the time it takes to 
cook the white cauliflower. 

The new dwarf fruit trees, a 
nectarine and a peach, are now 
eagerly anticipated. Both are true 
genetic dwarfs from the same se- 
ries that produced the Bonanza 
peach several years ago. Being 
true dwarts, these are distinctive 
because they are not artificially 
dwarfed by using an incompatible 
rootstock.

The new variety will be available 
through seed houses next year. It

color. It’s a late lima-bean variety 
with compact bush and is highly 
resistant to downy mildew. 
Parker, a new Italian type of 
tomato that can be miniaturized 
in pots. has also been developed 
at the U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s Research Center. If this 
tomato is grown in an eight-inch 
container, the top of the plant 
will be smaller than normal be-

but will produce a normal amount 
of fruit. With timely fertilization, 
the fruit will also be normal size. 

The Parker has excellent flavor 
as a fresh tomato, and also when 
cooked or processed. It is resis- 
tant to the two major soil-borne 
diseases of tomatoes—fusarium 
and verticillium wilts. Seed is be- 
ing made available to commercial 
growers this fall, and home gar- 
deners can look for it next spring, 

Two new blueberries have been 
developed to join with Bluecrop, 
a yariety already known to grow- 
ers as one of the best. Morrow is 
an early variety, Bluecrop comes 
along in midseason, and Darrow 
matures later. All three are good 
producers. The berries can reach 
the size of a quarter with good 
blue color and good flavor. 


Pea for gardens indoors are 
being hybridized now more than 
ever before. Working basically 
with lovely natural species, the 
hybridizers are creating plants 
amenable to apartment living and 
fluorescent-lighted gardens. 
The much sought pure-yellow 
African violet will doubtless ap- 
pear some day, either naturally 
or through some remarkable new 
technique discovered by the 
breeders. In the meantime, our 
most important flowering house 
plant will be seen with bigger 
flowers and brighter colors. 
Miniature gloxinias are offer- 
ing exciting promise now. These 
are being bred for small size to 
fit contemporary indoor gardens, 
and to be everblooming. A full 
range of single and double flow- 
ers in rich reds, royal purples, 
pure whites, will be here soon. 
The great new poinsettias pro- 
vide a colorful display for at least 
three months, and often for six. 
They will

Correr Museum—across 
yard” of the Doges’ Palace, rec- 
ommended as a historical review 
of Venice and its people, in paint- 
ings, and such humanizing relics 
as clothing, jewels, armor. 

Having taken in such sights, 
you will have seen “Everyman’s 
Venice.” But Venice, in truth, is 
individualist country. ‘There’s 
something here for connoisseurs 
or amateurs of every era, from 
the Seventh Century—when these 
118 little islands were settled by 
mainland refugees from  barbar- 
ians’ invasions—to the present. 
Today, in August and September, 
Venice is world capital to the in- 
ternational congeries of cinema- 
tophiles who throng the Lido for 
the annual Film Festival at the 
Palazzo del Cinema, and prompt- 
ly on biennial cue, the world of 
contemporary art arrives for the 
Esposizione Biennale d’Arie and 
all its attendant goings-on. 


Hon the aficionado of Palladio 
and the 16th-century neoclassic, 
Venice is an excellent starting 
point for excursions to the Veneto 
villas on the Brenta, by car or, 
preferably, by launch. Meantime, 
for an immediate glimpse of his 
church of San Giorgio as Palladio 
himself might have seen it, look 
across the Piazetta past the col- 
umn of the winged Lion of San 
Marco, past the striped gondola 
moorings of San Marco’s Basin, 
across the water to the little is- 
land of St. George. 

To lose yourself in the Venice 
of masquerade balls and_three- 
cornered hats, barearolles and 
lace mantillas, take the immedi- 
ately available ferry to the Ca’ 
Rezzonico, a museum. recalling 
the frivolous, pretty Venetian do- 
ings of the 17th Century. 


Torcello—that strangely mel- 
ancholic, marsh-meadow _ island, 


its houses peasant-red, pistachio, 


and ochre flashing quick-silver 
puddles of reflection in its water- 
ways—is a taste of very early 
times. Go, preferably by rented 
launch (about $5 an hour) and as 
early as possible in the day to 
avoid the touristic troops and the 
noisy souvenir vendors. (These 
sell florid hand-mirrors, remind- 
ing us that the neighboring isle 
of Murano was supposed to be 
where the glass mirror was _ in- 
vented. You can include Murano 
and the lacemaking island of Bu- 
rano on this same trip. but Tor- 
cello is goal.)

The trip over the Lagoon to the 
islands underlines a curious truth 
about Venice: It is the rare city 
that can be gloriously viewed 
from afar, and here afar means 
across water. It suggests to us, 
because we’ve had the happy ex- 
perience, that to make the Lido 
your headquarters for a Venetian 
trip gives you endless opportunity 
to observe Venice across the wa- 
ter in all its magnificently chang- 
ing light. To stay, say, at the

because these new sidings are 
prefinished for low maintenance, 
they may also represent a con- 
siderable saving in the long run. 


With 


about $750 for a three-bedroom, 


pajnting costs averaging 
two-bath house, the initial outlay 
for siding is not the only thing 
to consider. Sidings that are only 
preprimed from the — factory 
should be repainted every four 
or five years. With the prefin- 
ished plastics, steels, and alu- 
minums, however, you should be 
able to go from 15 to 35 years 
without painting—unless you 
decide to change the color. 

Whether you are building a 
new house or re-siding also 
makes a difference in the choice 
of material. Brick or stone could 
be used for re-siding, but they 
are generally thought too costly; 
the materials are expensive, and 
so heavy they require consider- 
able new work on the foundation 
of the house. As a result, they 
are used largely in new houses, 
or in small doses—around a foun- 
dation or in a single wall—for 
contrast with another siding ma- 
terial. 

Wood is generally used on new 
houses. although in this case 
probably for no better reason 
than tradition. Aluminum, steel, 
and vinyl have their biggest use 


in the re-siding market. 
Five groups 
Not every color, style, or tex- 
ture comes in every material, of 
course, but as a basic guide to 
siding materials 


choose from, 


fall into five groups: wood— 


which includes sidings cut di- 
rectly from lumber such as clap- 
wood 


boards or shingles—and 


products—plywood, and reconsti- 


tuted fiberboards, and __ hard- 


boards. In the masonry group are 
brick, 
molded, reconstituted stone prod- 
ucts. <A 
mineral-fiber 


cut stone, stucco, and 
portland-cement and 
combination is a 
croup by itself. The metal group 
now comprises steel and alumi- 
num. In a final group we have the 
newcomer plastics. 

To give you a more detailed 
idea of what is available, here is 
a rundown of the different ma- 
terials. Costs are indicated in rel- 
ative terms only: prices are hard 
to pin down because charges vary 
considerably across the country, 
and the type of house you have 
also influences the price. A sid- 
ing job costs more per square 


foot on a Victorian house with 
corners, gables, and windows 
than it does on a less ornate con- 
temporary house. Extra cutting 
and fitting around corners and 
windows not only sends labor 
costs up but creates more scrap. 

Prices of siding are computed 
on a base unit of 100 square feet, 
which is referred to as a 
“square.” A one-story house of 
seven rooms would take between 
15 and 19 siding squares. 

Many manufacturers are now 
giving out guarantees for the sur- 
faces of their sidings. Generally 
this means that within the stated 
period the color surface of the 
siding is guaranteed not to split, 
peel, flake, chip, or blister away 
from the underneath material. 
But, strictly speaking, the guar- 
antee does not guard against “re- 
painting.” No manufacturer can 
make a paint that will not fade 
slightly as the years go by. Such 


possible fading on low-mainte- 
nance siding is even, however, 


and hardly noticeable. 
Aluminum 


First introduced about 20 years 
ago, aluminum is now one of the 
giants of the siding industry. The 
alkyd paints that were first used 
have been much improved, and 
acrylic, vinyl, and plastisol fin- 
ishes now permit aluminum man- 
ufacturers to give guarantees of 
up to 30 years. One maker with 
an improved PVC finish even 
offers a lifetime guarantee. 

Aluminum has long been avail- 
able in horizontal lap siding of 
several widths. Now vertical pan- 
els with either grooves or battens 
are made, as is a shake pattern. 
And most manufacturers — offer 
both textured and smooth  sur- 
faces in some if not all styles. 
The colors available vary with 
the style and the manufacturer. 
Some have as few as four— 


whites, greens, yellows, and 


beiges, generally—and others 
have up to a dozen. Actually, 
however, more than 85 percent of 
the sales are in white. As to 
style, in spite of the plethora of 
offerings, the traditional smooth- 
surfaced clapboard continues to 
be the most popular. 

The other piece of news in alu- 
minum, besides the low-mainte- 
nance paint surfaces and the fer- 
tile imaginations of the design- 
ers, is in the insulation. Metal is 
known for its property as a re-

Along with natural 
stone, it is the highest priced of 
any siding, but it requires almost 
no maintenance—an_ occasional 
repointing of the mortar joints, 
perhaps—and has an almost un- 
limited life expectancy. Manufac- 
turers have produced enough dif- 
ferent colors, textures, and glazes 
brick 


more the exception than the rule. 


to make plain old red 


and they have also begun to pro- 
duce new “antique” brick to 
meet a growing demand. 

There are ways to get the look 
of brick without paying for the 
foundation work, however. Sever- 
al companies have developed a 
cement product that is really a 
form of stucco. This is troweled 
on in layers, and then scored on 
the house when it is. still wet, 
forming a brick pattern, Color is 
mixed into the top  layer—the 
material comes in 12 to 15 hues 

and carries a ten-year guaran- 
tee. The price for this material 
is comparable to that of plastic- 
finished aluminum. 

Another possibility for re-sid- 
ing to get the appearance. of 
brick is the preformed masonry 
panel. One such product comes 
from the factory in 16% by 52” 
panels, each with 36 “bricks.” 
thick, are bond- 


ed to a half-inch insulating board

Fiberboard 


This is a wood product made 
of laminated wood fibers. Until 


now. fiberboard was 


largely a 


durable, low-cost siding that 


came factory-primed, but the 


painting (and repainting) was 
left to the owner. Available in 
flat panels. 9” and 12” laps, and 


vertical board-and-batten styles, 


it was largely used for new 
houses. Now one maker has in- 
troduced a_ ten-year-guaranteed 
fiberboard with a new vinyl-bond 
finish that is factory-applied and 


comes in four colors. 


Fiber glass 

Fiber glass is another of the 
new entries, and still near the 
top of the price list. Some vari- 
eties, molded to look like stone 
panels, would run to twice the 
cost of aluminum: other stone 
and brick patterns in fiber glass 
are a bit higher than aluminum. 

Light and tough, fiber glass is 
especially suitable for making 
sidings with the appearance of 
brick or stone. One maker puts 
out three stone and three brick 
patterns (as well as one that 
looks like the wood siding of an 
old New England barn); all but 
one of these come in two or three 
colors, The material has an un- 
even color and texture, like the 
genuine article. It has been on 
the market for about seven years, 
and so far there has been no 
complaint of color-fade. If neces- 
sary, however, the material could 
be repainted with an ordinary 
latex paint. 


Hardboard 


Another wood product, hard- 
board is made by exploding wood 
chips, cleaning and refining 
them, and putting them back to- 
gether under great heat and pres- 
sure. The resulting material is 
stronger than natural wood, and 
free from knots and surface ir- 
regularities. Available factory- 
primed, hardboard comes in laps 
and panels that can be grooved 
or battened, and can have either 
a smooth or a rough-sawn finish. 

One manufacturer has also 
added a prefinished product that 
comes with a ten-year guarantee 
on color and 25 years on the ac- 
tual hardboard itself. This pre- 
finished line is available in white, 
beige, gray, and green. It comes 
in a lap siding and also a board- 
and-batten pattern—with snap-in 
battens to avoid exterior nailing. 

Hardboard is largely used for 
new houses now, but could be

Pre- 
primed hardboard is a medium- 
price siding: using the prefin- 
ished variety increases the cost 


by about 50 percent. 


Mineral fiberboard 

This is a revitalized version of 
the traditional blend of — port- 
land cement and asbestos fiber. 
The older product had a_ ten- 
dency to become brittle and fade 
over the years, but the new ma- 
terial, with a baked plastic fin- 
ish, is hardly the same thing. 
Mineral fiberboard is available 
in a factory-primed version—ei- 
ther panels, or two sizes of laps 
—and is used for both new 
houses and re-siding. In re-sid- 
ing, the product can go right on 
top of most other sidings. In- 
stalled, it costs $15 to $25 per 
square, and can be repainted 
with any latex or oil-based paint. 

Manufacturers have also intro- 
duced a new prepainted mineral- 
fiber siding. This is available in 
about a dozen colors, and comes 
with a color guarantee of up to 
20 years. The material is guar- 


anteed for the life of the house. 


Plywood 

This material is available for 
exterior use factory prepainted in 
eleven different colors. Its manu- 
facturer gives the color surface 
a 15-year guarantee which, with 
the life-of-the-building guarantee 
of the wood product. gives ply- 
wood a strong maintenance-free 
appeal. This 


with a Dupont polyvinyl fluoride 


product, surfaced 
film, is available in two lap 
widths. and both flat and batten 
paneling. Panels come in four 
SIZES. 
Prefinished plywood is not 
presently offered with a textured 
surface. Textured planking, pan- 
els, and laps are available, how- 
ever, in a factory-primed condi- 
tion. These are ready for—and 
require—either paint or stain. 
Among the choices for texture: 
rough-sawn, circular-sawn. _ stri- 
ated, fine line. and brushed (a 
very pronounced grain). There is 
also the plywood panel men- 
tioned before, with factory ap- 
plied, spray-on stucco finish, 
Plywood is in the medium-price 
range. The plastic-coated variety 
is, of course. more expensive: it 
would be an upper-medium-price 
siding. while the preprimed_ is 
low-medium. Plywood is used al-

(If you are worried about steel 
or aluminum as conductors of 
electricity, you needn’t be. Many 
producers of nonmetal products 
make it a positive virtue that 
their materials are nonconduc- 
tors. But, say the metal men. 
when a house is grounded with 
water pipes, electrical wiring, 
and the foundation itself, the sid- 
ing material is irrelevant. With 
metal or wood, the chances of 
lightning striking are about the 
same. ) 


Stone 


Real cut stone is too heavy for 
re-siding, costs even more than 
brick. New houses are sometimes 
done in stone, but most of the 
re-siding work is in reconstituted 
or simulated 


stone products. 


Fiber-glass “stone” panels, for 
example, are less expensive and 
lighter than stone, and can be 
applied over other sidings and 
cut with ordinary tools. The same 
advantages hold for the molded 
stone, except that, as of now, 
they are not as good an imitation 
as the fiber glass. Molded stone, 
made of crushed stone and a 
binding material, is usually 
nailed to the wall surface through 
either preformed loops or holes 
in the stone itself. It is often 
used for a less-than-total re-sid- 
ing job—on a single wall. or in 


interior spots for a fireplace, 


planter, or contrasting wall.

Stucco, the age-old sand-and- 
concrete mixture, still has a 
steady appeal in spite of compe- 
tition from newer and more 
glamorous products.

Vinyl 

The vinyl sidings are truly a 
product of the plastics age.

Technically 
known as a_ polyvinyl chloride, 
the vinyl siding is solid color, so 
there is no layer of applied color 
to peel off, flake, or chip. Vinyl 
is tough and dent-resistant, can 
be washed with the garden hose,

perature extremes. It carries a 
20-year guarantee on color and 
surface and is probably good for 
nearer to 35 years. It is avail- 
able in ivory, gray, green, and 
white; white is by far the most 
popular. It comes in two widths 


of lap and in vertical panels. 


The bottleneck in vinyl siding 
is that there are only three firms 
that make it, and they sell all 
they can make. When they catch 
up with themselves, there may be

Right now, 
vinyls are available with or with- 
out insulated backer panels and 
tend to cost slightly more than 
aluminum, No textured surfaces 


are available or are currently

Wood 
Faced with stiff competition 
from metal, fiber, and plastic 


products that imitate wood, the 
original material is hardly ob- 
solete. For its workability and 
natural texture, wood is still used 
for both new houses and _ re-sid- 
ing all across the country. Red- 
wood sidings, for example, are 
available in laps, channel grooves, 
flush panels, and a board-and-bat- 
ten effect. They can be stained, 
bleached, painted, or left unfin- 
ished to weather. Wooden shakes 
and shingles in cedar and other 
woods are increasingly popular.

Joining: Lap three meshes of 
the first side over the second side 
and join in zigzag backstitch with 
carpet-sewing thread used double. 
Miter embroidery as shown in 
diagram, and embreider strip to 
next corner. (At corner and join- 
ings, there will be four layers of 
canvas in the hem.) However, by 
working the needle straight up, 
then straight down again in sepa- 
rate movements, it is possible to 
keep the four layers in line. 

At the second corner, carefully 
adjust the joining to fit the car- 
pet center exactly with the prop- 
er allowance for joining. In work- 
ing this corner and remaining cor- 
ners, start the miter of the em- 
broidery with the row nearest the 
carpet, and work toward the outer 
edge in succeeding rows. 

Finishing outer edge: After 
border joinings are completed, 
finish outside edge with wrap- 
around binding stitch. 

Wraparound binding stitch: An- 
chor yarn and come through the 
first hole on edge from back to 
front. Skip the second and third 
hole along edge and, carrying 
yarn back over the edge of the 
canvas, come through the fourth 
hole, from back to front. Carry 
yarn back over edge of canvas 
and go back to the second hole, 
again coming through from back 
to front. Go forward to the fifth 
hole, then back to the third.

WHAT YOU CAN LEARN 
FROM “FRERE JACQUES” 


A few not-so-idle thoughts on what the simplest 


melody can tell us about the listening experience 


By ALAN RICH 


All too often, we are made _ to 
imagine that listening to music 
is a kind of occult practice. We 
pick up a book on music appre- 
ciation or read the notes on a 
record jacket and are confronted 
with a jungle of new and un- 
familiar words. The author uses 
the words to help the listener 
along the path toward greater 
enjoyment, and often they do. 
But it can also happen that the 
very words designed to help some 
listeners can throw. others off. 
The readers may justifiably ask, 
“What do all these strange words 
mean? What are we, who only 
want enjoyment, to do with such 
things as harmony, counterpoint, 
phrase, and tonality? Why can’t 
you just let us alone to bask in 
the pretty sounds, while we turn 
off the thought processes and re- 
lax?” 

There is a valid point in ask- 
ing such questions. Music is, or 
ought to be, a source of pleasur- 
able entertainment. Very often 
this very quality is killed, or at 
least undermined, by dry analyt- 
ical description. The basic power 
of music or any art, for that mat- 
ter, is something beyond the 
reach of words; therein lies the 
very mystery that is at the heart 
of the artistic experience. 

Nevertheless, certain of the ele- 
ments in the musical language 
can be named and _ identified. 
And when we recognize these ele- 
ments, that recognition can serve 
to enhance our listening. A name 
or a label cannot stand in for an 
object, but once we know that 
name or label, we can often come 
closer to the object itself, It 


becomes an attention-getter. 


CT 
W & do not have to venture into 


the realm of abstruse or complex 
music to uncover the basic vo- 
cabulary. The things that hold 
true for the most complicated 
piece of music also hold true 
for the most elementary. 

Take, for example, a tune we 
have all known since childhood, 
the French folk song ‘“Frére 


Jacques.” Nothing could be sim- 


complete musical lesson in itself. 
Sing the tune, and at the same 
time try beating time to it, by 
tapping your foot on the floor or 
your finger on a table. You will 
notice that some notes seem 
stronger than others: “FRE-re 
JAC-ques FRE-re J \ G-quesi-nsaoe 
Every ether note receives a stress. 
If you keep that beat going, you 
will also notice that toward the 
end there are faster-moving 
notes, so that there are more 
weak beats between the strong 
ones; “SON-nez les ma-TI-nes, 
SON-nez les ma-TI-nes.”

music known as. rhythm, the 
means of organizing the forward 
motion of a composition into 
units of time, notes of greater or 
less duration relative to each 
other. You have also noticed the 
natural tendency of these rhyth- 
mic units to group themselves 
into larger units: a strong beat 
followed by a weak beat. Each of 
these strong-plus-weak groups is 
a measure of music. In this case 
a measure consists of one strong 
beat plus one weak beat, for a 
total of two; in other pieces, a 
strong beat might be followed by 
two weak beats for a total of 
three per measure, “The Star- 
Spangled Banner” is a familiar ex- 
ample of a piece organized in 
threes. 

Sound simple? Let’s move on 
to something a little more subtle. 
If you sing the whole tune 
through, you will probably feel it 
is divided into four large sec- 
tions, each consisting of four of 
these two-beat measures: (1) 
“Frere Jacques, Frére Jacques,” 
(2) “Dormez-vous, dormez-vous ?” 
(3) “Sonnez les matines, sonnez 
les matines,” and (4) “Ding 
dang dong, ding dang dong.” We 
call each of these units a phrase, 
so that we can say that our el- 
ody consists of four phrases.

BORDER PLANTS 


WITH BLU 


By ELSIE LOU 


Plants with colored foliage have 


one great advantage—they stay 
on the job for a longer part of 
the year than flowers do, often 
lasting well into the winter. Fo- 
liage of many colors can be used 
to advantage as accents or to 
complete a color scheme, but 
blue foliage is probably the qui- 
etest and most restful color for a 
border. It gives an indistinct and 
charming effect—a good con- 
trast for the gay colors of the 
flowers, and if planted in the 
shade, it makes the shadowy 
places even softer and mistier. 

There are numerous variations 
in blue coloring. Some plants 
have foliage of a striking steel- 
blue; some have leaves of vary- 
ing shades of blue-green; some 
have whitish, grayish, frosty, o1 
silvery blue; some have opales- 
cent blue. The stronger the 
shade, the more care should be 
exercised in its use. 

One of the best and most use- 
ful of the plants with blue-gray 
leaves is the plantain lily (Hosta 
steboldiana). This is a_ stately 
border plant; handsome, too, in 
shady places. A hot, dry situa- 
tion seems to produce better col- 
or in the foliage. The plant 
makes a large, compact mound 
of beautiful, large, blue-gray 
leaves and produces short spires 
of lavender bells. It is more use- 


ful for its leaves than for its

lightfully perfumed flowers. It is 
frequently used as an edging, 
and the lower kinds could be 
used as a ground cover in a 
sunny spot. There are hundreds 
of species, with much variation 
in the heights and growth habits 
from tiny, low mounds to some 
that grow about a foot high. The 
foliage of all species, in both 
texture and color, is indispensa- 
ble in the garden. 

Herb of grace (Ruta grave- 
olens) is an interesting member 
of the rue family, which includes 
citrus fruits, gasplant, and many 
fragrant trees and shrubs. It has 
been grown since ancient times, 
and was a necessary flavoring fo1 
meats in the days when there was 
no ice to keep food fresh in sum- 
mer. It is a beautiful plant, eas- 
ily grown but seldom seen; a 
very satisfactory perennial, long- 
lived, in a permanent cloak of fo- 
liage about two feet high. The 
strongly scented opalescent-blue 
leaves are divided, with rounded 
leaflets. The plant bears flat 
clusters of small, bright-vellow 
flowers of not much value. It is 
one of the best of the fragrant 
plants for bluish foliage, useful 
near the front of the border. 

Sea holly (Eryngium maritim- 
um), with its hollylike leaves and 
its spiny, metallic-blue  thistle- 
like flower heads, is an attention- 
getter in the border, decidedly 
attractive, and also useful for 
cutting. Amethyst eryngium is a 
beautiful plant that develops into 
a fine clump of decorative blue- 
eray foliage, with many ame- 
thyst-blue flower heads, creating 
a stunning effect. It needs sandy 
loam and a good, sunny spot. 

For a fragrant plant with sil- 


very-bluish foliage, you can’t do 


better than the charming, aro- 
matic old favorite, lavender. 
There are different kinds, with 
flowers varying in color from lay- 
ender to a deep purple-blue; the 
commonest kind has the bluest 
foliage. They attain a_height 
of one or two feet, and, where 
hardy, make an admirable ap- 
pearance. 

The horn poppy or seed poppy 
(Glaucitum flavum) has toothed 
leaves of bluish white, and bears 
large poppylike yellow or orange 
flowers, interesting and showy. 
It is a biennial, but seeds itself 
freely and is easily cultivated. It 
likes plenty of sun. 

One of the most delightful of 
all the blue-tinted foliage plants 
is the stonecrop (Sedum). It’s 
an appealing, small plant with 
rounded, fleshy, blue leaves, and 
little clusters of deep-pink flow- 
ers at the ends of trailing stems. 
Flourishes in September and into 
October. This is a popular plant 
for a hanging basket. 

Here are some other sugges- 
tions for blue-leaved plants: A 
small edition of sweet woodruft 
(Asperula odorata), which has 
narrow, very blue-green foliage 
and tiny, white, misty flower 
clusters. Creeping baby’s breath 
(Gypsophila repens), with its 
small blue-green leaves, is won- 
derful for small stone walls. Blue 
fescue (Festuca glauca), a love- 
ly small grass with blue leaves, 
erows in small tufts, rather like 
small dianthus. It has little pale- 
yellow flower plumes about a 
foot high. Excellent for an edg- 
ing: it does not spread. 

Visit a good nursery and search 
for plants with blue leaves. You'll 
find surprising treasures that will 


be delightful in your garden. @

THE BEST POLICY

I arrived home the other night 
to find that our clothes dryer was 
on the fritz—and it was pouring 
rain, of course. 

The next evening, however, my 
wife told me that the dryer was 
back on the job—good as new, at 
no extra charge. This may sound 
like a plug for some appliance- 
repair company or a dissertation 
on “How to get the repair man 
on the job.” It isn’t either one. 
It’s a description of and praise 
for appliance service policies, 
which are available with any ap- 
pliance you buy, at any price, 
and from virtually any company. 


WEG is a “service policy”? 
It is insurance against anything 
that may go wrong with an ap- 
pliance. How does it work? De- 
pending on the type of appliance, 
and how much use it would nor- 
mally get, you can buy a service 


policy which will take over when 


your regular warranty expires. 
The service policy covers any 


number of years, renewable year- 
ly. You don’t usually expect the 
refrigerator or the electric range 
first

But coverage Is 
on anything that may go wrong. 

I checked with four other ma- 
jor appliance manufacturers, and 
they all have policies similar to 
the ones we have. Some companies 
have lower prices, some don't 
charge for out-of-town calls, some 
do (usually a flat five dollars), 
and some cover a wider range of 
products than others, but they all 
offer a bargain. 

Our experience with such pol- 
icies has been good.

With our impressive stack of requirement 
sheets to guide us. we settled down to 
what our architect John Stonehill called 
“oiving the house architecture.” To him 
the word “architecture” has a meaning 
different from the one most people give 
it; they consider it as primarily exterior, 
suggesting such descriptives as Colonial or 
Tudor. Even “contemporary” has estab- 
lished connotations—shades of boxlike of- 
fice buildings. glassy facades. concrete 
screens. and roofs that resemble aircraft- 
carrier decks. 

To architects. architecture is something 
much more exciting. As John explains it. 
“It is the art of organizing the elements 
you perceive—-surfaces, planes, interstices. 
edges. textures. colors—into sequences of 
significant spaces. That is the task. the 
ceremony of architecture.” It is creating 
balance. pattern, and order that satisfy 
not a preconceived form but a prestated 
set of needs. It supplies definition (you say 
you want a large living room, but how 
large is large?) and detail (the hardware on 
a cupboard door, the brickwork around a 
fireplace). It works out the proportions— 
the ceiling heights. the sizes and shapes of 
doorways. It settles on materials and vis- 
tas. plots out points of view and exact ex- 
posures, Its aim is to provide a specific and 
beautiful answer to a particular set of 
problems. 

In the instance of the private house, 
success depends on the extent to which it 
makes a particular family happy and com- 
fortable by suiting their individual lives 


and tastes. 


eeds must be clarified before planning 

can begin. To help with clarification 
is a basic part of the architect’s job. This 
is why making room-by-room lists of spe- 
cifies, in detail, is so essential. enabling 
the architect to shape a house that best 
incorporates them. Not only must he see 
that the house provides the number and 
types of rooms required. that it be as 
beautiful as possible. that the materials 
used suit the land and the climate, but 
all this must be accomplished within bud- 
get limits—small or large. How well he 
does this is the mark of his creativity. 
Indeed, architecture is a profession that 
requires custom tailoring to an exquisite 
degree. No one expects a painting to hold 
up the wall it ornaments or a piece of sculp- 


ture to provide shelter from the rain. Ar- 


chitecture is the only art form we expect 
to be both beautiful and practical. 

There was a strong sense of understand- 
ing and respect among John and his part- 
ner, Oliver Lundquist. and ourselves. Like 
a good collaboration in the theatre, it felt 
right. In the early stages, house talks in- 
volved all of us. But when our plans got to 
the drawing stage, it was difficult to rally 
all four for every consultation, so John 
and I formed the central team, meeting 
three or four times a week to talk sizes, 
shapes, traflic patterns, and materials. 
Then, armed with our conclusions, John 
would work with Oliver on modifying the 
basic drawing. 

“Charrette” is architectural slang for 
nonstop work under pressure. It comes 
from the French for “cart’—because in 
the 18th Century an architectural stu- 
dent’s way of making use of every last 
minute on an assignment was to leap onto 
the cart that was carrying his drawings 
away to be judged and continue to add 
and correct en route. In a sense we were 
doing that. too—our pressure being the 
knowledge that unless Mike Sochacki, our 
contractor, could get the foundation in 
before the first frost. we wouldn’t have 
our house ready to be lived in the fol- 


lowing summer. 


henever there were changes to he 


made, they took time. At this stage 





they were inexpensive—it doesn’t cost a 
thing to move a wall on paper. Once the 
foundation has been laid and the real walls 
are going up, shifts are always enormously 
expensive, if not impossible. 

And each change requires an adjustment 
somewhere else. When, for example, I re- 
alized that soiled clothes should not have 
to be carried through the kitchen on their 
way to the laundry, we not only had to 
move the laundry and the hall, but change 
the location of the maids’ rooms, the dry- 
ing yard. and the back door as well. 

As we had agreed from the first, we 
started with the heart—the function—of 
the house. Basically there were three areas 
to work out: the area for entertaining, 
which would consist of the living-dining 
room, the terraces, and the pool (that was 
to be part of the house, not a separate 
entity) ; the sleeping area; and the service 
section. For a one-floor plan, the most 
practical scheme from the point of view 


of both efficiency and privacy seemed to 


be to make a large living-dining room the 
center of things, with a bedroom wing on 
one side and service rooms on the other. 
The living-dining area and the effect I 
wanted of one large. airy room that could 
serve two purposes were. as John had pre- 
dicted, not easy to deal with. Every idea 
we tried produced a floor plan that gave 
the effect of a dining room with one wall 
missing, which seemed rather silly. But 
after sketches and resketches. we devised 
a scheme that provided for my buffet 
counter in the living-room-pantry wall 
and, just outside the pantry door, a space 
that could be screened from view and 
where the table could be rolled to be 
set or cleared without interfering with the 
major part of the room. And then Bryant 
Conant. an associate of John’s and Oli- 
vers, came up with the brilliant suggestion 
of pushing the center of the east wail out 
toward the pool. This gave the room a 
“thrust” section that provided space for a 
conversational seating group indoors yet 
dramatically near the pool. and also divided 
the veranda into two outdoor screened 
areas: one to be used for dining, the 


other for sitting. 


aving worked our way through L 


shapes, alcoves. and other variations, 





we plotted surrounding territories—the 
pool and terraces on the “view” side of 
the house. On the side nearest the road. a 
hall would serve both as an entrance and 
aS a passage from the service to the bed- 
room wing, since otherwise we would have 
had a laundry and cleaning parade run- 
ning directly through the living room. 

Next, we went to work to site the house 
precisely on the land. The important con- 
siderations were privacy, vistas (trees 
could be cut down to open views), and ex- 
posures. Originally we had thought of 
“slipping” the house into a line of trees 
that had marked a boundary between two 
pastures. Then Alice Orme Smith. who 
was planning the landscaping. convinced 
us that this would be an extravagant waste 
of the very oaks and maples we had been 
so happy to find on the property, and sug- 
gested the house be moved almost its full 
width north to a spot quite close to the 
edge of the property. The service wing of 
the house, acting as a shield, would pro- 
vide all the privacy we could want for the 
pool and the outdoor sitting areas.

There were also 
the closet lights (the kind that go on when 
you open the door), places to plug in 
shavers, clocks, radios, and electric blan- 
kets, not to mention dozens of kitchen and 
laundry appliances or who-knows-what 
wonderful gadgets that may be marketed 
in the next few years. 

In any future wiring or plumbing crisis, 
another great asset will be the crawl space 
under the house. It is floored with a thin 
layer of concrete—known enchantingly in 
the trade as a “rat slab’—which serves as 
a firm footing for repairs beneath the 
house as well as a practical means of ex- 
cluding the furry population. 

The incident of the bedroom lights 
serves as just one more illustration of a 
basic truth: In the process of planning. un- 
less you actually visualize every step that 
you're going to take, you are bound to 
make mistakes.

Since all the general propor- 
tions were pretty well set, it was, literally, 
a matter of finding, not making, room, 
And this is one of those places where an 
architect’s training put him so clearly 
ahead of the layman. He stole an inch here 
and there. gave my dressing room sliding 
closet doors. and managed to gain enough 
room for Dick’s dressing space. 

Where air conditioning, insulation, hot 
water. and drainage were concerned. we 
gratefully accepted the fact that John 
knew best. [| found the literature on them 
incomprehensible. anyway. The air con- 
ditioning was to be zoned so that it could 
be regulated in each of the bedrooms: I 
love it myself. but we know many people 
who prefer it turned way down or ofl. 

There was. however. one department in 
which | felt qualified as an expert: the 
kitchen and service area. In this particular 
case, | wanted to duplicate the Rockmea- 
dow measurements almost exactly, be- 
cause the kitchen there had seemed just 
about perfect to me. Basically, it was al- 
most square—about 14 feet by 15 feet— 
with lots of light and air. big enough to 
move around in easily but not so large 
that it added steps to any job. ve always 
preferred its shape to those long skinny 
galleys that look so efficient but aren’t. 
Besides. narrow kitchens have no place 
for one piece of equipment I find abso- 
lutely essential—a marble-topped table I 
can get at from all sides when I’m rolling 
pastry or making a chocolate roll or even 
just sitting to shell peas (I hate to face a 
wall).

But I'd 
rather have my pots and pans on shelves, 
where they're easy to get at without hav-

Painters of Flower Masterpieces 


The four artists whose work was chosen each 


had a different—and highly personal—ap- 
proach to flower painting. To Vincent van 
Gogh, flowers were a source of strength. and 
in the last years. after he went to France. he 
painted flowers again and again—full. abun- 


dant, beaming blossoms—spreading from 


vases with exuberant vigor. as in “Irises.” 


Kdouard Manet loved flowers simply for

themselves—beautiful, rich, dewy blossoms. 
He painted flowers from simple gardens and 
erouped those of a single season. Manet 
loved the summer. when blossoms abounded; 
to him the beauty of the flower was supreme, 
and his “Bouquet of Flowers” proclaims this 
excitement. 

Henri Fantin-Latour. a serene. musical 
man, approached flowers with a quiet rever- 
ence and tenderness which emanates from 
the veiled quality of his “Basket of Roses.” 
Painter of more still lifes than any other 
19th-century artist, he arranged flowers, es- 
pecially roses. in many ways. but always with 
an inimitable delicacy. 

Flowers were ethereal to Odilon Redon. 
and he usually worked with vases of them at 
his side. He likened their appeal to that of 
the human face. and painted them as if they 
had souls, thus giving his flowers a quality of 
the transitory. His greatest skill lay in com- 
position, framing large, defined blossoms 
with smaller, delicate flowers, such as forget- 
me-nots. 

It is possible, in your own home, to re- 
create flower paintings. whether it is a favor- 
ite already familiar or one still to be chosen. 
The search can be a marvelous venture in it- 
self because it leads to museums. galleries. 
and libraries to study originals and repro- 
ductions. The possibilities are limitless, but 


the rewards are certain.

A MAGNIFICENT 
TIMBER PAVILION 


By JAMES DELONG 


The Canadian province of British Columbia is a great habitat of fir and red cedar. 
Here, on its home ground, the forest has yielded its timber to the making of an unusual 
human habitat. In West Vancouver, on a sloping site that faces the shining Strait of 
Georgia, these golden bars of wood have been stacked like bullion among the rocky 
upthrusts of the land. They are arranged with the direct precision and straight purpose 
of primitive architecture, but the sheltering function they perform and the living space 
they enfold have been translated by architects Erickson and Massey into a home of 
clear-cut, glass-walled beauty. 

The owners, Professor and Mrs. Gordon Smith, had no qualms about the eloquence 
of the translation—the architects had designed a previous home for them. This time, 
the only stipulation was a simple structure for simple living. ‘‘The house just expresses 
itself,’’ Mrs. Smith explains, ‘‘but in so doing, it expresses us far better than we ever 
dreamed.”’ This is due, in part, to the subtle blending of house and site, and to a 
sure use of wood. Even the terrace paving, below, and monumental steps under the 
bridged living room, opposite, are made of timber blocks and planks. Continued

The bridgelike living room, above and 
upper right, spans a gap between two 
rock masses in the landscape and 
forms an exciting, transparent view- 
ing pavilion that looks two ways—out 
toward a panorama of Northwestern 
grandeur, and back down into the quiet 
pool and descending tiers of the open 
court that falls away under the house.

This house is a superb, three-dimen- 
sional exercise in the conquest of un- 
even terrain. A study of the floor plan, 
above, shows the gradual, almost im- 
perceptible ascent from the low point 
of the studio to the high point of the 
master bedroom—a vertical difference 
of over five feet, bui gently accom- 
plished, a few steps at a time. 

The tall, immaculate studio, right and 
opposite, is an integral part of the 
house, yet its careful placement in the 
plan gives it the dual benefits of seem- 
ing detachment combined with imme- 
diate proximity to the rest of the 
house.

Chop the nuts coarsely. Place in a pan 
and toast in a preheated 300° oven until 
lightly brown.

Pour into eight buttered ramekins and 
place in a shallow baking pan.

Ang water into the pan to reach half the 


depth of the molds, and bake in a pre- 
heated 325° oven for one hour. Allow 
to cool for five minutes, then unmold 
onto a serving platter. Serve hot with 
Apricot Sauce: Combine a 12-ounce jar 
of apricot jam with 6 tablespoons of 
sugar and 1% cup of water in a saucepan. 
Cook, stirring constantly, over moderate 
heat for five minutes. Strain through a 
fine sieve or cheesecloth. Then stir in a 


tablespoon or so of Cognac, Grand Mar- 
nier, or Kirsch. 


Black Walnut Cake 


2 cups shelled black walnuts* 
6 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon cream of tartar 
Good pinch of salt 

10 eggs, separated 

114 cups sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 


Grease the bottom, not the sides, of a 
ten-inch tube and line only the bottom 
with wax paper. Grease the paper. Set 
aside. Grate the nuts with a hand-oper- 
ated nut grater; sift the flour, cream of 
tartar, and salt together. Combine the 
nuts with the flour mixture. Beat the 
yolks with an electric beater or in an 
electric mixer, then gradually beat in the 
sugar until the mixture is thick and 
makes “ribbons.” Stir in the vanilla. 
Combine very thoroughly with the nut- 
flour mixture. 

Beat the whites until they form stiff 
peaks. Whip about a third of the whites 
into the batter vigorously, then gently 
fold in the remainder with a rubber 
spatula. Pour into the prepared pan and 
bake in a preheated 375° oven for 50 
minutes or until a toothpick inserted in 
the center comes out dry. 

Invert cake on a rack until cold, then 
loosen sides carefully with a spatula, 
remove pan, peel off wax paper.

—about food and drink

Ts chow mein an authentic Chinese dish? No. The story goes 
that years ago, long before Chinese restaurants were so weil 
established in the U.S., a group of gold miners barged into a 
Chinese restaurant in San Francisco after closing time and de- 
manded food. The Chinese cook, having nothing to offer, heated 
up some leftovers, scrambled them, and served them. Thus, the 
Cantonese equivalent of a “dog’s dinner.” 


Vy hat is Anadama Bread? A cornmeal-and-molasses bread 
that originated over a hundred years ago in Rockport, Massa- 
chusetts. It seems a fisherman, sick and tired of the steamed 
cornmeal-mush-and-molasses dinner his lazy wife served him 
without end, one day seized the mixture, added flour and yeast, 
and baked it, saying, “Anna, damn her.”’ Thuis, Anadama bread. 


Wy hat is the difference between hamburger, ground beef, 
ground chuck, ground round, and ground sirloin? The U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture points out that each of these names on 
the label on a package of ground meat has a distinct and dif- 
ferent meaning. It is important to note here, however, that 
nutritionally they all have the same amount of protein, vita- 
mins, and minerals. 

Hamburger can contain up to 30 percent fat, which may in- 
clude the addition of beef fat over and above that attached to 
the meat being ground. But it cannot be labeled as regular 
hamburger if it contains extenders such as non-fat dry milk, 
soybean products, cereals, water, etc. Ground beef can contain 
the same amount of fat, but usually retailers will limit it to 20 
to 25 percent, since only that fat which is normally on the meat 
is used. It is illegal to add additional fat or extenders. You get 
somewhat less shrinkage with ground beef than with hamburger, 
but both are best used in meat loaves, casseroles, sauces, and in 
Italian and Mexican dishes calling for ground beef. 

Ground chuck, meat from the shoulder or “chuck” of the ani- 
mal, slightly leaner than hamburger or ground beef, 15 to 20 
percent fat, is especially good for patties. Ground round, just 
what its name implies (round steak ground up), has a fat con- 
tent of about eleven percent, and is therefore less desirable for 
grinding and making patties. It is excellent for people on low- 
fat diets. Broadly speaking, however, it is best used in com- 
bination with other ingredients. Ground sirloin, the best, comes 
from sirloin steak and definitely makes a “king” of a hamburger. 

No matter what kind of ground beef you buy, look for the 
bluish-red color that indicates freshly ground meat. And re- 
member, for tenderness and juicy results, cook only to the 
medium stage even if it is combined with other ingredients, 
and don’t ever pound meat patties into shape. Treat them ten- 
derly—like a baby. 


Pat are food additives? The National Academy of Sciences 
defines a food additive as a “substance or mixture of sub- 
stances, other than a basic foodstuff, which is present in a food 
as a result of production, processing, storage, or packaging.” 
The oldest known additive is salt, which can perform two funce- 
tions: enhance the taste of the food and/or preserve it. 





WXPrat is lefse? A Norwegian bread. Mrs. Margaret Clausen, of 
Jamestown, North Dakota, writes: “There are as many recipes 
as there are dialects in Norway.” Although the recipe was 
originally made with freshly cooked potatoes, Mrs. Clausen has 
adapted it to instant potatoes. In addition, it calls for heavy 
sweet cream, shortening, flour, salt, etc. The paper-thin J/efse 
are cooked in a skillet, on a griddle, or in a lefse baker. 


Are pumpkin and squash alike? Botanically, they are both 
known as gourds, and no one seems quite clear about what con- 
stitutes a pumpkin or a squash—to the extent that the U.S. 
Government permits canners to use the flesh of either vegetable 
under the name pumpkin. They can be used interchangeably in 
cooking, and there is a great difference of opinion as to which 
makes the best eating. In the 1896 edition of Fannie Farmer’s 
The Boston Cooking School Cook Book, the recipes for squash 
and pumpkin are identical. We're all inclined to say pumpkin 
(or “punkin”) pie regardless of which vegetable is used. 


ip evaporated milk and condensed milk be used interchange- 
ably? No. Evaporated milk is whole milk with about half the 
water removed: then the milk is homogenized to prevent sepa- 
ration. cooked. canned. and sterilized by heat. Sweetened con- 
densed milk is also evaporated whole milk that has up to 40 
percent sugar added. which preserves the milk without final 
heat sterilization. Evaporated milk can be used straight from 
the can as a substitute for cream, or whipped, or it can be 
reconstituted by the addition of equal amounts of water, then 
used as you would use whole fluid milk. Sweetened condensed 
milk, which is very thick and rich, is used to make ice cream 
and other frozen desserts, lemon and other pie fillings, cookies. 
candies, etc. It has excellent keeping qualities but, as is true of 
evaporated milk, must be refrigerated once opened. 


Wrat is a calorie? Food is the source of energy for the body, 
and the energy value of food is measured in the form of the heat 
it will provide when it is burned up or oxidized by the body. 
A calorie is the unit used to measure this energy (heat), as an 
inch is a unit of length, and a minute is a unit of time. It is de- 
fined as the amount of heat required to raise the temperature of 
a kilogram of water (about one quart) one degree centigrade. 
You gain weight when your food provides more energy—or 
calories—than your body uses. The extra energy is stored mainly 
as fat. About 3,500 extra calories produce a pound of fat. 


i hat is a Dobos torte? A marvelous pastry, the inspiration 
of a Hungarian pastry chef named Dobos. It has six layers, 
a rich chocolate filling, and is crowned with a caramel glaze. 


an you take the salt out of over-salted foods? No. Old 
cookbooks once suggested adding sugar to counteract the salt. 
It simply doesn’t work. Salting should be done by tasting. If a 
recipe calls for ingredients with a high salt content (anchovies, 
tuna, etc.), then it’s up to the cook to taste as she cooks. 


Wa carpenters tools do you use in the kitchen? A pair of 
pliers, to loosen recalcitrant bottle tops, “stuck” pepper mills, 
etc.; a screwdriver, to pry open boxes, to tighten a loose screw 
on an appliance, to lend to the repair man who turns up without 
one; a ruler, to measure pans, to use as a guide in cutting 
pastry or any dough that requires fairly precise measurements: 
a ball of soft, white string, to truss fowl. to tie asparagus in 
bundles before cooking, etc.; a pair of scissors for the obvious 
uses—cutting string, paper, and so on. @

Walnut Torte 
with Butter Frosting 


2 cups walnuts or 144 cups 
filberts 

ly cup sifted all-purpose flour 

Vy teaspoon powder instant 
coffee 

Vy teaspoon cocoa 

6 eggs, separated 

1] cup sugar 

1 teaspoon grated lemon peel 

1 teaspoon rum 


14 teaspoon vanilla 


Grease the bottom of two nine- 
inch round layer-cake pans; line 
with wax paper, then grease the 
paper. Take care not to grease the 
sides. Set aside. Grate the nuts, 
using a rotary-type hand grater. 
Do not blend in the electric 
blender. Combine thoroughly with 
the flour. Combine the flour-nut 
mixture with the instant coffee 
and cocoa and set aside. 

Beat the yolks with an electric 
beater or in an electric mixer, 
adding Y% cup of the sugar grad- 
ually, until the mixture is very 
thick, creamy, and light in color. 
Stir in the lemon peel, rum, vanil- 
la, and the flour-nut combination 
thoroughly. 

Beat the whites until they be- 
gin to take a shape, then grad- 
ually beat in the remaining sugar 
and continue beating until the 
meringue is stiff, shiny, and holds 
firm peaks. 

Add about a third of the me- 
ringue to the batter, folding it in 
thoroughly. Then fold in the re- 
mainder carefully but gently un- 
til all patches of white have 
disappeared, Take care not to 
overmix. 

Pour the batter into the pre- 
pared pans, dividing it evenly, 
spreading it to the edges of the 
pans with a spatula. Place in a 
preheated 350° oven and_ bake 
for 25 to 30 minutes or until the 
torte springs back when touched 
lightly at the center or a tooth- 
pick inserted in the center comes 
out dry. Cool for 15 minutes on 
racks, then turn out and pull off 
the wax paper gently. Cool com- 


pletely before frosting. 


Butter Frosting 


14 cup walnuts or filberts 
3 sticks (114 cups) sweet

Combine the sugar with 3 cu 
water in a saucepan. Bring to 
boil over medium heat, stirrin 
until the sugar has dissolvec 
Cover the saucepan and boil gen 
ly for five minutes. 

Uncover and continue cookin 
the syrup until it makes two-ine 
threads when dripped from 
spoon (230° to 240° on a cand 
thermometer). 

Meanwhile, beat the whites m 
til they form stiff, shiny peak 
Add the syrup slowly in a thi 
stream, beating constantly. Cor 
tinue beating until the meringu 
is very thick and has the sam 
consistency as the butter mixtur 
Cool completely. When cold, be: 
the meringue, about 2 tabli 
spoons at a time, into the butte 
mixture. Then stir in the walnut 
If necessary, chill until the fros 
ing is firm. 


To complete the torte: Frost b 
tween the two layers, around tl 
sides, and over the top of tk 
cake. Refrigerate, but bring 1 
room temperature before servin 
Serves 12 or 14.

Work or creai 
the butter with your hands o 
preferably, an electric beater w 
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til light and fluffy. Gradually 
work in the sugar, beating con- 
stantly. Then add the eggs. one 
at a time, beating hard after each 
addition. Stir in all remaining in- 
gredients. Pour into the prepared 
pan and bake in a_ preheated 
350° oven for 25 to 30 minutes 
or until torte begins to shrink, 
ever so slightly, from the edge 
of the pan. Cool for about 15 
minutes on a cake rack. Then turn 
out, peel off the wax paper care- 
fully, and place the torte on a 
serving plate. 

Note: This makes a very soft 
torte and will seem uncooked, 
which is the way it should be. 
Serve in wedges. 


Almond Roll 


Vegetable shortening 

7 eggs, separated 

6 tablespoons sugar 

¥, cup ground almonds or walnuts 
l teaspoon ground ginger 
Confectioners’ sugar, sifted 

1% cups heavy cream 

2 tablespoons finely chopped 


preserved ginger 


Grease a 10-by-15” jelly-roll pan 
with vegetable shortening. Line 
with wax paper, then grease the 
paper. Set aside. 

Beat the egg yolks with an 
electric beater or in an electric 
mixer until they are very thick, 
pale and creamy. Gradually beat 
in the sugar, beating constantly. 
Beat the whites until they are 
stiff, shiny and stand in’ firm 
peaks. Whip about a third of the 
whites into the egg mixture with 
a whisk. Then fold in thoroughly 
the remainder with a rubber spat- 
ula, taking care not to overmix. 
Now, fold in the nuts and ground 
ginger carefully. 

Pour the batter into the pre- 
pared pan, spreading it evenly to 
the sides and corners with a rub- 
ber spatula. Place in a preheated 
350° oven and bake for 30 to 
35 minutes or until the cake has 
lightly browned and springs back 
when touched with the tip of your 
finger. 

Place the pan on a rack and 
cover with a damp cloth. Cool 
thoroughly. Remove the cloth, sift 
confectioners’ sugar over the top. 
Invert the pan over a large piece 
of wax paper, then carefully peel 
off the paper from the bottom of 
the cake. 

Whip the heavy cream and 
sweeten lightly. Fold in the pre- 
served ginger and spread over the 
cake evenly. With your hands un- 


der the wax paper, roll the cake 
up like a jelly roll. To finish, sift 


confectioners’ sugar over top. 


Almond and Poppy Seed Cake 


144 cups almonds with skins 

Y% cup (214%4-ounce bottle) poppy 
seeds 

10 eggs, separated 

144 cups sugar 

1} teaspoon almond extract 


1 teaspoon cream of tartar 


Grease the bottom only of a ten- 
inch tube pan. Cut a piece of wax 
paper to fit, then grease the pa- 
per. Do not grease sides and tube. 
Set aside. 

Grate the almonds with a nut 
grater; grind the poppy seeds very 
fine in an electric blender. Com- 
bine the two thoroughly. Beat the 
yolks with an electric beater or in 
the electric mixer, adding the 
sugar gradually. Continue beating 
until mixture is light, very thick, 
and smooth. Stir in the almond 
extract and the nut mixture. 

Sprinkle the cream of tartar 
over the whites and beat until the 
whites are stiff, shiny and hold 
firm peaks. Add about a third of 
the beaten whites to the nut mix- 
ture, beating them in vigorously. 
Then fold in the remainder thor- 
oughly but gently. Pour the bat- 
ter into the prepared pan and 
bake in a preheated 375° oven for 
50 minutes or until a toothpick 
inserted in the center comes out 
dry. Invert cake on a wire rack 
and allow to stand until cool 
about two hours. 

To remove from the pan, loosen 
sides carefully with a knife. then 
invert on a cake plate. Peel off 
the wax paper with care. A deli- 
clous and interesting cake that 
keeps well if wrapped in Saran. 


Almond Paste 


Almond paste. also known as 
marchpane and marzipan, in 
France as massepain, in Italy as 
marzapane, is used to make can- 
dies, in pastries of all kinds, and 
in England. particularly. fo finish 
fruit cakes. It is available com- 
mercially, much finer in texture 
than homemade, but the two can 
be used interchangeably in rec- 


ipes calling for almond paste.

3 egg whites 

1 pound (2 cups) confectioners’ 
sugar, sifted 

1 teaspoon almond extract

Actually, it was Dick who found 
just what we wanted in an an- 
tique shop, while I was laid up at 
the hotel.

In the same 
shop we found an antique picture 
frame, Venetian red and gold, 
and wondertul for a large mirror. 

‘With tloor pians and color sam- 
ples I had brought with me, we 
ordered three beautiful rugs in 
Madrid for the entrance hall and 
living room. But our trip was cut 
short, and we had to forgo carpet 
shopping in Portugal.

My other disappointment was 
that we were unable to find any 
sort of floor tiles abroad. Either 
they were fabulously expensive or 
took untold months for delivery, 
or both. So, still floorless, we re- 
turned home. There, | called the 
man in California who had sup- 
plied the handmade terra-cotta 
tile for the Alex Lewyts’ house at 
Sands Point and explained what 
we wanted: an off-white flooring 
without the reddish cast of un- 
something 


glazed terra cotta, 


completely stain-repelling and 
nonporous. At last, encourage- 
ment. This pleasant man assured 
me that his company had devel- 
oped a glaze for terra cotta that 
was matte finish, nonspotting, and 
not at all slippery. He also had 
a new kind of epoxy tile—matte 
finish and as strong as pottery, 
yet so much thinner and lighter it 
did not require heavy supporting 
construction. And he could prom- 
ise delivery of either tile in 40 
to 50 days. I chipped off a piece 
of some French stone that was 
just the color we wanted, and 
airmailed it to him that evening. 

When his samples arrived, the 
tiles did look just like stone. 
Their surface was dull, and be- 
cause they were handmade, they 
had the slight variation in color 
I particularly liked: They would 
never need waxing; when | gave 
them the toughest stain test I 
know (crushing a wet teabag and 
letting it sit on a sample piece), 
all the liquid stayed on the sur- 
face. Later, I took a tissue and 
wiped it as clean as could be; 
obviously this tile hadn’t a pore 
to its face. With a classic pattern 
of squares framed by long hexa- 
gons called pickets that John had 
drawn in two scales (12” by 12” 
for the living room, 9” by 9” for

in the house—closets, dressing 
rooms, and cupboards, plus run- 
ning feet of bookshelf space ev- 
erywhere—so that when John and 
I got to the point of allotting 
specific cupboard and shelf space 
in the new house, I'd have mean- 
ingful standards to go by. These 
vital statistics went into a special 
notebook dedicated to essential 
decorating details. I made lists 
of furniture that needed repair or 
repainting, tables and chests with 
brasses to be lacquered, lamps 
with shades to be replaced. 

As I went over my lists, I 
noticed something interesting. 
Among all the things we had— 
most of them basically French 
Provincial in feeling—there was 
not a chair or table or chest that 
said “bedroom only” or “living 
room only.” Adaptability like this 
would make my life a great deal 
easier in the months to come. 

When, before leaving for Eu- 
rope that fall, we stopped at the 
site of the new house, a few trees 
and some brush had been cleared 
away, and it was possible to imag- 
ine that a house might one day 
stand there. In early November, 
when we returned, Dick went up 
alone. He reported that a bull- 
dozer had been in to open the 
driveway, that stakes marked the 
spot where the house would actu- 
ally sit, and that all the dead trees 
and those which blocked Miss 
Smith’s “vistas” were gone. The 
views, he said, were beautiful.

Late in November, my moment 
came. And I must say that I was 
hardly prepared for what I saw 
when John and I turned into the 
drive.

The excavation was 
all done, and in its depths, car- 
penters, masons, steel people, 
plumbers, and electricians were 
all feverishly at work.

The living room would be wood 
tones and white and greens (from 
yellow greens to olives—the col- 
ors in the rugs we’d ordered in 
Spain) with some lively coral 
kind of red for accent. Dick’s 
room was to be painted pale gray, 
with rug and fabrics of red, black, 
and white: and mine, as always,

greens, and adding pink. And 
the double guestroom would also 
have white walls; in it we would 
use the beds from Rockmeadow 
that were upholstered in mauve, 
and Jet the rug pick up the mauve 
plus some shades of bronze and 
brown-green. 


“TI always seem to want 
something nobedy is using.” 
Once Christmas was out of the 

way, I started fabric shopping and 
was grateful for what seems a 
growing trend toward special- 
order service. My peculiar diffi- 
culty in decorating has always 
been that I seem to want some- 
thing unfashionable, something 
“nobody is using.” But nowadays 
at many places that specialize in 
custom orders, you can have any 
print made up in precisely the 
colors you want on any fabric you 
choose—linen or silk or wool, 
cotton or synthetic. Having sever- 
al months’ waiting time, I took 
full advantage of these new privi- 
leges when ordering fabrics. 

In any case, from each trip into 
the market, I’d trudge home with 
dozens of samples, coordinate 
them with the growing collection 
at home, set some aside to hold 
and others to return. Then I’d go 
to my graph-paper floor plan and 
visualize this pattern here, that 
texture there, shifting and elimi- 
nating further. 

I've never tackled any deco- 
rating job without benefit of these 
special scale maps of mine. They 
help me “see” rooms taking shape 
before they exist in reality. Let- 
ting one quarter-inch equal a foot, 
I first trace the room’s shape on 
graph paper, then cut bits of 
manila (it’s easier to handle than 
paper) to represent furniture, and 
label each one: “desk,” “coffee 
table,” etc. When they are placed 
on the floor plan, it becomes easy 
to see how successfully. colors, 
patterns, and shapes

People, Places, Pleasures 


By DUNCAN MacDONALD 


Widely known for her radio interview programs from New 
York, Miss MacDonald is an acute observer of the many 
worlds of esthetics, entertainment, travel, and the home. 


A Man Whe Knows the Seasons: With all the pleasing 
distractions of autumn, people in the cities seldom give a 
thought to winter until it stops trafhie. 

Quite different in the country: Robb Sagendorph tells me 
that with the arrival of November, people in places like Dublin, 
New Hampshire, talk about nothing but the weather. They 
have reason. Even with all the new roads and turnpikes and 
super-highways and snow tires, a sudden snowfall can cut off 
the fuel that heats the houses and the food that fuels the 
householders. 

Robb knows what the people in Dublin talk about because 
he lives there, and he is one of those present when the villagers 
gather at The Dublin Inn to wonder and worry about the winter 
ahead. 

When I visited Dublin in the late summer. Robb told me 
about these November gatherings of the elders. “We convene in 
November because that’s when we have our first snowfall. The 
leaves are off the trees. It is bleak. The winter signals are all up, 
and everyone wants to know only, ‘What kind of winter is it 
going to be?” 

Dublin is fortunate in having as a resident the right man 
to ask. Robb has published The Old Farmers Almanac since 
1939, and though he could scarcely hope to rival the Almanac’s 
1815 prediction for snow on July 13th (OFA has been pub- 
lished since 1792), he has run up an astonishing record. 

To skip over the centuries, the OFA predicted for Chicago, 
January 25-27, 1967: “Blizzard, says this wizard.” Considering 
the spinning Me the spheres and the infinite complications of 
the universe, does it not seem fantastic that The Great Blizzard 
did arrive in Chicago on January 26th? 

In addition to the detailed forecasts of New England weather, 
the Almanac now carries forecasts for all parts of the United 
States, so that a resident of Moab, Utah, or of Bemidji, Minne- 
sota, can pinpoint the weather for his locality. In its general 
forecast for the entire country, we learn that “the last week in 
January may hold a memorable storm of snow from the Great 
Plains to New England,” and “tornadoes hit the South” in 
early March. 

After not seeing Dublin in several years, I was greatly re- 
assured to find it securely there: the familiar red building with 
white trim that houses the Post Office and the editorial offices 
of The Old Farmer’s Almanac and Yankee. And the large black- 
board in the village square with its news of the day in white 
chalk: the arrival of a distinguished visitor given equal billing 
with the disappearance of a kitten. In the midst of all our 
social turmoil, Dublin seems a blessed oasis. 


A Man For All Seasons: Speaking of men with a long 
stride, Fred Zinnemann first viewed the world from Vienna, 
and now keeps one foot in Mandeville Canyon in California 
where he has a house, and the other foot in London, where 
he has an apartment. These are the two main bases of his 
career as one of our great motion picture directors. 

In November, Zinnemann will be in New York—halfway 
between his two bases—where the Huntington Hartford Gallery 
of Modern Art is presenting its Tribute to Fred Zinnemann

November 6th through November 20th. The retrospective 
screenings will cover his entire work, from the early and seldom 
seen The Wave, through his award-winning films, The Search, 
High Noon, From Here to Eternity, The Sundowners, and his 
latest, A Man For All Seasons, which received the Academy 
Award earlier this year. 

Fred Zinnemann is as forthright a man as you're likely to 
talk to in a decade. He feels that there is too much emphasis 
on success, that people should be allowed to fail, that we learn 
from our failures. He tells what a gamble it was when Columbia 
Pictures gave him the reins on A Man For All Seasons. He 
concedes that they had reason for their doubts and that neither 
he nor they could have foreseen the tremendous public ac- 
ceptance. 

Zinnemann puts the artist’s finger on the trouble with 
present-day motion pictures: “Many of the young picture 
makers have a built-in contempt for the audience—which shows 
—and a total preoccupation with their own egos.” 

In talking with Fred Zinnemann, I learned that next to 
motion pictures, his most serious interest is skiing: hence the 
two houses, one adjacent to our great American ski slopes in 
the West, the other within a short air flight of the Alps. He is 
also within easy reach of Paris, where he is discussing with 
André Malraux the movie adaptation of his novel Man’s Fate. 


Two Seasons For Artists: If some creative people get 
stimulation from being in a torrent of artistic activities here 
and abroad, others find themselves able to work best when 
living a monastic life. Edward MacDowell, the American com- 
poser, was one of the latter. 

Sixty-odd years ago, MacDowell and his wife Marian found 
a farm in Peterborough, New Hampshire, and there, as Kay 
Boyle tells the story, “he was able to triple his normal creative 
activities. It was there that the hope and the vision came to him 
of turning the farm into a workplace for other artists.” 

From his conviction and hope stems the MacDowell Colony, 
built on the original farm, now expanded to 400 acres, and 
dotted with studios housing about 30 artists in the summer 
and a dozen or more in the winter. 

The studios are ideally designed for composers, painters, and 
writers, with each structure placed for privacy, no one being 
visible to another, nor within hearing distance. No one speaks 
unless spoken to, not even George Kendall, director of the 
Edward MacDowell Association, who is normally seen only by 
those who come to him. A basket of lunch is quietly left on 
the doorstep at noon, and each rustic cabin has its own supply 
of kindling and firewood for the chilly New Hampshire mornings. 

The requirement for residence is proved professional talent, 
which does not exclude the young because they may make ap- 
plication by submitting samples of their work. Residence fee 
is 25 dollars a week for food and housing, and those without 
such funds may apply for scholarships. 

No one could doubt that such a venture operates at a deficit 
and needs support in several ways: contributions, legacies, 
benefits. The last brings us to the “Harvest of the Arts,” the 
third benefit for the Colony. This year’s chairman, Russell 
Lynes, announces it will take place at the Hotel Plaza on 
November 15th; tickets are $50. r

house sells for $29,848, not in- 
cluding the home site. With a nod 
toward the sales methods of new 
car dealers, the builder also of- 
fers the house “stripped down” at 
$24,600. The house still contains 
the same space inside divided in 
the same way, but lacks many 
“optionals.” For example, the 
privacy screen in front of the 
house is excluded. Asphalt shin- 
gles replace cedar shakes on the 
roof. The vacuum system and fire- 
place are missing. However, the 
house is still heated and cooled 
by a heat pump, and kitchen ap- 
pliances are included, although a 
standard oven replaces a more 
expensive unit that features an 
automatic oven cleaner. 

This approach to home selling 
is not unique with Sunstate. You'll 
probably find that a number of 
home builders in your own area 
are taking a basic-house-plus-op- 
tionals tack. Nearly all buyers 
like the idea, since it gives them 
considerably more control over 
the amount of money they spend 
at the time of purchase. 

That an architect designed this 
model home indicates to some ex- 
tent the determination of the 
builder to offer a quality product. 
More evidence surfaces when you 


consider that professionals were 
hired to lay out the original com. 
munity, which is now called Car: 
rollwood. The West Palm Beach 
firm of Brockway, Weber and 
Brockway did the planning. 

Carrollwood is about ten miles 
from the center of Tampa, curled 
around the southwest shoreline of 
Lake Carroll, one of the area’s 
largest inland bodies of water. 
An excellent curvilinear — street 
plan, sprinkled with dozens of 
cul-de-sacs effectively slows the 
speed of local trafic. Wherever 
possible, trees were preserved 
during construction. Paved streets. 
sidewalks, street lights, water 
supply, sanitary and storm sewers 
extend throughout the commu. 
nity, and the area is controlled by 
zoning. 

Two community beaches and 
playgrounds were cleared by the 
builder for Carrollwood residents. 
and the company also built a 
community center, a six-store 
shopping area, a_ kindergarten 
and elementary school. 

About 650 homes have been 
completed, leaving sites for ap- 
proximately 200 more.

—and counterpoints 
By SUE NIRENBERG 


As the glow of the winter holidays comes upon us, the hosies 
prepares. Guest lists (some mulled over on beach and hammo-k 
last August) are assembled, drawn up as carefully and as gin- 
gerly as any state document, reworked, edited with husbands in 
consultation. Deletions are made (“Oh, not them), names sub- 
stituted. Wonderful dresses are bought, hems—where last year’s 
dress will do—are taken up yet another inch. Silver is polished, 
chipped glassware replaced, coasters counted. Vows are made 
(the annual vow, annually broken) never, never to entertain 
purely to repay obligations. 

Caterers are called. Their enormous warming drawers and 
coffee urns lie in wait for winter partying. Hostesses have long 
ago put away their lawn furniture and the ice-tea glasses that 
also served gin-and-tonics. The month’s respite after the Labor 
Day party—the last of that season—is over. The hostess has 
restored her spirit, sent her children off to school, inspected her 
inventory of friends and china, and is ready to march. To give 


a perfectly marvelous party. Several? Why net. 


NW an intriguing thing, a party. An extravagance of in- 
gredients to lift the day, enchant the night. A frothy concoction 
of fine food and wine, flowers, prettily set tables, banter. Dis- 
covery, perhaps. A new person. A new point of view. Music, 
maybe. Dancing, possibly. A house (and host and hostess) 
polished and gleaming. 

Party sizes and shapes are infinite. There are wondrously 
sparkling balls. Tea parties with cucumber sandwiches and bits 
of delectables. Open houses after football games, and houses 
open for no reason at all, where guests of all ages come and go.

Musings on a party for six 


Small enough to be quite charming, six does not get out of 
hand. A table, beguiling and romantic, with the prettiest of 
candles (never dripping) and flowers, the most perfect wine. 
Anyone can conquer six without a maid, but even with six you 
must compose the group artfully. There is only one conversation 
group with six—just in case of awkward silence—to be led, if 


you can use so mighty a word, by husband and wife. 





“Six is no party. Six is just people for dinner—as 


much work but less fun than a larger number.” 


Six is more formal than four and takes on party airs. Six can 
be the classic seated dinner with or without help. Cope calmly 
yourself if you stack a tea cart or Hotable to avoid lags. Avoid 
jumping up during the meal (jumping makes the guests feel 
that you’ve been put upon by them). Six is too smal] for a 


buffet, and what if you’ve a penchant for buffets? 


“Six, no. You know the host and hostess, but you

A pensive look at the party for eight 
A seated dinner and a handsomely set table are still possible but, 
surprisingly, with the additional two extra people the mechanics 
of clearing and timing grow more intricate. Take a careful count 
of your party equipment (see House BeauriruL’s Party Check 
List, page 104). Everybody expects you to be able to handle 
eight—silver service (if you’re shopping) comes in sets of eight, 
and you can fill in extra spoons and forks if it’s to be a larger 


number. 


“Hight is fine, but I can’t sit at one end of the table, 
my husband at the other—it’s a perfectly awful math- 


ematical imbalance. 


Assuming you have the silver, the china, the glasses, the linens, 
and stamina unflagging, the guest list becomes an exercise now 
in logic and intuition. There are guest-list rules, of course, and 
as a hostess, you have to predict probable rapport, but really, 
can you? The most unlikely people make strange bedfellows, 
and those who ought to, do not. Eight can absorb leaders and 
followers, listeners and talkers. You need, for the sake of each 
kind, a smattering of both. Eight can absorb the quiet couple, 
the beautiful women always advised by party advisors, and the 
plain girls (who resent them). You might have one psychiatrist, 
never two. Stars don’t like competition. What about a homo- 
geneous group—the conversation is no problem, no spark need 
be set, but then it may drift into boredom and a division of 


men and women.

tween two souls not kindred can be a punishment.”

“I don't want those people eating up a lot of old 


cashew nuts and spoiling their dinner.” 


Ready the bar, the coffee cups. (And be wary of the person 
who asks for tea. The true teadrinker—there’s one at every 
party-—will not settle contentedly with a teabag. Have tea 
accessories and a delicate oolong on tap.) Avoid carving, and 
dishes that require it, because this slows the entire process. 
While roast beef may be everyone’s favorite, it won’t be if it 
arrives cold. Avoid, as for six, jumping up during the meal. 
Serve the first course, if you have one, at the coffee table or 
small, auxiliary tables in the living room. One might, if one 
could, seat eight at a round table, but no round table is large 


enough to seat eight comfortably. 
The most enchanting party is ten or twelve 


After eight, a buffet wherein guests help themselves, aided or 
unaided by Help. The menu might be the same as at a seated 
dinner, or it might be a large variety. The tables, of course, 
completely and beautifully set beforehand. When it is time for 
dessert, the buffet is cleared and dessert plates, dessert, silver, 


and coffee are set out, and guests may help themselves.

Ideally, Help serves dessert and coffee. Place cards should in-

Ten, or more, can absorb an off-note or catalyst guest—one 
whom you might not want at your perfect little dinner for six, 
but his slightly abrasive or provocative manner is fine at a party. 
The gracious handling of introductions grows more important. 
If you can keep your wits and your charm about you, introduce 


each to the other with a small resume, casually. 


“Were all grown-up people. We can introduce our- 


selves and find out all about them.” 


The liveliest mix at any party is single and married, with a 
range of ages and interests (even incomes), yet there must be 
a common thread. Attention, attention must be paid when you 
make up your guest list. It is possible now to sneak in two quiet 
couples. Ten or twelve is a fine number for spirited conversation 
—the point of any party—several conversations, in fact, since 
now the party splits into several groups and guests may wander 
about finding their niche. A bit of well-tempered coquetry, right 
out of Oscar Wilde, is a bubbly, Champagne kind of fizz, and a 
juicy conversation piece for the trip home. Invite, then—be sure 


to—an outrageous flirt. 
“T hate young girls.” 


Invite, if you know one, a dotty old dowager. Old people are so 
amusingly outspoken, and they make—unless incipient laryngitis 
overtakes them—wonderful raconteurs. Royalty—even dethroned 
—is nice. Ten or twelve is the most challenging kind of party for 
the hostess, a test of her mettle, most flexible as far as menu 
and traffic arrangements. Your choice of large tables, two or 
three, depends on the number of guests. Or small tables. Think 
seriously about a bartender. Even an amiable and cooperative 
husband can become cross when stationed all night at the bar. 
Have you thought about games or an evening of movies—not of 
your trip to Europe?

“Games? Not in twenty years. When they start pull- 
ing out pads and pencils, you know the party's going 
bad—there’s nothing to do but cry.” 


What about something terribly crowded—a real dazzler? 
Music? Dancing? A cocktail party (would they count a cock- 
tail party as a dinner return)? It’s possible as you get into the 
Big Party to sneak in those two quiet couples (very much on 
your mind—such sterling people once you get to know them), 


as well as the obligations you vowed you wouldn’t have. 
“A very large party is a waste of time.” 


“I like a party to start at ten, so you can go home, 


dress leisurely, and have a plate of hot soup.” 


Professional help is necessary—one’s husband no longer ade- 
quate—and a blessing. There are caterers who will do a party 
for 500 in a field, if you have a field that wants partying. They 
will (if your party is smaller) tend your bar, cook in your 
kitchen. Or cook the entire meal outside and bring it at five 
o'clock the day of the party. They will rearrange your furni- 
ture, and stack your refrigerator sensibly to get the most mile- 
age out of the space. Best of all, they will send you to your 
room, and you can steam your face over a sink instead of over 
a stove. What about the mood of the large party—a mixed bag 
can be rather attractive, and there’s safety in numbers. 

Have you given any thought to the seating? There have been 
lamentations, particularly among men, about the difficulties of 


balancing plates and the discomforts of standing. 


“I know they say they like to sit down, but they 


dont.” 


Women enjoy a very large party. Just by its nature, it’s sparkly 


and gay, prettier, noisier. At a large party, the guest is on his 
own (the host and hostess cannot possibly watch over so many), 
and he can make a game, if he is of piquant mind, of finding 
someone he likes and getting away from someone he dislikes. 


In this way, a large party is undemanding for the guest. 


“Sometimes a room can be too large. In a small 
room, people are crowded. I know they say they don't 
like it, but they do.” 


A cocktail party? It’s fashionable to hate them, or to say you 
do, anyway, but they do go on just as surely as birth and death, 
and have spread to Europe.

An editor’s choice from the fall’s crop

Although “instant” seems to be a word that is in our kitchens 
to stay, it is encouraging to note that a number of the ney 
cookbooks are based on foreign cuisines that call for seriou: 
cooking. Despite the excellence of many modern foods on the 
market, we like to think women use them intelligently but 
also know the infinite pleasure of cooking from scratch—nc 
matter what the “language.” 


In The Complete Book of Mexican Cooking (M. Evans ané 
Company, $7.95) Elizabeth Lambert Ortiz, English by birth 
married to a Mexican, has done an extraordinary job. Prob: 
ably the first book ever published, in English or any language. 
that explores the whole subject of Mexican food in depth, this 
is no mere compilation of recipes but, more precisely, an ex 
haustive study of Mexican cooking from the time of the Con 
quest (1529) up to modern times. As Mrs. Ortiz points out 
the present-day Mexican kitchen has been influenced by a col. 
lision of cooking worlds—the Aztec, Spanish, and Arab. Later 
during the brief reign of Maximilian and Carlotta, by sophisti 
cated dishes of French, Austrian, and Italian origin. Mrs. Ortiz 
not only discusses fully and individually the many ingredi 
ents important to the authentic Mexician cuisine—corn, chiles. 
beans, tomatoes, herbs, ete.—but gives sources, nationally. 
for those not readily available in the supermarket. All recipes, 
all authentic, have been thoroughly tested by the author. Here 
is one interesting fish recipe which calls for fresh orange juice.

A Taste of Portugal, a cookbook by Shirley Sarvis (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, $5.95) is interesting not alone because of the 
recipes but because Miss Sarvis gives her reader a regional 
guide to Portuguese menus. Thus, the traveller would find it as 
useful as the woman who wants to try her hand with some of 
these fascinating dishes. Throughout the book, the author has 
injected colorful bits of information that contribute greatly to 
the book’s interest. “You might know.” Miss Sarvis writes, “in 
this land where custards are so constant, someone would have 
condensed custard to its richest.” Here it is and, despite its 
name, it is a pudding. 


Bolo de Principe 
(Prince’s Cake) 


5 eggs Grated semi-sweet chocolate 
1144 cups sugar (optional)

Beat eggs and ‘sugar until sugar is dissolved. Beat in lemon 
peel and juice.

Nika Standen Hazleton has added two books to her culinary 
laurels: The Best of Italian Cooking (The World Publishing 
Company, $5.95) and The Swiss Cookbook (Atheneum, $5.95). 
Mrs. Hazleton can certainly speak with authority on both these 
cuisines since she was born in Italy and grew up in Switzer- 
land. What’s especially useful about the Italian book is her 
interesting notation on the origins of Italian food and the fact 
that culinary Italy is divided into two parts: the Northern, or 
butter region, and the Southern, or olive-oil area. She gives de- 
tailed information on how food is served in an Italian res- 
taurant as well as in the home, and covers, briefly, Italian wines. 
The recipes, which are representative of all regions, open with 
Antipasto Combinations and end with All Soul’s Day Macaroons. 

In The Swiss Cookbook Mrs. Hazleton gives a colorful, fasci- 
nating and highly personal “cook’s tour” of Switzerland, plus 
basic information on Swiss cooking as it is practised in Swiss 
homes and good Swiss restaurants. This is a book to read but 
also to take into the kitchen and use. The following recipe, a 
familiar, national dish, is perfectly delicious.

classic accompaniments 


It has been said that the Greek cuisine almost depends on the 
lemon, and a quick glance through Adventures in Greek Cool: 
ery by Stella Kopulos and Dorothy P. Jones (World Publish 
ing Company, $4.95) indicates that there is some truth to the 
statement. As the authors point out, Greek cookery reflects the 
currents of history (hence the many popular dishes that beat 
Turkish, Persian and Arabic names) and falls somewhere be 
tween village simplicity and Athenian elegance. This well 
planned book with well-written recipes—from hors d’oeuvre 
to beverages—includes a great deal of basic information such 
as Greek customs, holidays and shopping notes. It’s interesting 
that Mayoneza, the Greek mayonnaise, like the French Aioli 
calls for potato but not for garlic. 


Mayoneza 


1 teaspoon salt 
1 boiled potato, mashed 


3 egg yolks 


34 cup olive oil 
Juice of 1 lemon 


Beat the egg yolks until very thick. Add the olive oil in drops 
while continuing to beat. Add the lemon juice gradually, then 
salt and mashed potato.

Raymond Oliver, famed restaurateur and owner of Le Grand 
Vefour. a Paris restaurant that rates three stars in the Guide 
Michelin, has written Gastronomy of France (The World Pub- 
lishing Company, $19.75), which has been selected as one of 
the Wine & Food Society series. Much more than a cookbook. 
although it contains a large number of classic recipes, it is 
actually a study of the sociology of taste—a comment on 
the social uses of food and a thorough treatment of the origins 
and history of French culinary art from its primitive begin- 
nings to the point at which it reached its fullest flower in mid- 
nineteenth-century France, An elegant book, lavishly illustrated 
in color and black and white, Gastronomy of France is a book 
for the discerning palate and for those who take these matters 
seriously. 

Michael Field, who likes to write about food as much as he 
likes to cook it, both of which he does well, has conceived a 
most interesting idea in Michael Field’s Culinary Classics and 
Improvisations (Random House, $6.95). His basic premise is 
that as a nation we have neglected the transformation of left- 
over, cooked food from one form to another. What Mr. Field 
is saying, in his rather involved title, is you don’t have to “eat

From the kitchen of our food editor 
come helpful answers to some of the common 


but often puzzling questions in cookery 


What are crudités? Crudité, from the French, means raw. Culi- 
narily, /es crudités means raw food. Especially, fresh vegetables 
—radishes, baby carrots and turnips, scallions, green pepper 
rings, thinly sliced zucchini, cucumber strips, tomatoes, ete.— 
that taste good served raw as hors d’oeuvre, with salt or 
mayonnaise. 

y hat does brasserie mean? It’s the French for brewery, brew- 
house, or beershop. In modern terms a brasserie is a café or 
restaurant where sturdy foods, with all kinds of drinks—not 
only beer—are served. France is cluttered with them, the most 
famous being the Brasserie Lipp in Paris, familiar to many 
Americans. The first brasserie in the United States, which turned 


up in New York a few years ago, is open 24 hours a day, 365 


days a year. 


AS much gelatin do you use to “gel” 2 cups of liquid? One 
envelope of unflavored gelatin. If sugar is one of the ingredi- 
ents in the recipe, it should be counted as part of the total 
liquid because, when dissolved, it liquefies. Note: One cup of 


sugar dissolved equals one cup of liquid. 


What's the difference between mix and blend in cooking? None. 
But with the advent of that remarkable piece of equipment, 
the electric blender, “blend” has become, to many cooks, syn- 
onymous with blender. For that reason, it would seem to make 
sense if all recipes specified “mix” to indicate combining two 
or more ingredients thoroughly. 


I there any way to prevent garlic from drying up? Yes. Sep- 
arate the head into cloves, pop them into a jar, cover tightly, 
or tie securely in a freezer bag and freeze. Net: Fresh garlic 
when you need it. 


Hox can you tell when grapes are fresh and ripe? Grapes, 
picked fully ripe and sweet, should be firmly attached to the 
stem—gentle shaking will tell the story. They should be fresh, 
plump, smooth. well colored, with no stickiness. White or green 
grapes are at their best in sweetness and flavor when they be- 
gin to turn amber. Grapes should be refrigerated and used as 
soon as possible after purchase. When grapes are used as a 
garnish, they are more attractive in little clusters on the stems. 

Grapes are washed, if at all, just before using. In Europe, 
grapes are usually served with a crystal bowl filled with cool 
water, and you dip the grapes into the water before eating. It’s 
not only an attractive idea but a sensible one. 


Wrat are the varieties of grapes and how are they used? Almost 
all table grapes are grown in California.

for the 
Celebration of Twelfth Night 


in the manner of 


Colonial Williamsburg 


In Virginia. “Nothing is now 
heard in conversation, but the 
balls, the Fox-hunts, the fine en- 
tertainments, and the good fellow- 
ship, which are to be exhibited at 
the approaching Christmas.” So 
wrote Philip Fithian in Decem- 
ber, 1773, at the beginning of the 
holiday merriment that reached 
its climax on the evening of Jan- 
uary 6th in the festivities of 
Twelfth Night. 

Lavish house parties were the 
rule of the day, and even in a 
small house there would have 
been an enormous amount of food 
for this celebration. Lively music 
was played as the guests gath- 
ered and entered into spirited 
conversation, 

\ctual programs of music from 
Colonial Williamsburg are scarce. 
We do know that the music would 
have been very much like that of 
London in the same period. There 
is no record that either Bach or 
Mozart was performed in 18th- 
century Williamsburg, but as mu- 
sical giants of the era, both are 
played now in candlelight con- 
certs at the Governor’s Palace. 

Music before dinner on Twelfth 
Night might well have been that 
of the Italians who were greatly 
admired—Vivaldi, Corelli, Gemi- 
niani, or Torelli. This same mu- 
sic is available today, both re- 
corded and in sheet form. Vival- 
dis Concerto in C for harpsi- 
chord and strings is on Amadeo 
(S6100), his sonatas for cello 
and harpsichord, opus 14, are re- 
corded on Harmonia 30638. Corel- 
lis Concerti grossi, opus 6, may 
be heard on Vox VBX39, Epic 
LC3264, and Angel (S-36303) ; 
his Concerti grossi, opus 5, are on 
Everest 6163 (3163); and_ his 
Concerto grosso, number 8, known 
as the “Christmas Concerto,” is 
on London 9275 (6206). Gemini- 
ani’s Concerti grossi, opus 3, are 
on Dover 5209, Amadeo (S)6100, 
and CBS 32110004, 

Torelli’s Concerto for solo vio- 
lin and guitar is recorded on Bach 
0043; his Concerti grossi, opus 8, 


is on Epic LC-3217. 


Johann Christian Bach, a Ger- 
man who settled in London, wrote 
a considerable amount of musie 
familiar to the Colonial Virgin- 
lans. His Concerti in D and G for 
harpsichord are on Bach 616 
(5040), and Concerti for clavier 
may be heard on Harmonia 30512. 

The harpsichord music of Scar- 
latti, Purcell, and Handel was 
well liked among the Colonial 
Virginians. Recordings include 
Epic LC-3911 (BL 1311) and 
LC3898 (BC1298) : 
32260007; Deutsche Grammophon 
Gesellschaft 39122 (139122), 
and Angel COLPH-310.

likely that everyone joined in a 
erand march to the dining room. 
This might have been done in the 
pompous splendor of a march by 
Henry Purcell, or to the more 
rousing music of Jeremiah Clarke, 
a prolific composer of that period. 

Background music during the 
dinner, as we know it today, was 
quite uncommon, but afterwards, 
musicmaking was the main event. 
Colonial Virginians loved music. 
They played) instruments. they 
sang, and they danced, often until 
the small hours of the morning. 

The ladies usually played the 
spinet or harpsichord; gentlemen 
were more likely to play the vio- 
lin, French horn, or flute. How- 
ever, many other instruments were 
used, including the piano, organ, 
banjo, guitar, German flute, har- 
monica, barrel organ, bassoon, 
recorder, viola da gamba, clario- 
net, clavichord, drum, fife. pedal- 
harp, oboe, tabor, trumpet, viola 
and virginal. 

\fter-dinner music likely would 
have begun with performances by 
a few persons. but later in the 
evening there would have been 
dancing and singing by everyone. 
Henry Purcell was a favorite com- 
poser, and today a vast amount 
of his music is available on re- 
cordings. A collection of Purcell’s 
music may be heard on Nonesuch 
1027 or (71027), including a so- 
nata for trumpet and_ strings,

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dental music for “The Virtuous 
Wife,” and “The Gordian Knot 
Untied.” Dido and Aeneas was 
popular in that period and is per- 
formed at Williamsburg today. It 
can be heard on a number of 
recordings, — including Angel 
(S) 36359, Oiseau 50216 (60047), 
and Odeon ALP-1026. 

Handel was equally favored by 
the Colonial Virginians. While it 
is not likely that music from his 
oratorios would have been used, 
his songs, sonatas for recorders, 
and excerpts from operas were 
performed frequently. Handel’s 
concertos’ for recorders and 
strings, along with those of Tele- 
mann and Vivaldi, may be heard 
on Mercury SR 90443. Sonata 
number 2 for flute, oboe, cello, 
and harpsichord is on Odeon 
(S)91063. Any of Handel’s flute 
sonatas, and Concerti for oboe 
and flute are appropriate fare for 
an evening of 18th-century music. 

The music of two other com- 
posers popular in the 18th Cen- 
tury has been recorded by Ar- 
chive on ARC (7)3264: Thomas 
Arne’s Concertos, numbers 4 and 
5, and William Boyce’s three sym- 
phonies in eight parts, numbers 
four, five, and eight. 

Musie from John Gay’s “The 
Beggar’s Opera” was well known 
in Colonial Virginia and could 
have been performed as part of 
the entertainment for Twelfth 
Night. It ean be heard on London 
A-4245, and Everest 6127 (3127). 
It is quite possible that even a 
Buxtehude cantata might have 
been performed as the major en- 
tertainment of the evening. 


se festivities of Twelfth Night 
in Colonial Williamsburg could 
not have been complete without 
dancing. While the minuet was 
popular, it was not the slow, 
stodgy music we tend to associate 
with it. It was moving, quite in 
keeping with the tempo of the 
times in the bustling town. Danc- 
ing teachers. like music teachers, 
traveled from plantation to plan- 
tation, to teach a wide variety of 
dances. Even today it is easy to 
imagine the rustle of the ladies’ 
silk and brocade dresses, and the 
courtly elegance of the men suited 
in satin as they danced the minu- 
ets, reels, country dances, jigs, 
and, toward the end of the cen- 
tury, the French quadrilles. 

As the evening wore on, there 
would have been much singing. 
The songs might have been tradi- 
tional or topical. Seasonal songs 
and hymns that could have been 
a part of the Twelfth Night mu- 
sic include the “Coventry Carol” 
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(“Lully, lulla, thou little tiny 
child’), “O Come All Ye Faith- 
ful,” “While Shepherds Watched,” 
“The Holly and the Ivy,” and 
“The Boar's Head Carol.’ These 
may be found in many anthologies 
and hymnals; for example, The 
Penguin Book of Christmas Car- 
ols, edited by Elizabeth Poston, 
and The Oxford Book of Carols. 


iy late in the evening, gentle- 
men left alone must have sung 
some of the more lusty drinking 
songs. Some of these are in- 
cluded in the book “Songs from a 
Colonial Tavern,” a collection as- 
sembled by Tayler Vrooman and 
published in 1964 by Colonial 
Williamsburg. The arrangements 
are for medium voice and piano 
with chords for guitar. Mr. Vroo- 
man performs many of these on 
Decca DL4546, a recording called 
“Songs from a Colonial Tavern.” 

This music of the 18th Century 
comes to life in an unusually 
exciting manner when it is_per- 
formed today in the authentic set- 
tings at Colonial Williamsburg. 
There are regularly scheduled 
concerts at the Governor’s Palace 
and at Bruton Parish Church, as 
well as impromptu performances 
in the taverns where lively folk 
ballads may be heard on occa- 
sion during the year. 

Typical programming for one 
of today’s candlelight concerts at 
the Palace or at Bruton Church 
might include Torelli’s Concerto 
for orchestra; Handel’s Concerto 
grosso in G Major, or his Sonata 
in g minor for viola and_ piano- 
forte; Bach’s Cantata Cuopre tal 
volta il cielo for string quartet 
and bass, with continuo and bari- 
tone: Purcell’s “Golden Sonata” 
(Sonata in F Major) for two vio- 
lins, violoncello and pianoforte; 
or G.G. Ferrari’s Sonata in C Ma- 
jor for harpsichord and piano- 
forte, 

This year the programming at 
Colonial Williamsburg will focus 
on music the weekend of Decem- 
ber 1-3, beginning on Friday with 
a candlelight concert in the ele- 
gant ballroom of the Governor’s 
Palace, by musicians costumed in 
the manner of two centuries ago. 
On Saturday, strolling minstrels 
will entertain during luncheon, 
and in the evening there will be 
a concert by the College of Wil 
liam and Mary Choir. The activi 
ties Sunday will center around 
services at Bruton Parish Church

BEN ROSE 


MOST LUXURIOUS OF DRINKS 


By ROY ANDRIES DE GROOT, author of “Feasts for All Seasons” 


““Drink this, my friend, and you will never forget it! 
Then, drop by drop, with the minute care of a lapidary 


counting pearls, the priest... poured into the glass a 


green liqueur, gilded, warm, scintillating, exquisite. 
The first sip bathed my stomach in sunshine. ‘It is 
the elixir of Pere Gaucher, he said, triumphantly. 
‘They make it at the monastery of the Prémontrés....” 
Thus the great French writer. Alphonse Daudet. begins his 
famous short story. which tells how a poverty-stricken small 
monastery in the South of France quickly achieved wealth and 
world fame after one of its ycung monks had succeeded in 
re-creating from an old family recipe an alcoholic cordial dis- 
tilled from the aromatic herbs growing on the local hillsides. 
Daudet’s details are obviously fictional. but the underlying 
theme is true. Some of the greatest liqueurs were invented by 
monks and are still made from secret recipes in distilleries 
controlled by church organizations. These herbs and spice 
cordials and the fruit liqueurs are among the strongest and 
sweetest. the most Juxurious and velvety, the most extrava- 
gantly colorful and irresistibly complex of spiritous drinks. 
Is there a difference between a “cordial” and a “liqueur? 
Some experts say that the word “cordial” properly belongs to 


the ancient herbal drinks, originally made not for pleasure 


drinking, but as medicines and pick-me-ups for ailing monks. 
The Oxford dictionary defines “cordial” as a medicine, or 
beverage which invigorates the heart and stimulates the cir- 
culation. Later, when commercial producers began concocting 
fantastic essences of fruits and flowers, more for the pleasure 
than the health of the drinker, these were called “liqueurs.” 

There are right and wrong times, and ways, to serve cor- 
dials and liqueurs. A sweet drink should obviously not be 
served immediately before a main meal. Even after dinner, if 
served too soon, a very sweet liqueur can bring an uncom- 
fortable feeling of oversaturation. Better, at that point, to 
serve a dry Cognac. This general rule. of course. is flexible. 
since some liqueurs are drier and lighter than others. 

One ideal use, I think, is for the guest who drops in (or is 
invited in) for a short visit. “Cordial and Cake” is ideal for 
mid-afternoon. Another charming invitational variation is to 
say: “Come in tonight at nine for coffee and cordials.” After a 
formal dinner, the strategic moment at which to bring out the 
liqueurs is often an hour or two after the meal, when the 
guests are showing the first signs of being “talked out.” The 
liqueurs can re-spark the party with their brilliant range of 


colors and festive ambience. (Continued on page 517)

History, legend, and genial ghosts of 
Christmas Past surround London Pur- 
chase Farm in New Hope. Pa., setting of 
the yuletide scenes on these four pages. 
Lately the home of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Welling, this massive-walled  fieldstone 
manor house is said to have been Revolu- 
tionary headquarters for Colonel Henry 
Knox; Washington may well have been a 
visitor on the Christmas of 1777. before 
he crossed the Delaware. 

The old house, left, was begun in 1735, 
Something of the patina of that prosperous 
time is captured here. with present-day 
cherrywood furniture reflecting the native 
\merican version of Queen Anne design 
for which Philadelphia cabinetmakers 
were well known. All major pieces are 
from the American Cherry Collection, 
made by Pennsylvania House, a division 
of General Interiors. 

Holly, ivy, box, and bay, traditional 
Christmas greens such as early house- 
holders gathered from their own lands, 
deck these particular halls. the simplest 
of satin-tied box wreaths hung at windows 
(left). In the old custom. candles—now 
chunky modern ones. garnished with nuts 
and fruits—shine out through the night 
during the whole season. 

Christmas Eve, in the parlor. oppesite, 
presumes that all bustle is over, save for 
a last-minute gift wrap. with no more to 
do than to savor the peace of a lovely room 
in fireglow, chairs and sofa ready for re- 
laxation, the future-heirloom highboy in 
holiday polish.

Twelfth Night in 
Williamsburg... circa 17S¢ 


In Colonial Williamsburg, the restored 
Robert Nicolson House, left. is furbished 
and firelit for a musical “rout” on Twelfth 
Night—surely not for the first time, for 
its 18th-century owner was a genial host. 
and Twelfth Night was the gala finale to 
the rollicking Christmas season. much 
like our New Year’s Open House. All the 
furnishings are authorized Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg reproductions, the mahogany 
furniture made by Kittinger, a division 
of General Interiors. 

In the music room, opposite, there 
would be singing around the harpsichord 
and dancing on the waxed deal floor (the 
Turkey rug rolled back). There would be 


syllabubs and jellies, and cakes eaten in 


the hand, good Madeira for the gentlemen 
and topical talk before the corner fire 
place. Without doubt there would be hand 
done needlepoint on the mahogany Quee 
Anne chairs and bench, and on the hand 
kerchief drop table a bunching of drie 
flowers, all just as pertinent to an “Oper 
House” today, all availably reproduced 
even to the colors of the wall paint.

Houce Reauricnn Noavewerce |1OA7 


ur first party in the new house was 

the most informal we have ever given. 

Inthe thentileless, rugless living room, 
beer flowed like champagne. and there 
wasn’t a slice of paté or a cucumber sand- 
wich in sight. The buffet—three boards on 
sawhorses—groaned with grinders, salads, 
smoked fish. cheeses, sausages. and hearty 
stacks of bread. Most of our 60 guests 
wore overalls. It was our roof-tree party. 

Late in the spring of 1966, on one of 
our weekly visits, I] had spied a strange 
skeleton of a tree high on the ridge of the 
newly finished slate roof. There were a 
few wrinkled oranges tied to its pitiful 
bones. and the whole thing conjured up 
vague recollections of an old custom hav- 
ing to do with the closing-in of a house. 
Seeing where I was looking, Mike So- 
chacki, our contractor, asked if I knew 
what the “roof tree” meant. I was ready 
to launch a vague guess when he answered 
his own question: “It means a party,” he 
said. 

It did indeed. Friday, June third, by a 
little after three, the plumbers, painters, 
carpenters, electricians, engineers, stone- 
masons, steamfitters. and John Stonehill 
and Oliver Lundquist (our architects) and 
Alice Orme Smith (the landscape archi- 
tect) were all milling around wishing us 
well. By the time those first guests drove 
off. I could hardly wait for the day when 


others would be arriving. 


rom the beginning, I had looked 

forward to entertaining in a more 

informal way in the new house. The 
first big step was our decision not to have 
a separate room for dining. The problem 
was to find a graceful way to set and clear 
the table. Folding doors near the pantry 
gave us a small area out of sight in which 
tables could be set before the meal. But 
the pass-through in the wall between the 
pantry and the living room provided the 
most important part of our answer. 

When I have help, the food and wine 
are placed on the buffet counter, where 
things can be kept hot in chafing dishes 
or on the built-in electrically heated tray; 
then the doors on the pantry side are 
closed, the ones in the living room are 
opened, and guests can serve themselves. 
When I do the cooking and serving my- 
self, the doors on both sides are left open 
to simplify things. In either case, once 


the meal is over, everything is put back 
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on the buffet. the living-room doors ia 
closed, and the clearing away is done fray 
the pantry side. | 
With this sort of buffet arrangemen 
we can eliminate formal service and tab 
settings that call for place plates an 
finger bowls—which always seem ina 
propriate in the country. The table, 
tables (each one seats only six). are s 
with linens, flatware, butter plates, sal 
pepper, cigarettes, and ashtrays. And every 
thing else—glasses. plates, food. and win 


—is arranged on the serving counter. 


e can handle the changing « 

courses in either of two ways. Th 

tables can be cleared onto the buff 
counter, in which case the doors on th 
living-room side are closed, and desse 
and coffee are brought in on a two-tiere 
cart (this way, we can move to anothe 
part of the room). Or the cart is use 
for table clearing while, opening the pai 
try doors only part way, our maid Ine 
removes the main-course serving dish¢ 
and sets out the dessert things. 

Behind the scenes. the kitchen hi 
turned out to be not only handsome, bi 
wonderfully efficient. Of all its appliance 
unquestionably the one that has made th 
greatest change in my cooking habits | 
the vertical freezer that stands next to th 
refrigerator. 

It is a common misconception that foe 
can't be as good after it has been froze 
as before. True, only pastry dough 
actually improved by freezing, but foo 
frozen promptly and quickly (both ai 
very important) will retain its freshnes 
And it is a pleasant feeling to have a stoc 
of your own home-cooking ready to sery 
on short notice. 

I’ve learned to use the freezer in 
dozen ways. Leftover sauces, for instance 
can be frozen in ice-cube trays, the 
stored in plastic bags to be used as yo 
need them—perhaps a couple of cubes ¢ 
hollandaise to put on leaf spinach or t 
enrich a sauce. 

A look at the list of the freezer’s cor 
tents encourages me to become creativ 
and invent new dishes from what I hav 
on hand. One rainy morning when Die 
and I were alone, we decided to see whe 
could be rustled up without leaving th 
house to shop. I came up with all kind 
of things from the freezer—some cral

meat. a bit of sauce left over from a 
poached chicken, a package of spinach and 
a package of frozen crepes | had bought 
to try out: and in my reserve of canned 
goods | found French mushrooms in 
cream. I heated the crabmeat and mush- 
rooms together, added the sauce from the 
chicken, some sherry. and a bit of salt and 
pepper. Then I filled the thawed pancakes 
with some of the mixture. rolled them. 
put them in a baking dish and into the 
oven just long enough to heat them. I 
served the rest of the crabmeat mixture 


as a sauce and sprinkled some ground nut- 


meg on the spinach just before serving. 
It was a very good lunch indeed. 

I try to be very careful about marking 
containers and packages with tape, and 
keeping the list of the freezer’s contents 
up to date—a chore that is easy to forget 
but ‘essential. It helps to list foods by 
classifications: soups. fish and seafood, 
poultry, meats, breads. fruits. vegetables, 
desserts. And I make note of quantities— 
especially useful information when it 
comes to leftovers. “Four to six servings” 


tells you what you need to know. 


hen I was doing the cooking, I 

found that I liked to do as much 

as possible on Mondays. This usu- 
ally meant making some soups, preparing 
tart shells. baking a chocolate or ginger 
roll. perhaps making some sherbet or an 
ice-cream bombe and freezing it in a mold. 
Often I would prepare a beef or veal or 
lamb casserole, so that when the weekend 
arrived, | would not have so much to do. 

I try to freeze things in useful quan- 
tities. Whether two-, four-. or eight-por-. 
tion packages are most helpful depends on 
the size of your family and the kind of 
meal. [| freeze many foods in small con- 
tainers so that | won’t have to thaw more 
than we need when Dick and I are alone. 
When there are more of us. I can always 
take out two or more packages. Things 
| plan to serve to guests—sherbet or a 
chocolate roll. for instance—I freeze in 
larger quantities. 

I've found that a little leisure invested 
in preparations can pay huge dividends 
when I’m expecting guests and pressed for 
time. At Middy Darrow’s suggestion, I 
now mix butter with flour or tarragon, 
lemon. or parsley and freeze small amounts 
in individually labeled packages when I 
have time. Parsley or dill or chives from 
the garden. chopped and frozen in small 
containers. save time and trouble and add 


fresh flavor that’s hard to come by when 


they are not in season. Even whipped 
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cream can be frozen: small dabs placed 
on a sheet of wax paper until they freeze 
can then be stored in a plastic container: 
they won't stick together. and they will 


thaw in ten or fifteen minutes. 


n addition to things you make at home, 

there are, of course, excellent com- 

mercial products that are not only 
delicious but great timesavers. Many 
frozen vegetables seem tenderer and smaller 
than those available in the market: frozen 
tiny peas and baby lima beans are just 
as I like them best. And foods frozen 
close to where they grow retain a flavor 
that’s often missing in so-called fresh 
vegetables after they have been shipped 
and stored. Among frozen fruits. rasp- 
berries are excellent for sauces. and straw- 
berries for a soufflé or a mousse. 

To supplement foods in the freezer. I 
keep a varied supply of canned goods. 
When you want to invite unexpected guests 
to stay for lunch or dinner, it is comfort- 
ing to know that, starting with a can of 
minced clams, pasta (elbow macaroni, 
spaghetti, or linguini), and a nice chunk 
of Parmesan cheese (ungrated, it keeps for 
months in the refrigerator and tastes much 
better than the ready-grated kind). you can 
put together a delicious dish. Even canned 
truffles needn't be prohibitively expensive 
when you know the trick of using one 
truffle and covering the rest with Madeira 
to preserve them. And many canned soups 
are first-rate—especially when you com- 
bine them or add some herbs or wine. 
For dessert emergencies, | usually keep 
one or two cans of lichee nuts and some 
crystalized ginger—two very different 
Chinese delicacies that can be used many 
ways (on vanilla ice cream, for example). 
Mixed with summer fruits, the lichee nuts 
add a subtle flavor that intrigues people 
because they don’t recognize it imme- 
diately. 

Don’t necessarily be bound by printed 
recipes. By using what you have on hand 
or what is readily available. by making 
intelligent substitutions. by thinking about 
different ways of serving what are unap- 
petizingly referred to as “leftovers.” you 
can discover the pleasure of inventing 
your own dishes. 

Over the years I’ve discovered. or de- 
veloped, a few cooking idiosyncrasies of 
my own. I find I use relatively little cream 


and milk and almost no heavy cream; 


= 


even in soups I use light cream or creamy 
milk, partly because we like foods that 
are not too rich, but also because it’s 
simply more considerate in these days 
when almost everyone is careful about 
diet. We don’t deep-fry, and I preter a 
light salad oil to olive oil which, to me, 
has a stronger, heavier flavor. [ use corn- 
starch, which imparts a lovely translucent 
sheen, instead of flour to give substance to 
dark sauces. | have an extravagant ten- 
dency to use chicken, beef, or fish stock 
in place of water whenever possible. And 
since neither Dick nor I likes garlic, my 
recipes call for shallots instead. 

While it is almost a cliché to say that 
hot foods should be served hot. I find cold 
meats and fish are often served so rigidly 
cold that much of their flavor is lost. I 
like to serve them at room temperature 
or. if they are glazed with aspic, only just 
cold enough to prevent the aspic from 


melting. 


have my own pet timesavers, too. 

Though I know that some gourmets 

consider it a crime, | buy prepared 
mayonnaise. And in spite of my mother’s 
good example (she used to order a veal 
knuckle. a shin bone, the shank and mar- 
row bones, and start stock from “hello- 
hello”), the chicken and beef stock we use 
in sauces and soups are also bought ready- 
made. However. the chicken soup we serve 
is made at home. and when we have duck 
or turkey. I like soup made from the car- 
casses and meat that is left over. 

The menus and recipes that follow have 
been adapted for informal entertaining 
and to simplify life. I have tried to keep 
the recipes uncomplicated and easy to pre- 
pare. They are all dishes we have enjoyed 
at home. 

I have suggested crisp, crusted breads 
because I don’t happen to like soft rolls 
or plain white bread. I do like croissants 
and popovers if they are well-made and 
light: and good old-fashioned rye bread 
with caraway seeds, pumpernickel with 
certain dishes (smoked salmon. for ex- 
ample). sesame crackers. bread sticks, 
and, occasionally, pappadums. (It is im- 
portant to vary the breads you serve.) 

I’ve been deliberately vague when it 
comes to wines. The right choice is a mat- 
ter of menu and budget. But what makes 
the greatest difference is your own knowl- 


edge of what you and your husband and 
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guests like best. And that. of course. makes 
your menus personal. The following ones 


are merely suggestions.

Scrape off any paper labels. 

Place the ham, fat side up, on a rack 
in a roasting pan in a preheated 325° 
oven and bake 31% to 4 hours. A half- 
hour before the ham is cooked, take out 
of the oven and with a sharp knife score 
the fat in a diamond pattern. Insert 
whole cloves in each diamond. Finish 
with Apricot Glaze. 

While the ham is baking, heat a 12- 
ounce jar of apricot preserves until 
melted. Then push through a sieve. Spoon 
the apricot purée over the fat of the ham. 
Return ham to the oven for the re- 
mainder of the prescribed cooking time, 
or until the glaze has set.

The following day, 
lift out of the water and wash again to 
get rid of any mold that may have 
escaped you. Rinse out the bo'ler, add 
the ham, skin down, cover with fresh 
cold water, and bring up to the boiling 
point. Reduce heat to simmer—the water 
should just shiver—cover with the lid, 
and cook, allowing 20 minutes per pound. 
counting from the time the water reaches 
simmer. If the water boils away, add 
more boiling water so the ham is com- 
pletely covered at all times. When the 
ham is cooked, lift from the boiler and, 


while still warm, pull off the skin. 


To glaze or not to glaze

For glazers: Stud the fat with whole 
cloves, cover with one of the glazes (page 
313), and place in a large roasting pan 
in a preheated 350° oven for about 30 


minutes, or until glaze has set. 


Baked Country Ham,

Scrub the ham, and soak _as_in- 
structed in Baked Virginia Ham, Tradi- 
tional Style (above). Then place in a 
fairly shallow roasting pan, large enough 
so the ham, skin side down, can lie as 
flat as the shape permits. Add to the pan 
one full bottle Madeira wine and three 
cans (1014-ounce size) condensed beef 
broth. Cover the ham tightly with heavy- 
duty foil, making sure it is as secure as 
if it were a lid. Place in a preheated 350° 
oven and bake 20 minutes per pound. 

At the end of the baking time, remove 
ham from the oven. When the meat is 
cool enough to handle, but still warm, 
pull off the skin. 

Glaze with Apricot Glaze, above. 
and return to the oven for 30 minutes, 
or until glaze has set. Place on a large 
platter and cool to room temperature.

Getting Down To The 
Fundamentals Of Ham 


What is the difference between 
a cured and a smoked ham? 
Cured ham, the upper part of a 


pig’s hind leg, is ham that has 


been preserved by salting. The 
art of curing or “corning” in- 


volves either a liquid salt cure 
generally called brine or pickle 
cure, or a dry salt cure. The term 
from the Old 


Norse word “korn,” which refers 


“corned” comes 
to grain. Since grain or granu- 
lated salt is used, meats pre- 
served in this manner are called 
“corned’—like corned beef. Vari- 
ous methods of curing are used in 
different parts of the country 
(and the world) and by different 
processors. Regardless of the 
method. when the curing process 
is complete, the meat is labeled 
as fully cooked or ready-to-cook. 

A smoked ham is first cured, 
then smoked over hard wood 
(hickory is the most common) 
for a given length of time, de- 
pending on the size and the pro- 
cessor. Like cured hams, they are 
labeled fully cooked or ready-to- 
cook. Domestic smoked hams that 
have not been cured first are also 
available. However. they need ad- 


ditional cooking before eating. 


Basic timetable for baking 
smoked ham 

Whether the label indicates the 
ham must be cooked before eat- 
ing or is fully cooked. it has been 
our experience that in either case, 
long, slow cooking improves both 
the flavor and texture. This calls 
for regular basting with pan 
juices and/or wine. For a gala, 
we recommend a whole ham, bone 
in, because it makes a more spec- 


tacular presentation.

was a major new development in 
the liqueur business. If the liquid 
inside the bottle can be made 
within the U.S., then the bottle 
can be sold for about $3 less than 
the imported version. This hard 
fact has led some of the great 
European names to take out, so 
to speak, American citizenship. 
They have set up their own man- 
ufacturing here, and today the 
names of Bols or de Kuyper do 
not necessarily mean a Dutch im- 
port. The names of Cointreau and 
Garnier no longer always mean 
a French product. These names 
compete with purely American 
labels like Hiram Walker. How 
to choose? A difficult question, 
because so much depends on per- 
sonal preference. Let us begin 
by classifying cordials and liq- 
ueurs into six fairly broad groups. 


1. The ancient, secret-formula, 


mixed-aromatic cordials 


The name familiar to connois- 
seurs everywhere and always the 
powerful contender for first place 
among all cordials is Green Char- 
treuse, owned by the Carthusian 
monks and made by them in only 
two places: in their monastery of 
LaGrande Chartreuse at Voiron, 
near Grenoble in south central 
France, and at their monastery in 
Tarragona in Spain. The secret 
formula, said to contain about 130 
aromatic herbs, was developed in 
the 16th Century and has been 
made for sale by the monks since 
1735. About 100 years later, they 
developed Yellow Chartreuse, a 
lighter and sweeter version said 
to be “for the ladies,” but there is 
a saying in France that all Yellow 
Chartreuse would rather be green 
if it could. 

The other great name is, of 
course, Benedictine, developed by 
the monks at the Abbey of Fé- 
camp on the coast of Normandy. 
There is a record of the drink 
having been served to Francis | 
when he visited the Abbey in 
1534. After the French Revolu- 
tion when the Abbey was pillaged. 
the secret formula was lost for al- 
most 100 years. Then it was redis- 
covered, and for the last hundred 
years, Benedictine has been made 
by a commercial firm but still in 
the cellars of the old Abbey at 
Fécamp. About 30 years ago, not- 
ing that many people like to mix 
their Benedictine with brandy. 
the company developed B & B.,

NOTEBOOK 





A lively comment on plants, gardens, and gardeners 


By ELVIN McDONALD 


When I heard that the iris Winter Olympics had received the 
American Iris Society’s highest honor, the Dykes Medal for 
1967, I called the originator, Mrs. Tom Brown, to offer con- 
eratulations. She answered breathlessly, explaining that my call 
had caught her in a distant part of the garden. She had hybrid- 
ized tall bearded irises for nearly 20 years before having one 
reach the top. 

Winter Olympics is a wide-petaled, ruffled, white, white that 
forms a vigorous plant with prolific blooming habits. It bloomed 
the first time in 1959, and by 1961 it was being observed in off- 
cial trials of the American Iris Society. Since then it has won no 
less than eight awards of major importance in the iris world. 

The home of Winter Olympics is Brown’s Sunnyhill Gardens 
in Walla Walla, 


have been growing irises commercially for 15 years. Mrs. Brown

first became interested in irises about 1940. The results of years 
of serious hybridizing are now beginning to be realized. As Win- 
ter Olympics draws international attention to her work, we see 
the promise of five new varieties that have recently received 
Awards of Merit, and several with Honorable Mentions. Also on 
the way from Mrs. Brown are some new dwarf irises, notably 
a little pink that should be available a year or two.

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ine other evening, walking in New York’s Greenwich Village, 
I chanced to notice that the window of a Chinese laundry was 
filled with Chinese evergreens. My immediate reaction was one 
of amusement, but the plants were so well grown, I stopped to 
admire them. In fact, they were so luxuriant I decided to go in 
and inquire of the owner how he grew them. Obviously, the 
place was often steamy and damp—much to the liking of Chi- 
nese evergreens—but there was plenty of fresh air too, the 
door being left open in summer, and customers coming in and 
out in the winter. Another thing—the plants were in the win- 
dow, where bright light reached them all day long, and direct 
sun warmed them for a few hours daily in the winter months. 
Someone kept the soil moist, if not wet, all the time, and also 
trimmed away yellowing leaves. The foliage was so clean and 
shiny, I asked how this was possible in the city. The answer? 
Every month or so they get a shower in the sink. 

Plain Chinese evergreen—Aglaonema modestum—is_ often 
cultivated temporarily as a water plant. For permanency. use a 
mixture of equal parts peat moss, garden soil. vermiculite, 
and perlite (or sand). Aglaonemas are close relatives of philo- 
dendrons, and equally at home indoors. There are several at- 
tractive kinds available from growers of tropical foliage plants. 
A. marantifolium tricolor has silver-marked green leaves, pink 
stems, and red berries. A. pictum is similar to the common 
type, but the leaves are generously splashed with silver. 4. 
pseudo-bracteatum has creamy white, yellow, and chartreuse 
markings on a plain green background. Its variety Pewter re- 
places yellow with silvery gray-green markings. A. treubi, a 
small plant, has slender leaves variegated with creamy lime. 


Sta-Set is a new product that has arrived just in time for holi- 
day floral decorations. It comes packaged as a powdery mixture 
to which water is added to form a material of putty con- 
sistency. In this state the Sta-Set may be shaped into almost 
any form. Once it has dried, the material takes on a neutral 
greige coloring. Flowers and foliage may be inserted into Sta- 
Set, and once put, they stay put; or they can be moved freely 
until the desired effect is achieved. Sta-Set keeps cut flowers as 
fresh as if they were in water, and once they wither, it can be 
used again and again with new flowers. For a local source, write 
the Plantabbs Corporation, Timonium, Md.

I have always thought of bonsai—the ancient art of dwarfing 
trees—as traditionally Japanese, and so it is. but members of 
the newly formed American Bonsai Society see new horizons for 


~ bonsai as an American art. Jerald P. Stowell, author of Bonsai: 


Indoors and Out, was elected the first president at a meeting 
of the Society in May. In his book, Mr. Stowell used no Japa- 
nese names. He writes, “This is not because I do not respect 
the originators of the art of bonsai—indeed, I am indebted to 
the Japanese master, Yuji Yoshimura, to whom I dedicated 
my book—but because I believe the art can be more than ex- 
ported to America. I believe it can be translated into an art of 
American bonsai.” 

The Society has 15 directors, representing various parts of 
the country, who will help make its quarterly magazine mean- 
ingful for all persons in all climates. Editorial leadership is 
quite outstanding—it includes, for example, Ernesta Drinker 
Ballard, author of The Art of Training Plants, and George F.

Many homeowners could sell their 
properties for thousands of dol- 
lars more if they paid greater at- 
tention to the simple but all-im- 
portant finishing touches. My wife 
and I, whose work it has been to 
find, fix, and resell real estate, 
would like to share some of the 
easy secrets (many learned the 
hard way) that have helped us 
sell our houses quickly and for 
the price we wanted. 

\mazingly few properties are 
seen at their best by prospective 
buyers. For one thing, sellers fre- 
quently neglect many of these ob- 
vious, inexpensive touches.

From the kitchen of our food editor 
come helpful answers to some of the common 


but often puzzling questions in cookery 


Aly double consommé and condensed beef broth (bouillon) 
comparable? In many respects. Consommé or bouillon (they 
are synonymous) is a soup made with beef, poultry, game or 
fish bones, vegetables, and seasonings, and simmered for a very 
long time to concentrate the flavors, then strained. The French 
call this consommé simple. It can be drunk as is or it can be 
used as a base to make other soups, to cook other foods. to 
make sauces, etc. Double consommé is consommé simple that 
has been clarified to remove all extraneous matter, which fur- 
ther concentrates the flavors. The result is an absolutely clear, 
usually golden liquid that may or may not “gel” depending on 
the amount of natural gelatin derived from the ingredients used. 
It can be served hot or cold with or without garnishes, and it 
is, of course, the base for savory aspics. Innumerable clear soups 
“call for” double consommé, a familiar one being madrilene, 
meaning Madrid style, which is made with chicken consommé 
flavored with fresh tomatoes and sweet red peppers, tradi- 
tionally served cold. Condensed beef broth, also called bouillon, 
and condensed chicken broth, both commercial, canned prod- 
ucts, strained but not clarified, are so highly concentrated they 
can be diluted with water, half and half. However, this writer 
prefers to use them full strength. They. too, can be clarified and 
used as you would double consommé or turned into aspics by 
the addition of unflavored gelatin. Lacking homemade _ broth, 
these are well-qualified substitutes. As a matter of record, there 
is no commercial fish bouillon on the market, but clam juice is 
a reasonable equivalent. 


Whrat exactly is mincemeat? You have to go back a long way. 
“Mynce pyes” were served at the crowning of Henry V in the 
15th Century. The original combination was something to give 
one pause: duck, rabbit, pigeon, goose, partridge, curlew (ap- 
parently the equivalent of the modern quail), neat’s tongue (ac- 
tually, ox tongue), woodcock, and blackbird. The whole bound 
together with flour and butter. By Samuel Pepys’ time, mince 
pies were essentially meat dishes flavored with spices and fruits. 
His wife, he reported in his diary dated Christmas 1666, had 
overslept because she had sat up until four o’clock that morning 
to see the mince pie properly finished for dinner. 

Mince pies have had rough sledding. They were banned in 
Cromwell’s day; and in this country in the middle of the 19th 
Century, there were no mince pies in New England because of a 
religious argument over the shape and meaning of the pies. The 
variations on the recipe are almost endless but, essentially, it is a 
mixture of dried fruits (raisin, citron, currant), beef and suet, 
apples, almonds, sugar, spices, and brandy, etc., baked in pastry. 
The modern ready-to-use commercial mincemeats are so good it 
seems almost ridiculous for a woman to make her own.

Pouilly Fumé (also 
known as Pouilly-Blanc-Fumé), made from Sauvignon Blanc or 
Blane-Fumé grapes, is produced around the village of Pouilly- 
sur-Loire; Pouilly Fuissé, from Chardonnay grapes, is produced 


in four small communes in Southern Burgundy.

Changing patterns of light flicker across the shafts in our ornament 
as it slowly revolves on a nylon strand. Before a mirror, it makes 
rather a striking holiday scene in the dining room. Other settings:

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Six-sided retreat for skiers 1

Across the valley lie the main ski trails at 
Sugarbush, within view through the two-story 
sheet of glass behind the tall. fir-plank sun- 
screen seen at left. From the living area, using 
binoculars, the owner can pick out the skiers 
skimming down the slopes. The big panel of 
glass is the single source of daylight for the 
ground-level spaces—a design strategy that 
becomes clear immediately, once inside. Light 
flows freely into the living areas, even on 
overcast days. The view is spectacular. day 
or night. And yet, there is a snug, secure 
feeling in this space, since the solid walls 
back up to the north and east. Because the 


glass bay faces southwest, each clear evening 


n a peaceful Vermont meadow 


presents the owner with a first-balcony view 
of the sunset. Despite its contemporary de- 
sign, there are strong ties to traditional Ver- 
mont architecture in the six-sided geometry 
of this house. The orderly arrangement of 
masses, the asymmetrical roof. and the fine, 
clear lines of the bay reflect the keen sense 
of proportion found in centuries-old Vermont 
structures. Designed by Huygens and Tappé 
of Boston, this spruce-clad lodge is purposely 
left to weather outside. Cedar covers the walls 
inside: Douglas fir the floors; and most of 
the furniture is built in. The successful result: 
a weekend retreat remarkably easy to main-

tain. fun to live in, and handsome. 


Morning sun glitters on new-fallen snow stretched out in the valley immediately outside the huge 


bay window below—the view seen from the living area on the first floor (from beneath the second- 


floor balcony) of this ski retreat. Meals are usually served close to the bay, adding rich visual 


fare to the food. The house was designed for and is used essentially as a winter-weekend haven, but 


it is comfortable in summer.

Open space is preserved, upper left, by the lack of any solid 
partitions in the living area. Vertical wood screen before the 
staircase deftly separates kitchen activities from the main room. 
Stained cedar cabinets in the kitchen match the new-hewn look 
of the walls.

contains a complete array of modern, worksaving appliances. 


Bunkroom on the upper level, above, is spare, but quite snug.

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TOWER OF STONE 
IN SUN VALLEY 


Within easy walking distance of a ski lift is this cylindrical 


structure built into a slope of the Rocky Mountains in Idaho

Many a skier on the slopes of Baldy Mountain, 
Idaho, comes round a bend and blinks unbe- 
lievingly at the sight of what looks like the 
turret of a Scottish castle looming through the 
morning mist. This romantic vision is the home 
of ski buff John M. Koppes, who not only de- 
signed the fortresslike structure but also built 
most of it himself with stones carried from the 
mountain canyons. The house is a convenient 
200 yards from the Warm Springs ski run in 
Ketchum, a town known to hunters and fisher- 
men as well as winter sports enthusiasts. Water 


from Warm Springs is tapped for the ski-house 


heating system. During the day the cylindrical 
house is flooded with sunlight filtered through 
a_six-foot-wide Plexiglas bubble in the flat 
roof. More light pours through clusters of slit- 
like windows grouped beside main living areas, 
The stone tower encloses a white-walled com- 
plex of five pie-shape platforms swinging out 
from a central steel pole around which winds a 
narrow staircase. Because it’s built on a slope, 
its main entry opens on the second level. The 
eround-level entry on the opposite side of the 
house is a double door leading into a storage 


room and a sculpture studio. More

A sense of wonder pervades the atmosphere of The Cloisters gardens in New York 
City’s Fort Tryon Park, for here the waxing and waning of each plant turns back 
the centuries. Inside the museum the magnificent Unicorn tapestries hang, testify- 
ing to life as it was some 500 years ago; but in the gardens there are living flowers 
that speak with eloquence of their medieval ancestors. To know these ancient plants 
is to have a new experience of peace. for they were first cultivated in the enclosed 
gardens of Europe in the Middle Ages so that man might seek refuge from the 
strife that prevailed outside. 

It is a marvel that these medieval plants are available now. You can grow them 
in your home and in your garden, At The Cloisters there is no greenhouse where 
plants may be encouraged to bloom out of season, yet all during the winter months 
there is an abundance of natural beauty. This winter forcing is done in the glassed-in 
area of Cuxa Cloister, without any special arrangements as to temperature or 
humidity. The plants do receive a fair portion of fresh air and sunlight, and pro- 
tection from freezing. It is here that container-grown tender plants, such as orange 


trees, are kept through the cold months. 


A showplace for medieval treasures 


The Cloisters was planned from its inception to resemble, architecturally, a 
medieval European monastery. Its first curators, James J. Rorimer and Margaret 
B. Freeman, shared a great interest in medieval flowers, herbs. and fruit trees. 
They decided at an early date that all plants cultivated in The Cloisters gardens 
should as closely as possible represent only those varieties grown in the Middle 
Ages in similar cloistered gardens. 

Perhaps the greatest source for guidance about the flowers of medieval gardens 
has been a study of the Unicorn tapestries. These late 15th-century tapestries, a 
gift of John D. Rockefeller, Jr., are beautiful as a work of art, fascinating as repre- 
sentation of intense human labor. It is necessary to look closely at these. keeping 
in mind that each color, each minute detail, and each shade variation is a stitch 
woven with painstaking care on a hand loom. The careful attention that was given 
to botanical accuracy made it possible to identify most of the plants depicted, and 
these are now a reality as they grow in The Cloisters gardens. Originally this remark- 
able set consisted of seven tapestries. Six. excepting minor repairs, are intact. 
Studies made by the New York Botanical Garden revealed 101 different plants in 


the tapestries, 85 of which have been identified. The remaining 16 are botanical

mysteries, possibly the whim of a designer, but they could have been rare plants 
that have since become extinct. 

Medieval artists believed the garden to be the most nearly perfect earthly 
setting in which holy events could take place. The Cloisters has studied paintings 
and manuscripts picturing the Holy Family in a medieval garden. Giovanni de 
Paolo’s painting, “Paradise,” depicts heavenly reunions in a flowery mead of lilies, 


carnations, violets, and wild strawberries. 


Christmas beauty at The Cloisters 


At Christmas it has been traditional to plant a small indoor garden in one of the 
courts at The Cloisters, and in it to grow some of the favorite seasonal flowers. 
In the last few years this arrangement has been made in the 12th-century apse of the 
Church of St. Martin of Fuentiduena, brought from Spain and reassembled in 
1961. The Virgin in this Christmas arrangement is placed in the center of a raised 
flower bed, much as she appears in many paintings and manuscript illuminations. 
Wood carvings of the three kings—Caspar, Balthasar, and Melchior—which were 
made in Baden, Germany, and date from the late 15th Century, offer gifts to the 
Virgin and Child, represented by a sculpture dating from about 1440. The plant- 
ings for this winter scene include hyacinth, narcissus, lily of the valley, and ferns, 
with green pines in the background to suggest a setting in northern Europe, much 
like those found in many paintings and illuminated manuscripts of the period. 

The medieval monasteries often included an enclosed garden, sometimes rep- 
resented in works of art as the hortus conclusus of the Virgin Mary. Such a 
garden may be seen at The Cloisters in the cloister of St. Guilhem le Desert, 
where small orange trees, narcissus, hyacinth, Scotch heather, pine, and acanthus 
provide fragrant flowers and fruit in the winter. In less formal gardens, wattle 
fencing woven from green willow branches might have been used to surround such 
plantings. This ancient form of construction has been mastered at The Cloisters, and 
from time to time it is incorporated in the creche scene. 

Medieval gardens had fountains for functional as well as esthetic purposes. 
Since these were built before the Reformation, the dietary law of eating fish on 
Friday, as well as during Lent and other religious times, was widely followed. 
These garden fountains served conveniently to keep the fish alive and fresh for 
Friday. The fountains also were used as wine coolers and as a source for drinking 
water and bathing. The gardens inside the walled area might have been watered 
from the fountains. 

Flowers in pots placed along wall tops, elaborate trelliswork surrounding foun- 
tains, and covered arbors were common features in larger medieval gardens. 
The arbor, made of thickly intertwined branches with a wooden bench inside. was 
a place that offered solitude to the passerby. Structural details and plantings were 
increasingly varied in the 14th and 15th Centuries. 

The Imperial Gardens of Charlemagne also served as a guide for plantings at 
The Cloisters. Emperor Charlemagne had more than a casual knowledge of herbs, 
and this interest of his is reflected in “Capitulare de Villis Imperialibus,” an 
illuminated manuscript. This writing includes a listing of some 74 herbs, said 
to have been planted in the Imperial Gardens, and most of which are still in culti- 
vation, including such favorites as Madonna lily, sage, rosemary, and German iris. 

One of the greatest marvels about The Cloisters gardens today is that al! the 
plants are virtually the same as their medieval prototypes. This means that not just 
any narcissus would be authentic, but only one of a certain type known in the 
Middle Ages, and one that has not been cross-bred or hybridized. Miss Esther Ann 
Huebner, a staff member of The Cloisters for some 20 years, is the horticulturist 


who looks after the gardens today, and a fascinating aspect of her work lies in

keeping medieval plants in cultivation. This is an endless but rewarding task. 

A case in point is the mandrake (Mandragora officinarum), an ancient plant 
once thought to possess magical powers. It was believed to grow only under a gallows 
where the matter that fell from a dead body gave the plant its characteristic 
twisted and forked shape, closely resembling the human form. It was said that 
wild shrieks might be heard on occasion as the mandrake’s roots were pulled from 
the ground, and it was believed that the person who heard would be driven mad. 

Although mandrakes have been cultivated in gardens down through the ages, 
very few are grown in this country. For many years The Cloisters has sought speci- 
mens of this bizarre medieval plant. In the search Miss Huebner eventually came in 
contact with a botanical ariist who knew a mandrake grower in Philadelphia. This 
gardener was delighted to provide two healihy mandrakes, the roots of which were 
planted this year in the gardens at The Cloisters. 

When winter brings a lull in active gardening at The Cloisters, the necessary 
planning is done that keeps the outdoor gardens growing anew every year. 
Replacement stock is ordered, and the never ending search continues for those 
medieval plants that have so far been impossible to obtain. 

Part of the enchantment one feels in seeing the ancient flowers as they live again 
at The Cloisters comes from the medieval music that may be heard throughout the 
interiors, as well as in the gardens. Some recordings of the type music played 
at The Cloisters today include Gregorian Chant for Easter and Christmas (Angel, 
35116), Music of the Middle Ages by Collegium Musicum (Lyrichord, 85), the 
Play of Daniel (Decca 3200/9402), the Play of Herod (Decca DX 187), In a 
Medieval Garden (Nonesuch 1120), Voices of the Middle Ages (Nonesuch 71171). 
and a Dellar Consort recording of the Mass: Notre-Dame (Bach 622; 5045). & 


Where to obtain the medieval flowers 


While some medieval plants are commonly available, the editors of House Beau- 
tiful have noted that most of those in The Cloisters gardens are cultivated by

THE 
GIFT 
OF 
LAND

The reservation of certain lands to be held for common use 
is an American institution that dates back to 1634, when 
Boston Common was so set aside, That Boston Common’s 48 
acres were reserved chiefly for the use of cows does not 
alter the fact that it has been maintained since the passing 
of mid-city cows for the pleasure of people and pigeons 
and squirrels, 

Later generations. of Bostonians continued this noble 
tradition, beautifying the Charles River shores under the 
inspiration of the Alster Basin at Hamburg, Germany, and 
laying out Commonwealth Avenue with a shrubbed and 
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wooded mall, making it one of the most beautiful thorough- 
fares in the world. 

Our forebears. in striving to build beautiful cities as 
well as in endeavoring to create a true democracy. displayed 
a rare sense of history. They believed elegantly in the here- 
after for themselves. and believed generously in a beautiful 
world for their descendants. 

Present-day landowners may not realize that the tradition 
of giving land, far from dying out, has been growing at a 
rapid rate. The benefits to the community from such a pro- 
gram are obvious, but what may not be known is that the 
gift of land can have specific benefits for the individual 
donor. 

Atop the summit of Martha’s Vineyard, for example, is a 
tract of land owned for generations by the Nathaniel Harris 
family. As children, the Harrises made do with tents, fished, 
and dug clams, walked miles in one direction for milk, 
and miles in another for bread. 

Nathaniel and Catherine Harris regarded their Vineyard 
acres as a great heritage that they wished to pass along to 
a new generation. They realized that preservation of this 
unspoiled land was of great importance to them personally, 
but that inheritance taxes would make it impossible for 
their heirs to maintain it in its present wiid state. So they 
investigated the alternatives and found that by making a 
gift of 150 acres to the Trustees of Reservations, their 
objective could be accomplished. They also learned, in happy 
surprise, that an income-tax credit could be spread over a 
period of years, and that the donation would be deductible 
up to 30 percent of income. As a result, we now have on 
Martha’s Vineyard the splendid Menemsha Hills Reserva- 
tion. and the Harrises have achieved their dream. 

Extensive acreage such as this is clearly a valuable gift. 
but even a small plot can be useful to a community, perhaps 
because of its location with reference to other green acres, 
or because it is the only bright spot of green in an area 
of pavement and bricks. 

Seven acres contributed by Robert McCormick. a banker 
of DeKalb, Illinois, were of key importance in the city’s 
development of a youth recreational program. The area was 
ideal for a baseball field. Motivations vary, of course, but 
one might surmise that Robert McCormick remembered a 
baseball field of his boyhood, 

Another gift to the Dekalb Park District was a 13-acre 
tract contributed by a couple who were art collectors. Along 
with the land went an architecturally superb house which 
now, not surprisingly, includes an art museum and _ nature- 
study area adjacent to an illustrative garden. 

Five acres given by the George H. Lelands of Dayton, 
Ohio, reflect a similar special interest, there being a stipu- 
lation that the land be used for youth activity. The Leland 
residence is now the command post of a nature center, 
making it part of a complex that includes the Dayton Museum 
of Natural History only a quarter of a mile away.

Wines and spirits for the holidays 


THE 
GIFT 
OF 
CHEER

Drinks are gifts that anyone can use, that keep well, that never 
go out of style. The choice is extensive. even the day before 
Christmas, and the holiday packaging is sometimes quite daz- 
zling. Because it is so easy to give, liquor has long been consid- 
ered the typical last-minute gift. Yet, chosen thoughtfully. a 
bottle of wine or spirits can be the most appreciated gift of 
the season. 

The best principle I know in choosing is to pick the category 
you know your recipient likes but give something better than 
he normally would buy for himself. By noticing what he or 
she really likes to drink, you show an honest desire to please. 


If a man is a confirmed Bourbon drinker, you'll do better to 
give him a fine old Bourbon than any other kind of spirits. If 
a lady las said she can’t ever get enough of Champagne, 
she'll certainly appreciate a blanc de blancs more than any 
other wine. 

Above all, avoid the wholly unfamiliar. I still recall with 
chagrin the time we gave an unusual eau de vie to my father- 
in-law. As European travelers, we had grown to like this drink 
very much, but he was strictly a Scotch whisky man. When 
the bottle remained unopened after some months, we asked 
for it the next time he offered us a drink. Later we drank it 
again, and eventually we finished the bottle. I don’t believe 
he ever tasted it. 

Much better then, to give something quickly recognized and 
appreciated, not something to win your friends over to your 
favorites. If you don’t know much about your man’s habits, be 
conservative. Tastes fixed in early years are quite slow to 
change, and Christmas is not the appropriate time to try to 
educate the palate. 

Almost anyone appreciates a bottle, and the thoughtful gift 
does not wear a price tag. For relatively little money—“gifts 
under $10.” the grab-bag category on most lists—there’s 
still a remarkable choice, including a bottle of premium Scotch 
or old Bourbon, a first-class Champagne, a festive magnum, or 
anywhere from one to five bottles of good table wine. All the 
way down in cost, a token gift for only $2 or $3 can be none 
the less welcome when it is a carefully selected bottle of wine. 

If your budget is higher, you have still more choice. For $25 
or so you can give one of the great liqueur Cognacs (several 
of the major companies label them “Extra”) of the ethereal 
quality above the already superior VSOP’s, or one of the most 
rewarding gifts I ever received, four bottles of superb Louis 
Latour red and white Burgundies. My wife made this selection 
for me after a visit to France where we had had the pleasure 
of meeting M. Latour, one of the great Burgundy wine 
growers and shippers. 

If your budget allows spending $50. you can put together 
many imaginative collections. One might be a choice of after- 
dinner liqueurs (small bottles will give you a greater selection 
and won't grow so old- and tired-looking as large bottles of 
liqueurs often do) together with a bottle of fine champagne 
Cognac, Armagnac, or old Calvados. Or the selection to warm 
the heart of every lover of very dry Martinis—a bottle of each 
of the six best gins plus one half-bottle of French dry ver- 
mouth. 

A case of fine French or German wine or of premium spir- 
its makes a handsome gift for under $100. For that once-in-a- 
lifetime gift—if you have the money and your prospective re- 
cipient has the interest and storage space—a truly magnificent 
present would be a small connoisseur’s cellar, say a dozen cases 
of the best vintage wines of Bordeaux. Burgundy, and the 
Rhineland. Any wine merchant will be delighted to help you 
make a selection, ready for drinking, that would bring honor 
to a collector’s cellar. The cost of such a selection would 


be approximately $1,000.

THE AMERICAN TURKEY _ 


for Christmas Dinner 


By HELEN McCULLY 


“The face of the turkey is clearly that 
of a foreigner.” Thus, tongue in cheek 
(we can only assume) Brillat-Savarin, 
the great 18th-century French gastro- 
nome, dismissed the legend that the 
turkey was known to the Romans and 
served at Charlemagne’s wedding feast. 
Savarin was in a position to know, for 
he had shot a wild turkey in Hartford, 
Connecticut, and cooked it himself. 

It is now well established that wild 
turkeys were enjoyed by the Indians as 
early as 1,000 A.D., and both wild and 
domesticated turkeys existed in America 
when Columbus landed in 1492. Turkeys 
were first taken to Spain from Amer- 
ica in 1498, and from there they spread 
all over Europe, refuting the story that 
the Jesuits imported them into France— 
where they are still occasionally referred 
to as “Jesuits.” 

Gastronomically, contributions from 
the Old World to the New outweigh ours 
to the Old (although we should not ig- 
nore tomatoes and potatoes), but it is in- 
teresting that our native bird—‘one of 
the most beautiful gifts of the New 
World to the Old,” wrote Savarin—is 
now the Christmas-feast bird in many

es G. LEACH, keynote speaker 
at the 22nd congress of the Amer- 
ican Horticultural Society, which 
convened recently in Cleveland, 
said that the image of organized 
horticulture is so dim and diffuse 
it evokes a mental picture of a 


suburbanite planting a petunia. 
He suggested that we cease to be 
solely preoccupied with planting 
a petunia and instead give at 
least equal attention to the world 
the petunia is to be planted in. 
Leach, himself an expert plants- 
man and rhododendron specialist, 
said, “I believe that unless we wid- 
en our horizons enormously, we 
may soon live in a country where 
the problem will not be how to 
plant a petunia, but whether 
planting a petunia is possible.” 
Leach challenged the members 
of the American Horticultural 
Society to take the lead in stimu- 
lating an aspiration toward grace 
and beauty in all humanly con- 
trived surroundings. He said, 
. we must stand for this ideal: 
that 


beauty does reward, and that the 


ugliness does offend, that 


latter produces a morality impor- 
tant to this country.” 


I ALWAYS look forward to the 
arrival of a box of fresh-cut holly 
at Christmas time, and this year 
I am going to try some tips passed 
along to me by Ambrose Brownell, 
who cuts half a million pounds 
of holly annually from the 15 to 
20 thousand trees that grow on 
his farms in Milwaukie, Oregon. 
He suggests that the package be 
opened promptly on arrival and 
the holly submerged in cold water 
for a few hours or overnight be- 
fore using it for decoration. Holly 
absorbs moisture through leaf sur- 
faces and through berries. If loose 
branches are to be arranged in 
a bouquet, recut the stems about 
an inch from the base for better 
water absorption. 

Brownell advises against spray- 
ing or dipping with any kind of 


oily preservative. Naturally, cool 
temperatures retard the aging 
process of cut holly; specifically, 
storage at 35° to 50° will keep it 
fresh almost indefinitely. About 
85 percent of all holly grown com- 
mercially in America is produced 
within 50 miles of Portland. It is a 
common practice among the grow- 
ers to dip all cut holly in a weak 
mixture of alpha naphthalene 
acetic acid—30 parts to a million 
of water—to cancel the effects of 
any ethylene gas present. This 
dipping process literally “nails the 
leaves to the stems,” and vitally 
effects how well cut holly keeps. 


Evers years of research at Vir- 
ginia Tech show it is possible to 
have green grass all winter. Cool- 
season grasses such as_ fescue, 
and bentgrass’ will 
maintain their green color when 
fertilized in late fall and winter 
with nitrogen. In addition to the 


regular fertilization program, A.J. 


bluegrass, 


Powell, the turf researcher, says 
one pound of nitrogen per 1,000 
square feet from soluble sources 
in late October, December, and 
February maintains color through- 
out the cold season. Nitrogen can 
be applied any time color fades 
during winter, but to be on the 
safe side, it should be watered 
in or applied just before a rain.
